Quack Proprietary Preparations 


Misbranding and false labeling of proprietary 
preparations are becoming more frequent. Some 
concerted effort should be made by the pharmaceu- 
tical associations to put a stop to the practice. The 
lists of violators of the Federal Food and Drugs Act 
which are issued at regular intervals by the Bureau 
of Chemistry, United States Department of Agri- 
culture, grow ever longer. Out of the 100 cases 
cited in the Bureau's Service and Regulatory Sup- 
plements of July | and 7, 1920, at least 56 were of 
firms in Reporter trades. 


Officials of the Bureau of Chemistry state that 
the number of seizures and prosecutions on the charge 
of false and fraudulent labeling of proprietaries was 
greater during 1919 than in any other year since 
the enactment of the Food and Drugs Act. This 
means either that the Bureau is more active in the 
pursuit of manufacturers and purveyors of spurious 
medicaments or that the menace of adulteration and 
quackery is spreading. 

Associations of manufacturers and wholesale and 
retail druggists should do all that lies within their 
power to aid the Bureau of Chemistry in the work of 
weeding out the criminal and dishonest quacks and 
exposing their preparations. The miraculous qual- 
ities attributed to some of the specifics placed under 
ban by the Bureau include everything—from being 
4 panacea or cure-all for every form of internal or 


external ailment to serving as a hair restorer or hair 
remover, 


The large public that ignorantly or foolishly 
Wastes its money on the purchase of quack prepara- 
lions is not made up of chemists or pharmacists. It 
8 composed of devout, unsophisticated believers in 
the printed word. If the label or the booklet ac- 
companying a so-called “remedy” states that it is a 
cure for this, that or the other disease, then the

Menhaden Oil Situation 


With the recent opening up of the menhaden fish- 
ing season, conjecture is again rife as to the future 
conditions in menhaden oil. This fish oil is by far 
the most important oil produced on the Atlantic 
coast of the United States. The annual production 
exceeds 3,000,000 gallons. *Since these fish appear 
in northern waters in April and disappear in Novem- 
ber, the fishing season is limited by these months. As 
one goes farther south the season is lengthened; in 
the Carolinas fleets are not taken out of service until 
the latter part of December, though fishing does not 
begin much earlier than in northern regions. In the 
southern region the spring and fall fishing furnishes 
most of the raw material for the scrap factories, 
there being a dull season in midsummer when catches 
are rare and unimportant. In Florida waters the 
fish are present throughout the winter. 


Used in former years as an illuminant and in 
currying leather, menhaden oil now finds its greatest 
application as a paint vehicle, as a lubricant and as 
a soap-making grease. In late years it has come into 
extensive use as a medium for tempering steel. Con- 
ditions in the industries using menhaden oil should 
affect in a material way the destinies of those engaged 
in the production of menhaden oil, but this cannot 
always be taken as a criterion. 


It is yet too early to predict what the present 
season's menhaden oil production will be on the At- 
lantic coast. Production in 1919 ran to 108,000 


barrels, as compared to 78,700 barrels in 1918. 


Catches reported so far this season have been un- 
usually abundant, some producers on this account 
being forced to store their oil because of the laxity 
in demand. Crude northern oil, which in July, 1919, 
was selling at $1.10 a gallon, is now being offered 
at 70 cents, with buyers bidding 60 cents. Southern 
crude, which at this time also is being offered at 70 
cents, with comparatively few takers, in July of last 
year was being sold at 98 cents per gallon. If re- 
finers were confronted with an active demand, the 
situation would, of course, be the reverse of what it 
is. But the refiners themselves are considerably less 
active than they were a year ago, so they, in turn, 
hold off from purchasing crude menhaden oil. It is 
this inactive state of the market that is accountable 
in large part for the decline in prices and the storage 
of menhaden oil against the day when, the holders 
believe, higher prices must come. 


Judging from surface indications, there will be 
ample stocks of menhaden oil at the close of the 
present season. Stocks of crude already held in stor- 
age total 15,000 barrels. If the run of fish is main- 
tained at the present rate for the rest of the season, 
several large gulf operators expect to be able to 
crowd two seasons into one. Compared with pre- 
vious years the prospective catch of the season in 
the western gulf will exceed any record in the in- 
dustry made in gulf coast waters. 

In spite of the present general unsatisfactory status 
of the menhaden oil market, several factors that will 
undoubtedly make for higher prices in the future 
must be taken into account by consumers. An in- 
crease in freight rates is a certainty. This increase 
naturally will be passed on to the consumer. Labor 
in the menhaden fishing industry is scarce. The sit- 
uation so far as available man power is concerned 
is even more acute than it was in 1919. In spite of 
the fact that the men in the fishing fleets are paid 
much more than they received in former years, they 
prefer to locate on land jobs where wages are higher 
and the hazards of the sea are not encountered. 

Not only has the cost of labor gone up, but the 
operators are required to pay more for practically all 
the material they use, in common with other indus- 
tries. Fishing nets cost more now than ever before. 
Bituminous coal is not only hard to get, but premium

prices are being paid for whatever tonnage is avail- 
able. One price heard of is $16 a ton, plus $2 for 
transportation charges, making a cost of at least 
$18 delivered at an Atlantic coast plant. With these 
high costs, one can understand the attitude of the 
handlers when they say they are unable to sell oil 
at the low prices bid by the consumer. 


The low prices now ruling for menhaden oil 
mirror what is in effect a collapse in the markets for 
other kinds of oil, such as soya, peanut, coconut, 
chinawood and linseed oil. Whether this stagnant 
condition of the oil market will have a tendency to 
force holders of crude to let go of their stocks re- 
mains to be seen. Faced with a somewhat like situa- 
tion last year the crude oil men held strong. This 
year, also, they seem willing to take a chance that 
their reasoning is sound.

Naval Stores Conditions 


J. C. Nash, president of the Columbia Naval 
Stores Co. of Savannah, Ga., voices the opinions 
of the representative men in Reporter industries in his 
editorial on page 27 of this issue, with the statement 
that business in general waits on the railroads and is 
‘harassed by the problems of transportation.’” When 
industrial conditions are poor, or under normal, not 
a murmur is heard about the railroads. The moment 
industry becomes active, the extremely narrow neck 
on the transportation bottle becomes evident. The 
railroad problem is indeed the most serious with which 
the nation has to contend. 


If we follow Mr. Nash’s deductions closely we 
can perceive that his optimism over present naval 
stores conditions is ever so slightly tinged by appre- 
hensions for the future. The various influences af- 
fecting the industry he believes are so conflicting as 
to create a feeling of ‘‘nervousness.”’ As for produc- 
tion, Mr. Nash believes the peak has been reached. 
Reflecting the producers’ point of view, he is of the 
opinion that the naval stores industry is decadent, 
owing to the decreased stands of timber available, 
the absence of a serious attempt at reforestation, and 
crude methods of production. 

Mr. Nash’s editorial, though decidedly bullish in 
tone, nevertheless truly reflects present conditions. 
After a drop in the prices of rosin and turpentine, 
and a quiet market that has lasted for at least three 
months, the demand for these commodities is again 
active and prices are advancing. This, of course, 
mirrors the condition of prosperity among those in- 
dustries that draw on naval stores for their supplies. 
If Mr. Nash seems bullish on naval stores, then it 
must be conceded that he is equally “*bullish’’ on 
the United States, for there is not one single pessi- 
mistic thought apparent among his many sentences. 
Big men are so busy building for the future that they 
have no time for pessimism.

The Institute Idea 


How far can an organization of business men go 
in the discussion of matters of mutual trade interest? 
The Department of Justice has said “so far and no 
farther,” first in the hardwood lumber case and then 
recently in the injunction proceedings it brought 
against the linseed oil factors and the Armstrong 
Bureau. The Department ~f Justice seeks to up- 
hold the principles of the anti-trust laws. With that 
part of its mission no fault can be found. The laws 
are on the statute books, and they should be obeyed, 
even though certain quarters echo the sentiment that 
this is an age of centralization and combination.

Combinations, such as would be termed in “‘restraint 
of trade,” are permitted in foreign trade only. In 
interstate commerce such a combination is illegal. 
Theoretically, trusts ‘or large combines can be 
made to function for the good of all the people. In 
practice, the principle has not worked out so ideally. 
Inherent cupidity and the unreasoning desire for un- 
just gain have made monopolization a real menace 
and given birth to the slogan that “‘the trusts must 


be curbed.” 


But is an organization of business men which fore- 
gathers to discuss trade questions a trust? The 
Department of Justice believes it can be made so 
in effect, and, therefore, frowns upon any discus- 
sion or interchange of information that will have the 
effect of fixing prices. Concerted fixing of prices by 
any large number of men engaged in an industry is 
illegal. It destroys competition. It is this destruc- 
tion of competition that the Department of Justice 
rightly seeks to inhibit. Institutes in the Reporter 
trades would do well, therefore, to take stock of their 
activities and to learn if they are not unconsciously 
contravening some phase of the Sherman law. 


Institutes, as such, have a good, valid reason for 
being. If they confine themselves to carrying out the 
purposes for which they were created, such as dis- 
cussion of production methods, sales plans, credits, 
technical education, the gathering and keeping of 
statistical information, etc., they will not run afoul 
of the legal shoals. It is perfectly natural for a group 
of men when they get together to talk shop, particu- 
larly if they are engaged in the same industry. Indi- 
vidual talk of prices and cost of production in a 
general way is not illegal. It is only when the mem- 
bers of an organization enter into contractual ar- 
rangements to exchange information among them- 
selves for the purpose of maintaining or fixing prices 
that the law is violated.

to manufacture and deal in 
dyestuffs and chemicals, as 
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survey carefully their methods of conducting their 
activities. It never was the intention, in the forma- 
tion of a trade or industrial institute, to create a body 
that would function illegally. There is a certain 
point beyond which the activities of an institute must 
not go if it would be within the law. The Depart- 
ment of Justice has defined the legal limits. If in 
the course of years certain insidious and illegal prac- 
tices have taken hold of some institutes, then these 
insidious practices must be eradicated at once. There 
should be no doubt whatever of whether an institute 
or trade organization or club is carrying on its busi- 
ness legally. To wait until the Department of Jus- 
tice files its complaint is unwise. Now is ihe time to 
clean house, if housecleaning be necessary.

Lifting the Import Restrictions 


To all intents and purposes, the United States is 
now at liberty to trade with any other country on 
the globe. The system of licensing that has been 
more or less in effect since the war broke out in 1914 
has been done away with, except in the case of 
certain synthetic and coal-tar dyes, drugs and chemi- 
cals. For the importation of these commodities 
licenses must still be procured, subject to certain 
qualifications, the details of which will be found 
printed elsewhere in this issue of the Reporter. 

The fact that the restrictions have not been en- 
tirely removed from the importation of dyes and 
drugs akin to those manufactured and obtainable in 
this country, would denote that the American manu- 
facturer is to receive the protection for which he has 
been pleading since the signing of the armistice. 
The fostering of this sentiment until Congress again 
convenes in the fall would doubtless mean the pass- 
age of some form of legislation that will enable the 
dyestuffs makers to carry out their plans for ex- 
pansion. The consumer is protected against un- 
warranted charges for American-made dyes by the 
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officers of the

only to hasten the period of reconstruction, but jn 
the United States and other manufacturing countries 
should mean an era of unprecedented activity. The 
stagnation now evident in many industries in this 
country should react to the stimulus and soon give 
way to the busy hum of factory wheels. All this 
means that we will have to find some solution of the 
problems that are now hampering the growth of 
trade in the United States. Among these are trans- 
portation and credit, the solving of the first, if any- 
thing, being the most important. 

American industry has its opportunity. What it 
makes of it remains to be seen. Our nationals, 
everything equal, will preserve the national cop. 
science by trading with domestic producers. The 
lifting of the import restrictions means only one thing: 
American manufacturers have been placed upon 
the defensive. Whether they emerge victorious 
from the conflict of competition with foreign manu. 
facturers depends largely upon the honesty with 
which they treat domestic consumers.

Recently plate printers employed in the 
Bureau of [Engraving and Printing have 
again protested against the alleged poor 
quality of printing materials now used 
hy the government. Especially the inks, 
they said, were the worst in the history 
of the service They were so bad that 
printers at times have found it next to 
impossible to work. it is said. The Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Plate Printers’ 
Union has conferred with Mr. Wilmeth 
about the situation and it has been 
agreed to co-operate in an effort to solve 
the problems confronting the bureau and 
its force Mr. Wilmeth has been making 
a thorough investigation of the facts. 

“Most of the trouble has been due to 
the transportation tie-up,” said Mr. Wil- 
meth. “In order to keep our plant go- 
ing it has been necessary at times to buy 
some substitute material in lieu of that 
supposed to be furnished by contractors. 
Not all of this substitute stuff has been 
satisfactory. Such was our need for ma- 
terials that in some cases It was deemed 
impracticable to reject material below 
the standard that had been furnished 
under contract We have had _ trouble 
with some colors. Commencing this 
week, however, we are getting better 
stuff and the ink is getting better every 
day. 

“We are buying our black color from 
the two biggest makers in the United 
States, Binney & Smith and A. Wilhelm 
Co. We have had a contract for about 
two years with the Carter Co. for plate 
oil. This has been satisfactory, but cer- 
tain substitutes we were forced to use 
for a time were not uniformly so. The 
so-called blown oil has not been found 
satisfactory. Oil from which grease has 
been taken by electrical heating is satis- 
factory and more economical than the 
linseed oil the bureau used to buy and 
burn the fat out of. This last process 
caused a loss of 15 per cent.” 


Mr. Wilmeth says the bureau made 
5,000,000 pounds of ink last year, for 
which it bought the barytes. color, oil, 
etc. The bureau only has storage o.ca- 
pacity for a few thousand gallons of ‘™ma- 
terials, which fact has operated to pre- 
vent it from safeguarding every need as 
adequately as might be hoped. It has 
been a question of buying and shipping 
a limited quantity of material at a time. 
Shipments held up for a comparatively 
short time endanger the continuous oper- 
ation of the bureau. Steps are being 
taken, however, to provide adequate fa- 
cilities for the storage of necessary ma- 
terials and Mr. Wilmeth is confident that 
sufficient supplies will be laid by to tide 
the bureau over the winter season.

Naval Stores Conditions 


AN EDITORIAL 


Written Expressly for the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter 
By J. C. NASH 


President Columbia Naval Stores Co., Savannah, Ga. 


HE naval stores business today, like practically every other busi- 

ness in America, is harassed by the problems of transportation. 

It is, however, bearing up well under this difficulty by reason of 

the fact that it has passed through a period of unprecedented prosperity. 

As the result of the abnormally small crop of two years ago, prices 

have, during the subsequent time, been at a level which, while entirely 

in line with prices prevailing in allied articles, have, nevertheless, meant 

highly remunerative returns to the producer. In considering these prices 

the consumer should not forget for how long a time rosin and turpentine 

were made at a loss and also how belated was the advance in naval 
stores as compared with practically every other raw material. 


The outlook at the present time is interesting, for we have the con- 
flicting influences of an inadequate reserve supply on the one hand and 
a crop increase which shows every indication at this time of reaching 
35 per cent. The industries which draw on naval stores for their sup- 
plies are, as a whole, in a highly prosperous condition. The increase in 
the crop is needed even when the reduced foreign demand is considered, 


although the volume of these needs will be controlled to no small extent 
by a transportation situation which may put some limits to every kind 
of industrial activity. 


So, it can easily be seen that there is balance and counterbalance, 
with enough conflicting influences to create nervousness. For the long 
pull we must, therefore, consider what is the fundamental and most 
controlling of these influences, and it seems safe to say that this is rep- 
resented by the slow but sure decrease in the amount of timber avail- 
able for naval stores production. This is no new cry, but in all the years 
when something might have been accomplished there has been no serious 
effort at reforestation; methods of production have, on the whole, been 
crude, and there has been waste. Quite recently the Federal Government 
has indicated that in Florida, which today is the largest producing State, 
the prospective life of the industry, in a big way, is only eight years. 


The present year is looked upon by many as the peak of production 
for years to come. Should subsequent years show a production reduced 
to dangerous proportions, it is to be supposed that strenuous efforts will 
be made to continue the life of so important an industry. Some suc- 
cesses will be met with, but this main fact should not be lost sight of: 
that the production must inevitably decrease, and a corresponding firm- 
ness should show itself in the markets. 





Just at this time we are in the height of the producing season; the 
weight of receipts is indicated in market values; the outlook from this 
point forward, the crop being now nearly half in, is distinctly bullish in 
tone, the deflation process having already paid its full respects to rosin 
and turpentine.

Mr. Culbertson of the Tariff Commis- 
sion, who was closely following the ship- 
ping act, is understood to have called the 
attention of the State Department to its 
provisions. It is the view of some Gov- 
ernment officials that, if carried out, this 
section 34 of the Shipping Act will bring 
it oper or he or l al sub- 
section 7 of the Tariff Act of 1913, the 
Underwood Law, giving a discrimination 
of 5 to 10 per cent. in duties on goods 
imported in American ships. 

Senator Jones, father of the Shipping 
Law, is understood to hold that the in- 
tent in including Section 34 was to free 
this nation of complications involveq in 
commercial treaties, so that the American 
merchant marine could be fostered by a 
system of discriminatory preferential 
tariff duties on goods imported in Amer- 
ican bottoms. However, there seems little 
doubt that the law requires abrogation 
of the treaty clause in question. It was 
the existence of these clauses which 
caused the Supreme Court to hold several 
years ago that the tariff preferential pro- 
vision of the tariff law did not apply, in- 
asmuch as there was a saving clause to 
the effect that the preferential rates 
should not apply as against ships of 
nations which had most favored nation 
clause commercial treaties with the United 
States. 





CHEMICAL EXPOSITION 


Promises to Be More Interesting Than 
Ever—Wide Range of 
Exhibits 
For the sixth national exposition of 
chemical industries, which will be held 
in Grand Central Palace, September 20 
to 25, inclusive, there is being arranged 
the biggest symposia on chemical en- 
gineering ever carried out in this coun- 
try. Up to the present four symposiums 
have been scheduled. One will be on fuel 
economy, one on materials handling, one 
under the general head of chemical en- 
gineering. and another on industrial man- 

agement. 

There will be a wide range of exhib- 
its this year. The fact that the exposi- 
tion has been divided into sections has 
caused greater interest than ever. Total 
applications for space up to June 30 
were 358, which is a new record. In 
Chicago last year there were 351 exhib- 
itors, while at the previous New York 
show in 1918 the number was 334. 

The business side of the exposition will 
have many interesting phases. These 
include sessions on subjects which will 
be developed in the two new sections of 
the exposition, and sessions on chemical 
engineering for which elaborate pro- 
grams have been planned. Motion pic- 
tures which will have keen interest for 
technical men will be part of the pro- 
gram and there will also be addresses 
for the education of the public.

COMMISSIONER OF 
PATENTS RESIGNS 


James T. Newton, After 30 
Years Leaves Federal Service 
Blames Poor Salary 


WASHINGTON, July 13, 1920. 


James T. Newton Commissioner of Pat- 
ents. has tendered his resignation to the 
President. to become effective July 19. 
No offigial report that the President had 
accepted could be had late today, but it 
is understood that he will do so. Commis- 
sioner Newton expressed great reluctance 
at leaving the office after 30 years’ gov- 
‘ernment service, and mentioned the in- 
adequate salary of $5,000 a year among 
his reasons for resigning. ; 

This again brings to light what is said 
to be a serious situation in the patent 
office, that of poor pay. Three technical 
men resigned in one division recently, and 
it is estimated that more than a score of 
experts have left the service in a year. 
low pay being the reason given in every 
instance This matter was brought to 
the attention of Congress at the last ses- 
sion and a bill was introduced providing 
for substantial salary increases for Pat- 
ent Office positions. The bill failed to 
pass 

Mr. Newton was appointed fourth as- 
sistant examiner in the Patent Office in 
1891, and has served through the grades 
of assistant examiner, law clerk, chiet 
clerk, principal examiner, member of the 
board of  examiners-in-chief, assistant 
Commissioner of patents, and Commis- 
sioner of Patents. 














JURY AWARDS 
$5,177. VERDICT 


G. B. Arceri Wins 
Against H. W. Voss & Co. 
and Voss Alcohol Export 


Corporation 


After a jury before Justice M. Warley 
Platzek of the New York Supreme Court 
had returned a’ verdict for $5,177.95 in 
favor of Giovanni B. Arceri, plaintiff in 
a suit against Henry W. Voss & Co.. and 


the Voss Alcohol Export Corporation, a 
motion was made in behalf of Arceri to 
set the verdict aside aud grant a new 


trial on the ground that the sum awarded 
him was inadequate and contrary to law. 


Arceri sued for $45,000 claimed by him 


as commission under an agreement made 
with Henry W. Voss & Co., before its 
consolidation with the Voss Alcohol Ex- 
port Corporation. He alleged he had 
been designated exclusive selling agent 
for the concern in Italy under a con- 


tract dated September 24, 1917, allowing 


the plaintiff 2 per cent. on all sales. He 
asserted that three months after the 
agreement was entered into the Voss AIl- 
cohol Export Corporation was organ- 


ized, acquiring the business of Henry W. 


Voss & Co. His agreement, charged Ar- 
ceri, was repudiated by the Voss Alco- 
hol Export Corporation. 

During the trial the defendants con- 
tended that the Voss Alcohol Export 
Corporation had not ratified the agree- 
ment with Arceri. although it was 
acknowledged there was due him an 
amount in excess of $1,000 which the 


vompany offered to pay the plaintiff. The 


defendants denied that any orders filled 
by the Voss Alcohol Export Corporation 
had been received before its organization 
or that Arceri was entitled to any com- 
mission on the orders. 

When the verdict was announced, O. 
Silas Alacchi, representing the plaintiff, 
moved it be set aside and a new trial 
granted. This motion was opposed by 
Daniel KE.

After hearing testimony in the suit of 


Ralph L. Fuller & Co, Ine., agaimst W. 
H. & F. Jordan. Jr., Inc., of 124 Water

Appeal of New York Overseas Co., Inc., from Jury Judgment of 
$31,193 Denied—Suit Involved 3,000 Cases Peanut Oil 


By a unanimous vote the Appellate Di- 
vision of the New York Supreme Court 
has affirmed the judgment of $31,193.22 ob- 
tained by Balfour, Williamson & Co. 
against the New York Overseas Co.. Inc., 
which was sued for its alleged refusal to 
deliver 3,000 cases of oriental peanut oil. 
Balfour, Williamson & Co. alleged a con- 
tract for the merchandise had been en- 
tered into by the defendant, who was to 
make delivery during March, April or May, 
1919. 

The suit was tried before Justice Joseph 
Kk. Newburger and a jury in the Supreme 
Court and on January 6, last, a verdict 
was rendered in favor of the plaintiff for 
the above amount. After the judgment 
had been entered in the County Clerk’s 
office. Parker & Aaron, of 52 Broadway, 
attorneys for the defendants, filed a no- 
tice of appeal which was heard by the 
Appellate Division last week.

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German Chemical Reichsanstalt Will 


Investigate Raw Materials 
Chemikalisch Technische 
Reichsanstalt, the organization of which 
is now being discussed by the German 
Diet, is to be an institution analogous to 
the well-known Physikalisch-Technische 
Zeichsanstalt, and is to work on lines 
somewhat similar to those of our Depart- 
ment of Chemical Technology of South 
Kensington, England, states a recent Issue 
of Engineering. Among the main objects 
of the German institute are investigations 
of raw materials and of substitutes for 
rare materials, the utilization of by-prod- 
ucts, and the standardization of tests; 
further, the prevention of accidents and 
the protection of the workers in connec- 
tion with factory ivspection, safety in 
mines, testing of masks and other appara- 
tus, research on spontaneous ignition, ete. 
General factory economics and organiza- 
tion do not appear to be included in the 
program. The general scheme follows in- 
deed more closely that of the Physical 
Reichsantalt, with which it is not to in- 
terfere, and which is not an educational 
institution. Rust prevention and the in- 
fluences of cold and high altitude on cer- 
tain materials are among the problems for 
immediate research. ‘The staff of the 
Military Experimental Station, which has 
collected a good deal of information dur- 
ing the thirty years of its existence, will 
form a nucleus of the new staff.

NITRATE SUPREMACY OF WORLD 
REPORTED PLANNED BY GERMANY 





Private Capital with 1,350,000,000 Marks Invested by Govern- 
ment Behind Huge Trusts—To Capture Aluminum 
Trade Also 


WASHINGTON, July 13, 1920. 
Supremacy in the world’s nitrates and 
aluminum trades is one of the objects 


of Germany, according to reports received 
from Berlin. Colossal trusts have been 
or are being formed for this purpose, 
private capital has been employed and 
the government has invested 1,350,000.- 
000 marks in the scheme. Herr Schef- 
fert. representing large banks interested, 
is reported to be in Moscow to negotiate 
for the delivery of nitrates to the soviets. 

In connection with the effort to wrest 
the leadership in the aluminum industry 
away from America, it is reported, Ger- 
many takes cognizance of the fact that 
she has lost the iron leadership of 
Kurope and is also looking into the fu- 
ture with the idea that light metals will 
take the place of heavy metals for a 
number of purposes. Aluminum, silicon, 
potassium, titanium and other light met- 
als will become dominant. according to 
Norwegian authorities. The first named 
will to a considerable extent displace 
copper and to some extent iron. Titan- 
ium will be used for paint making in- 
stead of lead and zine. Already titan- 
ium is being produced for this purpose 
and the new paint is said to be cheaper, 
easier to apply and much more endur- 
ing than lead paint. 

Germany has obtained bauxite ore 
making aluminum from France’ and 
other countries. but it is said that alum- 
inum can be extracted from clay that is

generally plentiful in Germany and else- 
where. Water power and brown coal 
will displace electricity and high priced 


coal in the production of aluminum, it is 
predicted. A report tells of the German 
nitrate industry plans as follows: 
Germany's vast expansion in the _ niter 
industry has two aims. One is to solve her 


food production problem; the second is to 
create an import surplus with which to pay 
for raw materials, and to meet her peace ob- 
ligations. The food problem is most urgent 
It is a nitrates problem.

this Summer. The active organized 
efforts of the trade to educate the pub- 
lic to a knowledge of the fact that 
paint is the best sort of insurance, has 
been supplemented by active work by 
the different firms in the trade for the 
expansion of their business, and the 
effects of the efforts that have been 
made can be clearly seen. All over the 
country there is more than the usual 
amount of Summer painting going on, 
and there is no let up in the demand 
for paints and paint materials. The 
industry is meeting the demands made 
upon it by the demands of record- 
preaking consumption in good shape, 
put in some lines of materials it is 
very difficult indeed to keep the con- 
suming trade supplied. 

The demand for pigments of all kinds 
has been heavy, and so continues. It 
is in parytes, blanc flux, lithopone, and 
to an extent zinc oxide that the greatest 
shortage has occurred. In the main, 
producers have not attempted to force 
prices when production has not been 
able to keep up with consumption. 
They have taken orders for all they 
could make, and allowed their prices 
to stand nominally unchanged. In 
some few instances there have been 
high prices charged because of the 
fact that it was impossible for pro- 
ducers to accept new business, except 
by slighting contracts already made, 
but most of this price boosting has 
been done by second hands. In many 
lines, however, there is little oppor- 
tunity these days for second hands to 
get hold of goods for re-sale, as pro- 
ducers know rather well who they are 
selling to. 

The lead pigments have remained at 
unchanged prices for some time. It has 
been the policy of the leading produc- 
ers to change prices as seldom as pos- 
sible and to encourage the consuming 
trade to take advantage of the quantity 
discounts. The peculiar situation that 
has confronted the entire industry this 
year has not caused them to change 
their policy in the least. 

One feature of the situation is the 
fact that the amount of imported goods 
coming in is so light. Of course, there 
are certain classes of goods that must 
be imported if they are to be used, but 
in the old days many sorts of paint 
materials came into this country in 
large quantities which are coming in 
only in driblets, if at all, these days. 
American producers in all branches of 
this industry have made wonderful 
progress since the beginning of the 
war, and there will never again be the 
same field here for the foreigner that 
there once was. Not only this, but the 
export business of the American pro- 
ducers is increasing steadily, and would 
be a great deal larger than it is if 
the demands of the domestic consum- 
ers were not so insistent that it is 
difficult to find time or material to de- 
vote to the export trade. 

The demand is good for the season, 
although most booking for the next 
two months have been done, and most 
producers are busy with orders put on 
their books a long time ago. It might 
be said that the whole industry is 
working overtime, and the outlook for 
the future is decidedly encouraging.

SPELTER.—There is a better tone 
to the zinc market this week, and the 
undertone is steadier than for some 
time. Spot in East St. Louis is quoted 
at 7.90c. and July-August at 7.95c. 
Sellers in the local market are asking 
8c. for third quarter delivery. There 
is not yet an active deman, but the 
stocks in consumers’ hands are not 
large, and the statistical position of 
the market is growing stronger. 


PIGMENTS 

RARYTES.—There are some barytes 
producers who are taking advantage 
of the fact that the entire industry is 
behind on its orders, and hardly in a 
position to accept new business, to 
make quotations at fancy prices. 
Others say that they are out of the 
market except on the fulfillment of 
contracts, and as these contract have 
been made at a price they see no rea- 
son for changing their price. In St. 
Louis some producers are said to be 
quoting as high as $28 a barrel. It 
would seem that this would show con- 
fidence in the fact that there will be 
no reselling of barytes being delivered, 
as of course deliveries are being made 
right along at old prices. The fact 
that a small consumer might have to 
pay a fancy price hardly makes the 
market when the bulk of the trade is 
getting its supplies at a lower contract 
price. The situation in the barytes 
market is not much different from that 
in the lithopone market, in which 
producers have for some time had to 
turn down orders, and small buyers 
have been willing to pay more than 
the quoted price. The demand for 
barytes at the present time is greater 
than the supply. This is an encourag- 
ing situation, as far as the producer 
is concerned, and it promises to be 
some time before American producers 
can catch up unless there should be 
heavy imports of crude from abroad. 
Every effort is being made to extend 
production in this country, and re- 
ports of new finds in different sections 
make interesting food for gossip. It 
is the general belief, however, that the 
great chance for increased production 
lies in the further development of the 
established fields.

100 a ton, and as far as they are con- 
cerned, that is their price. Second 
hands get what they can for what 
they can get hold of and as high as 
64%c. is reported to have been paid. It 
will be some time before the situation 
can be straightened out so as to permit 
manufacturers to accept new business.

COLORS IN OIL 


The demand for mixed paints is 
yery good indeed for this season of the 
year.

There is a great 
deal of rebuilding and remodeling of 
puildings being done all over the 
country, and the amount of new build- 
ing under way is very heavy and shows 
no signs of diminishing. In addition 
to this the general prosperity is en- 
couraging repainting, especially of farm 
buildings and small residences, and in 
general consumption shows no signs of 
letting up. The industry has been 
working to capacity for some time, and 
promises to continue to do so, in spite 
of the fact that capacity production 
means more than it formerly did be- 
cause of the expansion of the industry. 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS 


The mid-summer demand for all the 
minor paint materials is good. There 
is a good demand for china clay, and 
the price is a little stiffer this month 


and 


than it was last. The demand for 
whiting is up to the obtainable sup- 
ply. The paint industry is so well 


engaged that consumption is heavy in 
all the minor paint materials. 
CASEIN.—There has_ been little 
change in the casein market this week, 
the heavy arrivals from South Ameri- 
ca last week not having forced any 
break in the price. The receipts last 
week amounted to over 1,100,000 
pounds; but the market seemed to 
have discounted its arrival. There 
seems to be no distinction being made 
between imported and domestic in the 


quotations these days. “Casein is 
easein,” according to a leading pro- 
ducer. The demand from the paint 


trade has been good this year, and the 


demand from outside the industry is 
fair. The price is quoted at 15@18c. 
a pound. 


CHALK.—There have been arrivals 
of 5,639 tons of chalk at this pért this 
week. The market is a steady one. 
There is a demand for all that comes 
in, as there has never been enough in 
this country to provide against the de- 
mands of the trade since the war 
started. 

PUTTY.—The demand for putty con- 
tinues good, and producers are very 
busy keeping up with their orders.

The makers 
are running on old orders, and prices 
remain nominally unchanged as far as 
first hands are concerned.

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The naval stores market has cer- 
tainly woke up. After three months 
of dull business and declining prices 


there has been a great change in the 
situation. Turpentine started to ad- 
vance first—the advance starting in 
England—but this week rosin has held 
the center of the stage. Turpentine 
has continued its advance, but rosin 
has shown even greater strength. _ 

The rosin market has been declining 
for so long that a reaction was due— 
overdue perhaps. The price has been 
declining steadily for three months 
and consumers have been holding 
pack. Up to a week ago there had 
been practically nothing doing in rosin 
for a month, and for several months 
business had been very dull indeed. 
There has been so much holding back 
of orders that as soon as the market 
showed signs of advancing business at 
once developed. Dealers in the local 
market say that they have sold more 
rosin this week than their total sales 
for the last couple of months. Some 
large consumers who had held off as 
long as possible have been buying on 
the advancing market of the last few 
days. There has been a decided im- 
provement, not only in the domestic 
demand, but also in the export demand 
for rosin. The theory is that the best 
buying is that of those who fill their 
requirements by progressive buying on 
a scale down whenever the market 
shows weakness. Few do this, how- 
ever. Most buyers in all markets are 
disposed to wait until the price begins 
to advance, and then buy on a scale up. 

The rally in the price of rosin was 
largely the result of the market con- 
dition. Producers and holders had 
made no effort to fight against a de- 
cline in an empty market. They al- 
lowed prices to sag and waited fo” 
consumers to show that they were sat- 
isfied with them. The movement is 
free—that is natural at this season— 
and production this year will be larger 
than the early estimates. Prices had 
been forced very high and the decline 
was logical. It went even further than 
the bears had expected, however, be- 
fore it was checked, and this fact ex- 
plains why the rally has been such a 
quick one after the turning point was 
reached. - How far the advance will 
go depends on how badly the consum- 
ing trade needs the goods. It is not 
to be expected that there will be a 
return to the level of the first of last 
April. The demand for turpentine has 
been good this week, and has not been 
checked by the fact that the price has 
continued to climb. The Southern 
markets have led the way and the local 
market has kept pace. The advance 
in New York for the week amounted 
to 18% cents, from Friday to Friday, 
but about half of this advance was 
scored on Saturday of last week. There 
has been buying for export to Eng- 
land, and while this buying has not 
been as active as some expected that 
it would be, this buying has had much 
to do with the strength of the market. 

The movement of both turpentine 
and rosin in the South is free, but not 
heavy for this season of the year. 
Stocks are growing slowly and are 
smaller than they have been at this 
season for a number of years. This 
is true both of rosin and turpentine. 
There may be more than a normal 
percentage of the crop still in the in- 
visible. but there is no pressure of 
large accumulations on the market at 
this time. 

There has been a decided change in 
sentiment. Holders are much encour- 
aged by the reaction that has occurred 
and have confidence in their position. 
There seems no danger of another 
break as long as the demand continues 
as good as it is at the present time. 


TURPENTINE 


The price of turpentine has climbed 
steadily this week. The New York 
quotation on Friday was $1.62% a 
gallon. On Friday of last week the 
quotation was $1.49. There has been 
a steady demand, but domestic con- 
Sumers have not showed as much in- 
terest as they might be expected to 
show, It may be that this is the re- 
sult of so many of them having turned 
to substitutes when turpentine went so 
high. The demand that started the 
advance started in England, and Eng- 
land has shown considerable interest 
in the market this week. There has 
also been a good deal of speculative 
buying in the South. Reports from the 
Southern centers say that it looks as 
if there was going to be a good deal 
of turpentine put into tanks to be held 
for a further advance. It is certain 
that there has been a decided change 
in sentiment and that now a majority 
of the trade is quite willing to predict 
that the low price of the season has 
been seen. Stocks of turpentine in 
the North are almost nominal, as the 
railroad situation has held them down 
for months, even if there has been any

disposition to accumulate. 
the Southern ports are also very small. 
At the end of last week there were only 
18,205 barrels in the combined stocks 
of Savannah, Jacksonville and Pen- 


sacola. This compared with 30,374 at 
the same time last year, 112,611 two 
years ago and 95,773 three years ago. 
It would take but a moderately active 
export demand to start stocks on the 
downward grade, although this is the 
season when they should be piling up. 
Of course the movement to the South- 
ern ports would probably increase if 
the price continues to advance, but 
there has been no great rush to market 
yet. Producers are in shape to hold 
back if they care to do so, and if the 
idea of a higher level in the fall con- 
tinues to spread there may be a very 
considerable quantity of turpentine 
tanked and taken off the market for 
the time being. 
SAVANNAH, Ga., July 16, 1920. 
Monday the price of turpentine eased off a 
little from the Saturday level, as there were 
not as many buying orders in the market as 
expected. On Tuesday, however, there was an 
improved tone and an advance of 3 cents, and 
during the rest of the week the undertone of 
the market was steady. Sales have not been 
very heavy and receipts have been enough 
larger than shipments to increase the stock 
a little more than 1,000 barrels during the 
week. The movement is not heavy for this 
season of the year nor is the stock large. 
There is a good deal of talk of holding for a 
considerably higher level than that of to- 
day, and holders are much more confident 
than they were a short time ago. The ex- 
port demand this week, however, has hardly 
been up to expectations, Following is a

It has been the most busy week the 
rosin market has seen for a very long 
time. After a long period of inactiv- 
ity the market has come to life. Those 
who would not buy on a declining mar- 
ket have been buying on an advanc- 
ing one. There has been a good do- 
mestic demand, and much more inter- 
est shown by exporters than for a long 
time past. Some large export interests 
who have been watching the market 
for a long time trying to get the low 
on goods they had to have have come 
in as buyers this week. The fact that 
the market has been quiet for so long 
a time has made possible a rally such 
as could not have occurred had the 
buying of the last few months been 
along normal ilnes. Consumption has 
been going right ahead, and when con- 
sumers held back to see how low the 
price would go, they have naturally 
had to draw on their own reserve sup- 
plies. This condition can not go on 
for ever, and as soon as the market 
showed signs of about facing business 
at once became active. Naturally the 
consumers will hesitate about forcing 
the market up on themselves, and how 
far the advance will go depends upon 
how badly rosin is wanted. 

In the local market the advance for 
the week has amounted to 65 cents to 
$1 a barrel. In the Southern market 
the advance has been greater than this. 
The demand in the South is for the 
medium grades, and in the Savannah 
and Jacksonville markets these grades 
showed an advance of $1.40@$1.45 a 
barrel from Saturday of last week to 
Thursday of this. The medium grades 
are actually bringing more money in 
the South than W. W. and W.G. The 
explanation of this is, of course, the 
fact that there is an unusually large 
percentage of pale rosins in this 
year’s crop. This fact tells a whole lot

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TITANIUM OXIDE 
TO BE MADE HERE 
New Paint Pigment Now Of- 
fered Abroad to Be Mar- 
keted in U. S. Soon 


A new pigment is being offered to the 
paint trade abroad and it soon will be 
on the market in this country. Norway 
is the producing country on the other 
side, and in this country it is being 
manufactured at Niagara Falls. A re- 


cent news dispatch dated Berlin and pub- 
lished in a number of papers in this 
country contained the statement that 
titanium would oust lead and zine in the 


making of paints. It said that already 
in Norway a big undertaking is turning 
out titanium which is used instead of 


lead and that the 
to be cheaper, easier to 
enduring than lead 

The plant in Norway is not 
a new thing. although it has been in 
operation for only a few years. The ma- 
terial which it produces as a paint pig- 
ment is titanium oxide. It has been of- 
fered in England and other countries in 
limited quantities. and it may be that 
the Norway plant intends to enlarge. 
For some time experiments with the 
same material have been going on in 
this country, and it is stated that the en- 
terprise is now past the experimental 
stage and that the material will be ready

titanium oxide. The makers of the new 
material in this country make no such 
broad claims for it as is made in the 
dispatch about the Norway production. 
They do not expect it to drive out lead 


and zine but they do claim that it makes 


a very good pigment that will be found 
especially valuable for certain uses. The 
experiments in this country have been 


going on for several years and there un- 
doubtedly will be domestic titanium oxide 
on the American market before any mar- 
ket is established here for the imported.

Working Part Time 


BERLIN, July 2, 1920. 


German paint and varnish manufac- 
turers have parteq company with the dye, 
drug and chemicals industry. They are 
now part and parcel of economy group 
3, comprising oil and fat. Manufacturers 
of paint and varnish no longer cared to 
be classified with their brethren of a re- 
lated industry, which is making so much 
more money than the humble producers 
of paint and lacquer. Upon their own 
solicitation the government § assigned 
them to group 13. 


But it wa’ not lack of caste and pride 
that caused the paint makers to seek 
humble quarters within group 13. There 
was a reason, a purely economic reason. 
For each industrial group makes a wage 
scale agreement with its respective em- 
ployes, and the paint makers felt they 
did not care to be measured with the 
same yardstick as those dye trust proto- 
types of affluence. 


German varnish and paint manufac- 
turers are now organizing employers’ as- 
sociations in the different States and 
larger cities of Germany, and are nego- 
tiating with the labor unions. They ex- 
pect to fix a scale which will enable them 
to eke out a mere existence. The paint 
and varnish industry is in the midst of a 
crisis. Many plants, principally those in 
and around Berlin, are working on part 
time only. It is expecteg that this will 
become the rule in all Germany. Per- 
haps the manufacturers are somewhat 
exaggerating the dark clouds of distress 
for obvious reasons, while wage negotia- 
tions are pending. However, they all in- 
sist they cannot afford to pay the same 
wages as the dye trust. To pay the max- 
imum wages of the dye industry would 
ruin the paint and varnish producers, 
they claim, for this reason: the dye trust 
is using German raw material while the 
paint and varnish industry has to import 
its raw materials and has to pay for 
them in foreign money. 

Dr. Asser, spokesman for the Hamburg 
association, writing in the Farben-Zeit- 
ung, says:—‘‘We must tell our workmen 
that we have to import 90 per cent. of 
our raw materials. Consequently we de- 
pend upon world market prices. Besides, 
our product is one of the non-essentials. 
Accordingly we can no longer sell our 
goods as soon as our price reaches a cer- 
tain height. If we should grant the un- 
reasonable demands of our employes we 
could no longer compete with foreign 
manufacturers who could sell paints and 
varnishes in Germany at a price lower 
than ours. This would gradually kill our 
whole industry. It would mean the clos-

ing down of most all of our plants, throw. 
ing our workmen into the street, This 
certainly is not to the advantage of labor 


“By organizing all the employers of our 


trade we may hope to keep wages |oy 
enough to give us a chance to compete 
with foreigners. Heretofore we were g, 
adjunct to the chemical industry. In tha 


group we formed only a small part, A, 
the small tail to a large kite we Wore 
expecteg to pay the same wages as our 
prosperous neighbors. The chemicals, {n. 
dustry, pre-eminently the manufacturer 
of aniline dyes and of pharmaceutjcg) 
drugs, are using German raw products 
almost exclusively and, in view of thei 


dominent_ position, are able to dictate 
prices. The dye manufacturers’ attitude 
as to wages is, of course, quite different 


from ours. In fact, the dye industry, {p 
many cases, is paying a scale which we 
our bound to call luxury wages.” 

While to the dye trust wages are no 
object, it would seem, the paint ang yar. 
nish manufacturers have to count every 
penny ang expect labor to share their 
frugality. 

An official review of the German labor 
situation says there is an increasing djs. 
inclination to work among the_ employes 
of the dye and chemicals industry, {p 
spite of higher wages granted to them 
This disinclination to work is most pro. 
nounced in the ranks of the skilled work. 
men and mechanics. It is seriously inter. 
fering with productivity, and compelleg 
some manufacturers to refuse new orders 

All the aniline works were handicappe, 
by lack of coal and raw materials. §tjij 
more seriously the mineral industry was 
affected by the shortage, according to the 
official report. 


The unemployed numbered about 2 per 
cent. of all the workmen employed in the 
thirty-four principal industries. To he 
accurate, 98,587 persons out of 5,026,695 
were out of work. While there was a 
gmall increase in unemployment, the tota 
of the amount of benefits paid to the 
unemployed decreased somewhat. 

In the paint and oil industry a number 
of plants expect to shut down entirely 
for weeks or months, as there is a mini. 
mum of demand. Everybody who thinks 
he can afforg to wait is playing a waiting 
game, expecting prices to drop. Stagna- 
tion in the salesrooms has a paralyzing 
effect upon the whole industry.

There is plenty of flaxseed in this 
country at the present time, and the 
outlook for future supplies is very 
good indeed. This is true not only of 


this country, but of the world in gen- 
eral, Receipts of seed from Argentina 
have been so heavy that domestic 
crushers have good stocks on hand. The 
Western crushers had reasons. tor 
worry when the railroad tieup  pre- 
vented them from getting deliveries cn 


seed coming to them froin the coast, 
but this situation has been straight- 
ened out, and Western crushers now 


have plenty of Argentine seed on hand 
to run them for some time to come. 
The movement from South America to 
this country is not over as is shown by 
the fact that there were 461,000 bushels 
of seed shipped from Buenos Aires to 
this country this week. Great Britain 
is depending on India seed just now, 
and tle fact that there promises to 
be an exportable surplus of from 12,- 
500,000 to 13,000,000 bushels in the 
India crop makes the British crushers 
confident of their supplies being ample. 
In addition to this, report from the 
domestic and the Canadian erops are 
so favorable that there is a general 
disposition to advance estimates on the 
yield. Some well posted neople in the 
West think that the crop in this coun- 
try will be over 10,000,000 bushels. The 
supplies in centers like Duluth are very 
large for this season. of the year and 
the large amount aflOat for this coun- 
try makes it certain that domestic 
stocks will decrease very little for 
some time to come. Naturally, with 
prospects for abundant supplies as 
good as they are, the tendency of 
prices in all seed markets of the world 
is downward. Buenos Aires has held 
well this week, but the price is lower 
than a week ago. In the Western seed 
markets consumers continue to show 
but little interest in the futures, and 
the bears have all the best of it. 

In Argentina the visible does not 
come down as the into-sight just about 
equals the exports. There is undoubt- 
edly still a good deal of seed back in 
the interior, in spite of the very heavy 
exports from Buenos’ Aijires this year. 
Continental crushers have drawn freely 
on the Argentine stock this year and 
seem to be in about as good shape as 
are those of this country and Great 
Britain. It has been reported for some 
time that this country was buying lit- 
tle in the Argentine market, but the 
heavy exports show that their early 
purchases were very heavy, and there 
is still considerable seed in South 
America that is owned in this country 


MINNEAPOLIS, July 14, 1920. 

Flax prices are declining under pres- 
sure and the demand for cash seed is 
very limited. A week ago several buy- 
ers were in the market and elevator 
companies were interested in the offer- 
ings, but this week few buyers are in 
the market and prices are selling at a 
wider discount under the futures. Offer- 
ings are light and there is no feature to 
the market at all. Receivers have con-

LINSEED CAKE AND MEAL 


The cake and meal market remains 
very quiet, with little foreign business 
doing. It is hardly late enough in the 
season for this trade to get active, and 
Eastern crushers are putting the by- 
products in store, and waiting. The 
price is nominally unchanged as the 
situation is not one to invite price cut- 
ting. In the West the crushers are re- 
ported to be selling practically all the 
meal they are producing at this time, 
but the market is not active. 


MINNEAPOLIS, July 15, 1920. 


The demand for meal is rather erratic 
on the whole, but with old contracts ma- 
turing steadily the crushers are able to 
get rid of their day to day surplus with- 
out much trouble. Occasionally there is 
a small quantity for sale for spot ship- 
ment. Shipping directions on old trades 
are none too prompt, but cars are in fair 
supply. 

Declining prices for corn and oats and 
also for bran have had some effect on 
the market, and now the crushers are be- 
ginning to look forward more to the time 
when export trade in cake is possible. 
Prices for spot meal quoted around $63, 
and for August around $64. Occasional 


sales made at lower prices if a crusher 
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should happen to have a lot on hand for 
which no place is open. 


There was no improvement in the cake 
outlook. Political conditions in Europe 
are less favorable than they have been, 
and may further defer the day when sales 
abroad are resumed in volume, Crushers 
are still doing a limited business with 
old customers in England anq Holland, 
more to keep in touch with the trade 
there than to make a@ profit on the busi- 
ness. No stable quotations reported at 
the moment.

MENHADEN FISHING 
SHOWS INCREASE 


Chesapeake Fleet Sfowly Get- 
ting to Normal Size, Over- 
coming War Depletions 


BALTIMORE, July 16, 1920. 


Still further progress has been made this 
season in the way of overcoming the war 
conditions in the menhaden fleet operating in 
the lower Chesapeake kay and just outside 
the capes of Virginia and getting back to 
normal. During the period before the war, 
when the strength of the fleet was to be re- 
garded as normal, somewhat over fifty vessels 
were engaged in the work of fishing for men- 
haden to be converted into scrap at the fac- 
tories, With the entrance of the United States 
into the conflict the government took over 
some of the largest and swiftest of the boats 
for patrol] duty. These withdrawals, of course, 
were made during the season of 1917, and 
when the next operating period began the 
number of craft that started out to the ground 
was approximately thirty-one. Last year saw 
a material improvement in the character of 
the flotilla, which was made up of not less 
than thirty-six steamers and ten auxiliaries, 
but it was again to be said that some of the 
steamers did not equal those which they were 
designed to replace. Since then, however, de- 
spite the unfavorable results recorded in 191%, 
with the catch much under the production of 
preceding years and expenses very high, so 
that the advances in the price of scrap were 
to a great degree neutralized, and the further 
fact that several of the corporations engaged 
in the industry encountered financial difficul- 
ties and went out of existence, those inter- 
ested in the work have felt encouraged, pre- 
sumably by the continuance of the quotations 
at exceedingly attractive levels, to increase the 
investments in boats and fishing gear, along 
with other equipment. 

The number of craft actually sent out by 
the various companies is larger than the fleet 
of last year by only four craft, but the units 
of this fleet are for the most part superior to 
those employed in 1919. All of the ten auxiliary 
vessels, for instance, have been withdrawn. 
Instead, every one of the steam vessels is a 
steamer of good size, for the most part 
burning coal as fuel, but the fleet also boast- 
ing of four crude oil burners, an innovation 
on the Chesapeake

On 
some of the craft various improvements have 
been installed, such as wireless telegraphy, so 
that the steamers may be in a position to 
communicate with the factories whenever this 
ig deemed expedient or desirable. In fact, one 
addition, which is yet to be completed, and is 
intended to operate along the coast, though 
it can be regarded as part of the Chesapeake 
Bay fleet, because the owner, the Atlantic 
Products Corporation, has Dr. B. H. B. Hub- 
bard for its president, will not only burn oil 
and have wireless, but will boast of a refrig- 
erating plant, insuring the crew a supply of 
edibles which can be preserved in thoroughly 
wholesome condition. This vessel is being built 
by the William G. Abbott Shipbuilding Co., of 
Milford, Del., and will be 170 feet over all, so 
that she can stand practically all kinds of 
weather and need not seek shelter even in @ 
stiff blow, besides being spacious enough for 
500,000 fish. 

The most diligent inquiry has so far failed 
to elicit any information about an actual use 
of a seaplane to scout for schools of menhaden, 
a proposal that gave rise to numerous rumors 
and reports before the actual opening of the 
season. Those who maintain close relations 
here with the menhaden fishing industry assert 
that if a seaplane or airplane is being used, 
they know nothing about it. It seems, there- 
fore, as if the suggestion must be placed with 
the rest of the tales in the realm of imagina- 
tive, but baseless, fiction. 

Reports here about the results attained by 
the vessels thig season are decidedly contra- 
dictory, some of them being to the effect that 
the catch has been poor, while according to 
others the fishing has been on the whole de- 
cidedly good. The quotations on scrap would 
Indicate that the latter statement is the more 
accurate, since fish scrap brings rather less 
than other animal ammoniates, all of which 
are in excellent demand. 


Fertilizer Cars Requested by Pennsyl- 
vania Official 


PHILADELPHIA, July 15, 1920. 


Need for an adequate supply of cars 
for fertilizer shipments to Pennsylvania 
is pointed out in a telegram sent during 
the week by Secretary of Agriculture 
tasmussen to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and the National Railways 
Association. In the telegram the secre- 
tary said:—‘Pennsylvania this year will 
harvest 1,500,000 acres of wheat and a 
minimum amount of fertilizer for this 
acreage would be 156,000 tons. 

“Unless fertilizer is available for next 
fall the yield will be very seriously re- 
duced, as the amount during the last few 
years has been insufficient. I hope every 
possible effort will be made to relieve car 
shortage for phosphate rock and other 
raw materials.”

VEGETABLE, ANIMAL 
AND FISH OILS 
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The weakness of the cottonseed oil 
market has been the most outstanding 
feature in the vegetable oil markets 
this week. There has been a setady 
decline that has carried the contract 
market down 150 points and crude is 
offered in the Southeast at 10%%,c. The 
export demand for this oil has been 
disappointing all season, and continues 
so. Domestic consumers have seen no 
reason for buying as longas the market 
continued to sag, and the improve- 
ment in the cotton crop prospects has 
been a strong bear argument. The 
speculative sentiment in the cotton- 
seed market has been bearish for a 
long time, and is more so at the present 
time. The amount of speculation in 
this market makes a profit-taking rally 
due after a continued decline, and it 
may be seen at any time. This would 
be looked upon rather as a market 
fluctuation than as an evdence of any 
change in opinion as to the general sit- 
uation, 


In the linseed oil market there is 
little doing. Consumers think the price 
high. Crushers are well engaged, and 


are reluctant to change their quota- 
tions. The result is a waiting market. 
Supplies of seed are ample and there 
is no danger of any shortage, but con- 
sumption is liberal. There is some 
English oil coming in all the time that 
is being offered under the market, but 
the movement has not assumed propor- 
tions great enough to make it much 
of a factor in the general situation. 

Chinawood oil has been quiet in 
the week, and declined slightly from 
the level held a week ago. Stocks are 
believed to be heavy, and this has been 
a factor in undermining values. 

Copra stock on spot is reported to 
be light, although the offerings for ar- 
rival are made by a number of sources. 
Crushers here are not interested be- 
cause of the price prevailing, which 
precludes refining it into oil which will 
compete with imported oil. 

Coconut, peanut and soya oils re- 
mained weak, and there was small 
activity. Importations have fallen off 
lately, but then again the demand for 
what stock is here has made little im- 
pression. 

Tallow advanced in the week to a 
fraction; quoted at 11c. for city special, 
loose, in drums; but the by-products 
were not affected. Some oleo stearine 
was sold at a price a trifle higher than 
the week previous. Compound lard saw 
some activity, reflecting the improved 
level for stearine. Lard was quiet as 
a whole. 

Fish oils continued 
tone in animal! oils was followed by 
reduction in prices. There is a poor 
demand in animal oils, on account of 
the slump in business in the lines of 
some consumers. Crude fish oils are 
affected by the halt in buying on the 
part of refiners. 


LINSEED OIL 


The demand for linseed oil has been 
very quiet this week. It is a waiting 
market, and neither the buying or the 
selling end seems inclined to attempt 
to force the situation. There is prac- 
tically no spot business doing, and the 
leading crushers quote nominally $1.50 
@1.55. There has heen no quoted 
change in the future prices this week 
either. It was mentioned last week 
that October and later shipments were 
offered at $1.25, although some of the 
big crushers did not meet the price. 
No one seems willing as yet to make 
a price under this. and many in the 
market are inclined to the belief that 
there should he a halt in the decline 
ealled at this level. There is some 
English oil offering at $1.15, duty paid 
for July shipment, and the fact that 
some of the large crushers have seen 
fit to import English oil is caus'nge a 
good deal of comment in the trade 
There is no complaint as to the char- 
acter of the imported goods, and it is 
quite natural that a erusher should 
handle English o'l if he can import it 
cheaper than he can make it. The fact 
that the price of seed continues to de- 
cline undoubtedly is the reason that 
many consumers are holdng hack their 
orders for oil. The hig consumers have 
made their purchases ahead, and are 
willing to wait to see what the seed 
market is going to do hefore making 
their contracts for next Winter's de 
This time last vear linseed 
Iwas auoted at $2.17: and flaxseed in 
the Ruenos Aires market at $441™%.

Crushers haye 
considerable of their output for thege 
months spoken for and are not anxious 
to add very freely to their commitments 
Buyers are more anxious to trade than 
ure the sellers. 

While the increased interest is shown 
in deferred deliveries there is no reagon 
to believe that it is due to any prospects 
of a larger demand from the consuming 
trade because the buyers have need for 
any large supplies beyond those already 
taken on. It is laid to a desire to even 
up on the cost of oil for the year. 

Shipping directions so far have been 
quite prompt, better than the crushers ex. 
pected, but there is a question as to how 
long these directions witl be forthcom- 
ing when due and that depends to some 
degree on the state of the market. While 
present conditions are very bearish on 
flax unless Russia is opened up by recent 
trade agreements, bad weather in Ar. 
gentina may have a strengthening effect 
on prices later. Cables today reported 
continued unfavorable weather with the 
first snow in Buenos Aires in. thirty 
years. While the situation in this coun- 
try and Canada are good at the moment, 
Argentina will be a decidedly important 
factor in the flax market until more get- 
tled conditions prevail in Russia and a 
supply can be obtained there to appease 
the wants of Europe. 

Prices for September oil quoted around 
$2.37. Car situation reported §satisfac- 
tory by most crushers and the bulk of the 
oil being manufactured at present is 
being put in transit promptly. There is 
no important surplus in storage tanks.

(2) A high 
official of the government has let it 
be known to a representative of a 
nearby producer that the _ railroad 
companies, through the usual official 
agencies, are to be authorized to in- 
crease rates on freight approximately 
40 to 50 per cent. on all classes of 
merchandise, effective the latter part 
of Aussust or the first week of Septem- 
ber. In view of the impending change 
in freight rates, some of the larger 
buyers are engaging their merchandise 
for shipment prior to the date of the 
contemplated raises, which it is main- 
tained in several quarters are to be 
authorized. Another matter of in- 
terest in connection with present mar- 
ket conditions is the importation lull, 
and importers point out that the re- 
cent growth of imports is due for a 
reaction. It is explained that there 


recently was a large export demand 
for oils which were imported here 
and which sometimes entered into 


other materials before being shipped 
to Kurope. Plants which absorbed 
stocks of a number of minor seeds 
and nuts that were sent from the 
Orient are not interested in these at 
present. There has been in the last 
five years some interesting data pub- 
lished in regard to imports from vari- 
ous countries inckhuding China and 
Japan. A cotal of 63,165,102 pounds of 
coconut oil was received here in 1915; 
64,349,208 pounds in 1916; 163,091,003 
pounds in 1917; 356,088,738 pounds in 
1918; 163,091,003 pounds in 1919. 

COPRA.—The ideas of sellers have 
undergone a number of changes in the 
period that elapsed, but, due to the 
absence of trading and inquiry, there 
has hardly been any basis for prices. 
There are a number of lots of copra to 
arrive, but demand or at least inquiry 
seemed to be for material that was 
on spot. It has been noticed for some 
time that the prices of copra make 
production of oil from it uninterest- 
ing to crushers here. Also, Japanese 
mills are not interested in buying 
copra on account of high prices. So 
it would seem that only countries 
which can obtain copra in nearby 
places are able to buy it at a price 
which would warrant the production 
from it of oil. Copra, South Seas in 
bulk, was quoted at 8c. per pound for 
shipment, f. o. b. Pacific coast; 5'<e. 
per pound in bags, c. i. f. New York, to 
arrive. 

CORN OIL.—The corn oil market 
reflects the weak tone and quiet con- 
dition ruling in other vegetable oils. 
Stocks of this oil are light, compared 
with a number of competing oils, but 
that is usually the situation in corn 
oil. Factories this year, according 
to statements made a few weeks ago, 
expect to increase production. In the 
meantime, the expgrt outlook is poor, 
and this has been a development since 
banks and other financial institutions 
forced liquidations a few months ago, 
and stocks on hand of a few oils had 
to be turned into cash. Corn oil, crude, 
barrels, New York, was quoted at 14@ 
15c. per pound; in tanks, Western city, 
12c.; edible oil in barrels, here, 
18@20c. 

MUSTARD OI1L.—The mustard oil 
market has seen a routine demand of 
a restricted kind, and values have held 
fairly steady. Crude oil in barrels at 
New York was quoted at $1.65 per 
gallon. 

OLIVE OIL.—The market has been 
ruling fairly steady, though demand is 
light. The situation is an anomaly 
in so far as the lull in trading is con- 
cerned, for the primary markets show 
high prices on oil for shipment. It is 
believed, though, that stocks on spot 
are much decreased. The quotation on 
oil in tins and in barrels for the high 
grades runs about the same because 
of the light stocks of the better grades. 
Nothing further has been done on the 
publicity scheme for olive oil sales pro- 
motion, stated dealers this week; also, 
the association of importers in this oil 
has not held a meeting since early this 
year. Protests continue to be heard 
about the taxation methods prevailing 
in countries from which the oil is ex- 
ported. Spain, for instance, which re- 
quires that 150 kilos be reserved for 
every 100 kilos permitted exporta- 
tion, has fixed a price for which oil 
must be sold in Spain, viz., 130 pesetas 
per 100 kilograms; while the oil re- 
served by the shipper may be of a 
different quality than that shipped, he 
must pay in some instances as high as 
250 pesetas per 100 kilograms for that 
which he reserves for use in Spain. 
This difference in costs must be added, 
of course, to the price of oil ultimately 
laid down c. i. f. New York ports. Also, 
a tax of 25 pesetas, and a fraction, is 
added to oil exported from Spain (bar- 
rel goods); there is also a tax on goods 
in tins. Edible oil in barrels was 
quoted at $3.60@4.50 per gallon at New 
York; prime foots, 17@18%c.; de- 
natured oil, $3. 7 

PALM OIL.—Spot palm oil continues 
to be in fair demand, and Niger grade 
is scarce. Reports from Europe stated 
that prices there are higher than here. 
Lagos spot was quoted at 11%@12c. 
per pound, and to arrive, ll4c. Soap- 
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interests are not showing in- 
terest in this market, but with the im- 
ovement noted in tallow there may 
Sa revival of interest in a number 
be conan of palm oil and other vege- 
te ells. Niger was last quoted at 
= @10'%4C~ but there were a number 
oP gealers who said that buyers were 
willing to pay as high as they pay for 
Lagos for a certain supply of Niger.

PERILLA OIL.—The perilla oil mar- 
ket showed no spectacular interest in 
the week, which succeeded a period 
that revealed some trading interest. 
Since the preceding period market 
jevels held fairly firm, quoted at 14@ 
15c. per pound. 

PEANUT OIL.—The _ opinion of 
traders, dealers and others seems to 
pe that this has been a period of abso- 
jute dullness, and, judging by the in- 
terest in futures of Oriental, there has 
not been anything doing. The new 
crush of Oriental oil will be sent out 
beginning in December, but the inter- 
est in stocks now on hand has@made 
heaviness a condition in this oil. About 
a year ago there was export business 
far in excess of this period. Lard con- 
ditions this year are far more unfavor- 
than last year and stocks are 


makin 


ble : 

heavier. This lard status is reflected 
in peanut oil. Meanwhile the time for 
increasing freight rates is drawing 


near, and those who are holding to 
bullish ideas maintain that now is the 
time to absorb stocks of oil to save 
freights. But whether consumers will 
do so is a question. The bearish senti- 
ment has been running so strong that 
a number of traders are non-plussed 
as to conditions. July forward Ori- 
ental peanut oil is bid for at 12%4c. per 
pound, with sellers’ views at 12'%c.; 
goods in sellers’ tanks, f. 0. b. Pacific 
Coast. Domestic refined peanut oil in 
parrels at New York was quoted at 
181%4@20c. 

POPPYSEED OIL.—This market has 
continued to witness a small routine 
demand, with values holding fairly 
steady and stocks light. This pertains 
to domestic crushed oil, which is 
quoted at $3.50 per gallon in barrels, 
New York. 

RAPESEED OIL.—The rapeseed oil 
market has been a quiet one, values 
showing only slight fluctuations. Blown 
oil has been in fair demand, quoted at 
$1.75 per gallon (eight pounds). Re- 
fined oil in barrels was quoted at $1.55. 
Oriental refined oil was quoted at 15c. 
per pound, sellers’ tanks, f. o. b. Pacific 
Coast. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—The market was 
fractionally weaker in this oil, and 
stocks have been hardly moving out. 
Importers are beginning to believe that 
importations from Manchuria will be 
materially less than they were a year 
ago. Buyers of raw materials are 
showing small interest. Export busi- 
ness has slumped off, compared with 
what it was a year ago. Mills in the 
primary markets are shut down, as is 
usual at this time of year, and will be 
for about three months from present 
date. Beans are in process of gather- 
ing at this time, and output of new oil 
will be shipped out beginning in Octo- 
ber and November. Higher freight 
rates and the increase in the price of 
by-products, together with higher labor 
costs in producing oils, will make for 
higher prices in oils, according to some 
people. Crude soya bean oil in barrels 
at New York was quoted at 15@16c. 
per pound; at Pacific Coast, sellers’ 
tanks, 10%c. asked and 10%c. bid. 
Blown oil in barrels at New York, 
20%ec.; refined, 174%4@18c. 


Fatty Acids 


Coconut and cottonseed acids were 
this week quoted at 12@13c. per pound; 
soya acids, 10%@lle. The market has 
held fairly steady, though demand has 
been of a quiet nature, for soapers are 
not active. There has been seemingly 
more interest in coconut acids than in 
soya or other acids, at least among the 
local traders, 


GREASE, LARD, STEARINE 
AND TALLOW 


The grease market has been quiet in 
the week, and in the absence of trad- 
ing in a few products, it was difficult 
to name prices. Some yellow grease, 
low grade, sold as high as 9%e. per 
pound in tierces, but the level of the 
market appeared to be about 9c. 
White grease was on a basis of 11c. 
House grease was quoted at 9% @9%«c., 
with quite a few people clinging to an 
asking price of 9c. Brown grease 
Was quoted at 9c. It was pointed out 
that the supply of raw tat has been 
low on account of the reduced con- 
Sumption of meat. As a result stocks 
of some fats are light, and those that 


desire stocks must pay a premium for 
them. 





LARD. The Western market has 
een slumping throughout the week, 
and this condition was reflected to the 
aoe trading field. It was not thought 
bea prices of lard would be improved, 
at it was figured hogs would not 
—- p There are diverse views and 
moa, are Siven space in the following 

agraphs. The latter views are not 
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shared here, though. There has been 
some inquiry for compound lard here. 
City steam lard was quoted at 18\c. 
per pound, a quarter cent below the 
previous level; compound, 19@20c.; 
neutral, 24¢c.; Middle Western, $18.50 
per 100 pounds, refined, 21@22c. Early 
in the week when the market showed 
the trend to be continuing toward 
lower values there were some hopeful 
handlers who maintained that in a 
condition such as that there had been 
good interest shown by foreign buy- 
ers, as during a period In 1914. The 
market level that has been ruling 
showed that there was only a spread 
of about 75c. between hogs and lard, 
if to the hog price was added the cost 
of tierces, ete. The spread between 
the two should be about $5, say some 
observers. A year ago the range was 
about double the latter figure. There 
is hardly a doubt that the poor con- 
dition in lard has had a direful effect 
on a number of edible oils. There was 
no evidence of trading recovery, de- 
spite the expectations. 

STEARINE.—There was some ex- 
port and domestic demand for oleo 
stearine in the week, and sales at as 
high as 12%c. per pound were regis- 
tered. Lard stearine was quoted at 
25@28e. per pound. 

TALLOW.—Production showing it- 
self to be light, manufacturers who in- 
sist on buying of handlers must pay 
premiums for goods, and as a result 
of this condition of gupply, and some 
buying activity, there was a slight ad- 
vance in values. Eleven cents was 
paid for city special in drums shortly 
after bids had been placed at that 
price. The makers of by-products of 
tallow showed some interest in the fact 
that prices advanced, but did not make 
any appreciable effort to absorb. The 
supply of rough fat has been dimin- 
ished on account of the poor demand 
for meats. Edible tallow was quoted 
at 12%c. per pound at New York; 
prime city, loose, 10c. 


ANIMAL OILS 

Heaviness in stocks of some ma- 
terials and light supplies of others 
have not seemed .to make much dif- 
ference to the consuming trade, for 
they, influenced by the break in prices— 
again noted this week—are holding off. 
Neatsfoot and lard oils declined from 
5c. to 10c. on various grades, on gal- 
lon price, while degras handlers shaded 
over lc. in offerings. Optimism rules 
in some places here, and it is based 
on the official assurance that railroads 
will be allowed added rates on freight 
and that buyers are to come into the 
market during the next few weeks. 
Some buyers will be in a hurry to 
place orders before the date of the 
advances, and the next few weeks will 
see a rush in business, it is stated. 

DEGRAS.—Weakness in this market 
was indicated this week when holders 
of domestic stock offered goods for 
shipment at a slight reduction over 
levels existing in the preceding period. 
There has been a lack of activity in 
some consuming lines and buyers of 
oil have become reticent. Domestic for 
arrival was quoted at 5%c. per pound 
in carload lots here; English stock, 7c.; 
neutral, 14c. A lot of degras offered 
at the above quoted prices found no 
takers at 5%c. 

LARD OIL.—There has been a de- 
clining note in lard oil, and holders 
found that buyers were disinclined to 
absorb stockS. Some users are exer- 
cising precaution in buying and are 
taking on a percentage of their usual 
orders. A bullish factor is the agita- 
tion of railroads for higher freight 
rates, which seems likely to be suc- 
cessful, and then prices will see an 
upturn. Quotations: —Edible prime, 
$1.80; inedible prime, $1.70; off prime, 
$1.35@1.50; extra No. 1, $1.15; No 1, 
$1.10; No. 2, $1.08; all less than car- 
load lots. 

NEATSFOOT OIL. — The market 
weakened in common with other oils 
and buyers have been reluctant to meet 
sellers’ views on prices. Neatsfoot in 
recent months has held pretty steady 
and appeared to be in strong hands 
during most of the year, but at present 
it has succumbed to the weakness 
affecting other items as a result of the 
sentiment that prices are too high. 
Quotations:—Twenty-degree cold test 
oil, $1.85; 30-degree, $1.60; 40-degree, 
$1.50; pure, $1.35. 

RED OIL.—Red oil is in a quiet con- 
dition, and while tallow was experi- 
encing improvement the upward trend 
did not engulf this oil. A forerunner 
of better trade conditions is the an- 
nouncement that trade with Russia 
has been permitted by the State De- 
partment. The dispelling of compli- 
eated international situations causes 
more assurance to business men in the 
opinion of traders, who see in the 
Russian decision a forerunner of busi- 
ness improvement. Red oil in carload 
lots was quoted at 14%c. per pound, to 
arrive. 

STEARIC ACID.—Stearic acid was 
quiet in the week, reflecting the tone 
of red oil, but observers claim that a 
swing toward higher prices is not far 
away. Export business has been dull 
for some time, but improved foreign 
conditions, foreshadowed this week by 
European news, will create a change. 
Single pressed acid was quoted at

CHICAGO, July 15, 1920. 


The market for vegetable oils, as reported by 
Chicaxo dealers, is quiet, even dull, and prices 
are lower in tendency and in many cases in 
actual quotations. There are several reasons 
for this, one of which is undoubtedly the senti- 
ment ihat seems to be sweeping through the 
industries that prices are bound to go lower. 
Then the attitude of the banks, which are in- 
sisting on severe retrenchments and declining 
to give even the ordinary amount of assistance, 
is a strong factor for quiet markets and tem- 
porarily lower prices. Railroad delays are also 
embarrassing. There is an order out embargo- 
ing all reconsignment privileges in the Chicago 
switching district on shipments of oils, which 
may bother some brokers with no real receiv- 
ing facilities. Buta good traffiCc man will sur- 
mount that difficulty. All of these are potent 
with the buyer. The seller has his own credit 
problems to make him careful, very careful. 
Some first-class credits, or so considered forty 
days ago, are_bad specters in the credit depart- 
ments now. Many shipments are made only on 
receipt of draft now, where the ‘‘O. K.’’ would 
have been a matter of course a few weeks 
since. 

SOYA BEAN _ OIL—Is very quiet and the 
tone is weak. There is not much doing under 
the circumstances. Sellers’ tanks, coast, with 
July bill of lading, are quoted at 10%@llICc., 
f. 0. b. coast. The same, August forward, are 
being offered at 10\%c., with not much prospect 
of active takings. The buyers have offered 
10c., and it may come to this. There is not 
much oi] in store in Chicago, and spot prices 
are lic. for the crude in barrels. Refined soya 
bean oil is quoted at 18@18%%c. 


PEANUT OIl-—Has been dull and weak for 
the foreign crude, which is the product of chief 
interest now. The prices quoted for July ship- 
ments are 12%c., sellers’ tanks, f. 0. b. coast. 
There is little doing at this figure. For Au- 
gust forward the price range was 12%c. to 
12%c. There is a little demand, as would be 
seasonable for the deodorized oil, at 18c. in 
barrels. 

CORN OIL—Is dull and practically nothing 
doing in the crude, for which quotations have 
been made 11c. for spot in sellers’ tanks, f. o. 
b. mills 

COCONUT OTL—Has shown weakness dur- 
ing the week in accordance with other mar- 
kets. There is a little inquiry but not much 
actual tradine. The market is quiet. A recent 
buy was at 12'$c. coast in buyers’ tanks. For 
prime oil in sellers’ tanks the market is quoted 
at 12%@13c. f. 0. b. coast. The Chicago mar- 
ket in barrels from warehouse is 16c, 

coTTO?D [-ED OIL—Is lower and weaker. 
This is the off season for cottonseed and there 
are practically no bidders. Sales are conse- 
quently small and many quotations are prac- 
tically nominal. Crude is quoted at 1c. for 
prime Texas; summer yellow, spot and July 
at 12c. Pure summer yellow bleachable was 
nominal at 12%%c. Winter yellow and summer 
white were nominal. The market for deodor- 
ized oil is quiet at around 19c. in barrels. 

CASTOR OIL—Is not strong, but there is 
something doing in a routine way and the 
quotations are largely unchanged. Oriental 
castor oil in tanks f. o. b. coast was quoted 
at Ife. and the chemically pure at 19%c 
Domestic No. 1 in barrels was being quoted at 
19%@20c. and the No, 2 at 17'%éc. 

CHINA WOOD OII—Was being dealt in in 
a small way, but in spite of some reports of 
improvement from the Orient and the coast 
the market was dull and without interest. 
China wood oil f. 0. b. coast in sellers’ tanks 
is quoted at 16%.@17c. The spot price in 
barrels from warehouse is 18%@19c. 

There is something doing in perilla oils but 
the situation is not strong. Locally the supply 
Is rather restricted, with quotations of 14'%4c 
per pound, coast, and around 16c., Chicago, 
in barrels, the latter being largely nominal 
owing to the absence of any market 


Grease, Lard, Stearine and Tallow 

LARD.—A rather severe decline in provisions 
has weakened the market for hogs, which 
declined materially and closed at the low 
point. The buying was not active and a large 
part of the offerings were left in the pens. 
Receipts continue to be above requirements. 
About a third of the buying was done by 
shippers. Local packing houses were very 
light buyers. The general average for the 
day was $14.65. 

Stocks of lard and greases have been kept 
well cleaned up for some time past, and buy- 
ers who have needed stocks have found that 
they were in rather light supply. Sellers are 
finding supplies well concentrated and some- 
times hard to locate. Sellers are rather back- 
ward about offering except in a limited way. 
Leaf lard was quotable at the close at $17.50. 
Neutral was in only moderate demand but the 
supply was not excessive, and prices ruled 
Steady at $20.75@21 for No. 1 and $19.75@20 
for No. 2. July closed quiet at $18.17%@18.20 
September closed steady at $18.75@18.87%. 
October closed steady at $19.17%@19.22% after 
opening at $19.10 and selling up to $19.35. 

_ ALLOW, GREASE AND STEARINES.— 

The market has not been overloaded by the 
makers, and the tendency is toward a steady 
situation, due to healthy relations between 
stocks and demand. Manufacturers have 
avoided excessive accumulations of stocks anc 
are in good position Buyers find that the 
is no excess pressing on the market, which is 
Well supported, and that stocks are none too 
plentiful. The result is at present a fairly 
firm tone to prices. 

The tallow situation is quiet, but prices are 
fairly firm, and buyers, while slow to order, 
in most cases are paying the price for their 
requirements. Quotations, all f. o. b. Chicago,

OIL.—Handlers of this oil 
week of slow trading, the 
xceeding single-tank lots. A 
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certain amount of cooperage sales to local 
users helped to give an air of partial activity 
to the deal, but left prices without the least 
sign of any changes. At the close spot lots in 
sellers’ tanks were being held at 17%@18c., 
while c. i. f. deals were offering at 17@17%c. 

TEA OIL.—One fair-sized delivery of this 
product was noted during the week, but there 
was enough of a demand from local year-round 
users to leave this offering unchanged at l5c. 
in sellers’ tanks and 15%c. in cooperage trans- 
actions. One handler reported that one of the 
larger Eastern paint manufacturers is giving 
tea oi] a thorough trial at this time and that 
this opened the possibilities for a considerable 
gain in shipping business soon. 


COCONUT OIL.—The demand for coconut oil 
failed to pick up at the start of the week, as 
had been so generally predicted, and there were 
several cases of forced sales at slightly under 
the market to be seen during the middle period. 
The close steadied again, so that final quota- 
tions will show no change from the previous 
report, being 16c. on Manila and 154@15\%c. on 
Japanese stock, spot lots in sellers’ tanks. The 
ec. i. f. closing showed Manila oil held at 154@ 
15%c. and Japenese at 15@15\%c., the narrower 
range on this latter offering being the only 
quotable change in effect at the end of the 
week. Large importers are a unit in declaring 
that the market is due for an advance, and 
they claim that only the holdings off of large 
buyers prevents the immediate realization of 
their predictions. In proof of this they point 
out that present prices are about 2c. under 
those in effect here at this time one year ago 
and that the visible supply is considerably less 
than the stocks which the traders were able to 
count on then. 


COPRA.—There were almost as many in- 
quiries for copra this past week as for the 
preceding period, giving this offering the great- 
est air of activity seen here in months. That 
sales were not effected can be directly traced 
to unwillingness of holders to shade their prices 
in the least, since they are certain that a raise 
‘s sure to come soon. The spot asking price 
on sellers’ carrier holds at 9@91%4c., as compared 
with llc. at this time one year ago, and hold- 
ers say there is no increase in supplies and 
just as good a general demand. The ec. i. f. 
range on copra held at 84%@9c., with the cables 
from one shipper indicating a possible advance 
at primary points very soon. 

PEANUT OIL.—Peanut oil was about the 
best single seller on the market during the 
past week and, with bean oil, furnished 
fully half of the spot transactions. There 
were no big sales of this oil reported during 
the week, the largest transactions being of 
five tanks each. The market was much 
firmer as to undertone, the result of this 
heavier buying, and at the close spot lots 
in sellers’ tanks were a quarter cent higher 
at 14@14%c. The ec. i. f. range was un- 
changed at 12% @13%4c., but this can be 
mainly charged to the lack of interest in 
this position shown by most of the buyers. 
In the c. i. f. division there were two tenders 
on August delivery in which the seller 
asked 13%c., but buyers’ ideas were too 
far away from this to lead to any actual 
sales. July trading in peanut oil this year 
is very much the opposite of that for July 
of 1919, when a top of 26%c. (the high 
mark of the year) was reached as the re- 
sult of very brisk dealings in this market. 

SESAME OIL.—The slightly firmer mar- 
ket on peanut oil failed quotably to affect 
the sesame oil market, but it gave those 
holders who favored the bull side added 
reasons for their belief and so strengthened 
the local undertone. Buyers were only cas- 
ually interested in this offering and sales 
were limited to several single-tank deals. 
At the close spot lots in sellers’ tanks were 
firm at the old price of 17c., while c. i. f. 
stock was offering at 16%c. 

COTTONSEED OIL.—There was a little 
better inquiry to report on Chinese cotton- 
seed oil during the past week, but this was 
apparently mostly from ‘‘bargain hunters,’’ 
since their interest waned when they could 
not secure a cut in the market. The local 
stocks are not heavy, and the holders’ ideas 
at the close were firm at the former levels 
of 18¢c. on spot stock in sellers’ tanks and 
16% @17ec. on the c. i. f. position. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—Bean oil sales were 
almost as heavy for the past week as for 
the week before, and brisk shipping to East- 
ern users brought holdings off to consider- 
ably under the normal for this port. Spec- 
ulative business was almost unknown, the 
buyers being generally large factors with a 
year round use for this oil. The best prices 
were realized on sales made during the 
middle part of the week, and at that time 
as high as 12%c. was paid for spot stock 
in sellers’ tanks, to be followed by a reac- 
tion which brought the close down to 12%c. 
on spot. The ec. i. f. listings were less pop- 
ular with the buyers and closed unchanged 
at 11@11%c. Cables from Oriental shipping 
points emphasized the information given 
earlier in the year that the Japanese mill 
owners were holding down the crush in order 
to control the supply and steady prices, and 
these also indicated greater financial 
strength on the part of the larger operators. 

PERILLA OIL.—There was a_ strong 
enough undertone to report on this offer- 
ing during the past week, but few sales of 
more than a single tank and nothing to 
lead to changed prices. Perhaps on no 
other offering is the difference between this 
year’s operations and those of 1919 more 
noticeable, since there has been nothing 
unusual on perilla during June or July, 
while sales for these two months last sea- 
son were almost feverish. The close was 
steady enough at 18% @18%c. on spot stock 
n sellers’ tanks, and 17%@17%c. for c. i. f. 








CASTOR OIL.—This industrial failed to 
catch the eye of buyers during the past 
week, and closed without change at 17%@ 
18c. for spot stock in sellers’ tanks and 
15% @l6c. on c. i. f. positions. Cables for 
primary shipping points reported no signs 
of any changes there either. 

RAPESEED OIL.—A notably quiet mar- 
ket was reported, both here and at Oriental 
shipping points on this oil, and as far as 
could be learned one sale of two tanks and 
three of one tank each constituted the 
week’s local activities. On none of these 
was any change in the market recorded. 
The close was firm at 18% @1%c. for ‘“‘water 
white” and 18c. for ordinary commercial 
stock on spot in sellers’ tanks and 18\c. 
for “water white’ and 17%@18c. for ordi- 
nary commercial stock in the c. i. f. divi- 
sion. Two small deliveries were reported. 

HEMPSEED OIL.—This offering held un- 
changed in the face of light stocks and no 
inquiries, and closed with spot lots in 
sellers’ tanks at 18% @19c. while c. i. f. lots 
were being held at 18@18%c. 

FISH OILS.—Following is the range on 
fish oils in the Seattle market for the week 
just ended:—Salmon oil, No. 1, 90c.; Sperm 
oil, No. 1, nominal; Sperm oil, No. 3, 80c.; 
Sperm oil, No. 4, 70c.; Whale oil, No. 1, 
nominal; Whale oil, No. 3, 85c.; Whale oil, 
No. 4, 70c.; Domestic herring oil, No. 1, 
nominal; Oriental herring oil, No. 3, 85c.; 
Domestic sardine oll, No. 1, 90c.; Oriental 
sardine oil, No, 3, 85c.; Dogfish liver oil, 
No. 1, 95c. 

These mark no changes from the close 
of the previous week, and local transactions 
were such as to promise no immediate 
changes, The advices received here would 
indicate that this year’s supply of domestic 
herring oil is going to be considerably less

CASTOR OIL WILL DRY 


Writer in German Paper Describes 
Patented Process for Achieving 


Result 


BERLIN, July 3, 1920. 

Castor oil may be converted into oil 
which will dry, states F. Fritz in Chem- 
ische Umschau. According to a patent 
obtained by H. Noerdlinger, castor oil is 
heated to 300 degrees until its volume 
is reduced to 10 per cent. This oil will 
dry when exposed to the air. It is of a 
light color. According to Fritz, the 
high degree of heat causes condensation, 
but not polymerization of the oil. 

Fritz says he has proved by experi- 
mentation that it is possible to convert 
poly-ricinus oil into its oxyn by adding 
means of oxidation and blowing air into 
it, the same as in the case of linseed 
oil. Mixed with colophony and _ kauri- 
copal it furnishes a yood linoleum ce- 
ment. The smell. rather penetrating at 
first, will gradually evaporate. 

Ricinus oil is being used in making 
varnish and lacquer more flexible. Its 
qualities place it in a peculiar position 
of its own, principally its high specific 
weight, its high viscosity, its constancy 
when exposed to extreme cold. its dissol- 
ubility in alcohol, ete. When treated 
with nitrie acid it forms nitrated oil 
which in cenjunction with nitro-cellulose 
forms an elastic substance. 


MAGIC SOAP CO. DEAL 


Sunbeam Co. of Chicago Buys Louis- 
ville Plant for’ $150,000—Will 


Continue Business 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 15, 1920. 

According to an announcement recently 
made by the new owners, the operation of 
the plant of the Magic Soap Products Co, 
will be continued, following the sale of the 
property to the Sunbeam Soap Co., Chi- 
eago, for $150,000, by George Du Relle, 
referee in bankruptcy. 

The company went into involuntary 
bankruptcy March 5 last. It was stated 
that the assets would exceed the liabili- 
ties, estimated at $300,000. James E. 
Pearson, Jr., was president. The plant 
is located at 1201 Story avenue. 

Judge Du Relle received two bids for 
the property, the Marks Mercantile Co., 
Louisville, offering $70,000 less than half 
the amount offered by the Sunbeam com- 
pany. 

The Sunbeam company’s bid of $150,000 
will be held open for ten days, in which 
objections to the sale may be filed, and 
then will be accepted. Of the purchase 
price, $110,000 will be required in cash. 
The remainder may be in deferred pay- 
ments. 

G. J. Felsenthal made the bid for the 
Sunbeum Soap Co. interests, which it is 
reported, is a new erganization, just be- 
ing formed, and which is backed by the 
Rit people, which have needed additional 
prodyetion for some time past. 


Mitsui & Co. May Withdraw from 
Washington Ports Because of 
Jones Bill 

SEATTLE, July 10, 1920. 

Uneertainty as to the future action of 
several of the largest oil handlers in the 
Pacific Northwest is expressed in Seattle 
not only by the trade in general, but 
even by the parties most interested. There 
have been persistent rumors that Mitsui 
& Co. will withdraw entirely from Wash- 
ington perts, as the result of the passage

DEVELOPED IN BRITISH COLUMBIA 





Stated That Country Is the Greatest Potential Source of Turpen- 
tine and Resin Chemicals—Trees Will Be Tapped 
by New Method 


WASHINGTON, July 14, 1920. 


In a recent interview BE. S. Oliver, an 
industrial chemist and specialist on wood 
products, who has made a study of meth- 
ods of extracting the maximum amount 
of resin from trees without injury to the 
growing tree, gave some interesting and 
valuable information in connection with 
the turpentine industry, which is attract- 
ing considerable attention among persons 
identified with the development of the re- 
sources of British Columbia, reports 
Consul General Ryder from Vancouver, 
under date of June 2, 1920. Mr. Oliver, 
who has in the past conducted investiga- 
tions in Mexico and Central America and 
in the forests of Russia, Sweden, Ger- 
many, and the Mediterranean countries, 
states that the greatest potential source 
of turpentine and resin chemicals lies in 
British Columbia. 


At the last session of the provincial 
legislature there was passed an amend- 
ment to the Forest act, whereby the pro- 
vincial government is authorized to issue 
“resin leases” and to collect a royalty of 
three-quarters of a cent a gallon on all 
resin gathered in addition to the fees and 


rentals paid into the Forest Protection 
fund. The amendment was passed only 
after demonstrations by, and _ reports 


from, forestry officials showing that tap- 
ping for resin does not injure the grow- 
ing trees. 


Oliver Method of Collection 


Some of the interesting history of this 
new industry was revealed when Mr. 
Oliver pointed out that the very first 
ship which came from England to the 
shores of America bore _ instructions, 
written in the hand of Queen Elizabeth 
herself, as to the method to be employed 
in securing tree resin. ‘‘And,” he added, 
“curiously enough, on this continent the 
very same methods are still followed. It 
is an industry which has shown no im- 
provement in its methods of collecting its 
raw materials.” 

Under the old system of scarifying the 
barks of the trees and collecting the resin 
after the more volatile elements had be- 


come oxydized by contact with the air, 
it was not possible to secure more than 
17% per cent. bulk of turpentine. In 


Canada the highest production in any of 
the eastern plants was 15% per cent. 
Under Mr. Oliver’s tests, the lowest he 
has received was 33 per cent., or 1 per 
cent higher than in Germany, where the 
resin by-product industry has been de- 
veloped to an art. 

Without disclosing any of the seerets 
of the process it may be said that Mr. 
Oliver achieves his results by boring a 
very small hole into the tree trunk and 
hermetically sealing it to an air-tight 
flask. In this way, instead of injury be- 
ing done to the timber, the growth of 
the tree is aided. The resin being in the 
nature of fecal matter which the tree is 
seeking to rid itself of, the quality of the 
timber and the rapidity of its growth are 
aided, the small drain holes not effecting 
the efforts of the tree to send up sap and 
build up new cells. 


Valuable Resin Products 


The theory worked Mr. Oliver 
to explain why larches pines send 
out resin is that the pines and conifers 
are the survivors of a cold epoch which 
swept over the northern hemisphere. The 
only way in which the germ of life in the 
tree cell could endure was by the tree 
evolving a nonfreezable and nonswelling 
substance to enwrap and protect the cells.

Such a substance is turpentine, which 
forms a large element in tree resin. 
“With a return of warmth,” says Mr. 
Oliver, “these trees now find themselves 


with a supply of resin for which they no 
longer have any use. The tree is always 
seeking to rid itself of the substance by 


discharging through the roots into the 
ground and by forming abscesses in the 
tree trunk. When the tree trunk is scari- 
= or the bark injured the resin oozes 
out.” 

Among the valuable products obtained 
as a result of experiments with British 
Columbia Douglas fir resins are turpen- 
tine, fir oils, which form the base of 
“fruit” extras used at soda fountains, 


medical oils, etc., and resins which make 
varnishes of the highest grade. Printing 
inks are also made from the resin. One 
of the most interesting is Burgundy pitch, 
which, instead of heing “pitch” black, is 
snowy white. Its greatest value is as a 
white ink for use in lithograpic work. 


“The greatest satisfaction,” says Mr. 
Oliver, “is that the industry will be a 
constructive on instead of a destruc- 


tive one as practiced in the southern pine 
forests of the United States. Every tree, 
no matter how small or how ill shapen, 
s0 long as it is healthy can be made 
revenue producing. It will help the lum- 
ber industry and will itself become the 
greatest single industry in the province.” 


Company on Cortez Island 


A local concern has started operations 
in Cortez Island, at the mouth of Camp- 
bell River, about sixty miles from Van- 
couver, where twenty men are employed. 
The men now engaged in the work are 
mostly ranchers residing in that locality, 
but it is the intention of the Vancouver 
company to put on about 200 workmen. 
The method of pursuing operations is to 
secure sap rights from private owners. 
It is estimated that a block of about 100 
acres of Douglas fir gives about 800 
barrels of pitch per year, or a total of 
about 40.000 gallons. The rancher is also 
provided with employment if he so de- 
sires at $5 a day. The majority of the 
landowners in the Cortez Island and 
adjacent districts are holding their prop- 
erty for the ultimate timber wealth, but 


the establishment of this new industry jg 
adding much to the value of the forestg. 
The company is working On trees not 
less than 10 inches in diameter. Some 
of the larger trees are said to yield up. 
ward of 40 gallons at the first tapping 
The pitch comes forth in colors varying 
from a bright green and deep red to g 
milky white. The color denotes the 
quality of the product, the bright green 
being of the highest grade. One gallon 
of sap produces about one-third gallon 
of highgrade “‘turps,’’ while the residye 
is rich in valuable by-products. 
Forestry experts declare the Douglas 
fir to be the most valuable tree in the 
world for commercial purposes, not even 
excepting the rubber tree. The market 
is also extensive, while the price obtain. 
able for turpentine and other resin prod- 
ucts is four times that of pre-war days,

ALCOHOL PERMITS 
Federal Commissioner Issued 62,760 


Between January 16 and June 
30, 1920 — Represents 
Number Approved 


WASHINGTON, July 14, 1920. 


According to statistics compiled in the 
office of the Federal Prohibition Com- 
missioner, 62,760 permits for non-bev- 
erage alcohol were issued to producers, 
rectifiers, wholesalers. retail druggists 
and manufacturers of pharmaceuticals, 
proprietary medicines, flavoring extracts, 
syrups, ete., and individuals in the Unit- 
ed States and its possessions during the 
period from January 16. 1920, to June 30. 
This figure represents the number of li- 
censes approved and recorded at prohibi- 
tion headquarters, and does not include 
earriers’ transportation permits and phy- 
sicians’ prescription permits issued by 
the various State prohibition directors. 
Accurate statistics are not available on 
these two classes—classes C and J. 

Permits were issued under the other 
13 classes as follows :— 

Class A, permits to manufacture, 242; Class 
B, permits to sell, 3,336; Class D, permits to 
import and use, 18; Class E, permits to im- 
port and sell, 145; Class F, permits to export, 
10; Class G, permits to export and sell, 312; 
Class H, permits to use, 46.646; Class I, per- 
mits to use and sell, 11,501; Class K, permits 
to manufacture vinegar and to produce and 
procure intoxicating liquor for conversion into 
same, 187; Class L, permits to operate a ae- 
alcoholizing plant, 211; Class M, permits to 
sell flavoring extracts. syruns or beverages 
containing less than one-half of 1 per cent. 
of alcohol by volume, in which the same are 
used as an ingredient, 2; Class N, permits to 
procure alcoholic preparations mentioned in 
Article 17 of Regulations 60 (Jamaica ginger, 
medicated alcohol, ete.), in quantities greater 
than the amount indicated in such articles, 9; 
Class O, permits to rectify spirits, 61. 


Alcohol Content of 40 to 50 per Cent. 
Reported in Washington, 
D. C., Beverage 


WASHINGTON, July 14, 1920. 


Discovery of the local ..wanufacture ane 
sale of a beverage said to contain 40 to 
50 per cent. alcohol has led to an inves- 
tigation by the authorities here, and it 
is predicted that wholesale arrests will 
be made in the near future. The drink 
is said to have a pronounced peach odor 
and taste and has the same effect on r -- 
sons who imbibe freely as would on 
cheap bootleg whisky. and authorities 
sav it is dispensed openly at near-heer 
saloons and delicatessen stores. Dis- 
covery of the concoction was made by 
the police through several recent arrests 
for drunkenness, among which were a 
number of bovs who. when questioned. 
told all thev knew about the drink, where 
to get it. ete. 





Internal Revenue Bureau Capital Stock 
Tax Returns Must Be Filed by 
July 31, 1920 


WASHINGTON, July 15, 1920. 


Capital stock tax returns must be filed 
on or before July 31, 1920, with the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue through the va- 
rious collection districts hy everv cor- 
poration doing business in the United 
States The bureau estimates that there 
are 325,000 such returns to be filed. With 
a view to the prompt collection of the 
capital stock tax. and for the convenience 
of the taxnayer as well as the govern- 
ment, the bureau suggests that corpora- 
tions submit checks for the amount of tax 
due at the time of filing their returns. 
The bureau states that this method is ap- 
pealing to cornorations. as it lessens lia- 
bility to penalty.

Few people in this country, perhaps, 
ad heard of the Russian co-operatives 
—n the announceme nt of the Supreme 
eS acil in January that trading with 
Russia would be permitted only through 
these societics. This decision reflected a 
judgment of the importance of the co- 
erative societies in Russian economic 
o that was quick to arouse public in- 
Sey. i What are these co-operatives? 
a w are they organized and supported? 
What commodities do they handle? What 
have been their relations with the differ- 
nt governments of Russia? How have 
they. attained a success that has won 
this recognition from the Supreme Coun- 
cil? s 

The answers to all these questions 
may be found in a_ booklet on the Rus- 
sian Co-operative Movement that is be- 
ing issued by the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce. 

The report was written wy Dr. rred- 
eric E. Lee while economist in charge of 
the Economic Intelligence Section of the 
War Trade Board of the United States 
Russian Bureau (Inec.) and has been re- 
vised to include more recent information. 
The appendix gives data on co- operation 
in Soviet Russia and the Supreme Coun 
cil’s decision regarding trade with the 
Russian co-operatives The book, which 
is known as Miscellaneous Series No. 
101—The Russian Co-operative Move- 
ment, contains 85 pages and 11 illustra- 
tions. It may be obtained for 15 cents 
from the district and co-operative offices 
of the bureau or from the Superintendent 
of Documents, Government Printing Of- 
fice, Washington, D. C. 

Telling of the work of various co-oper- 
ative societies in Russia that are of in- 
terest to Reporter industries, the report 
says in part:— 

To carry out its second purpose of improv- 
ing the quality of flaxseed the Central Asso- 
ciation of Flax Growers has established in 
important flaxgrowing communities — supply 
stations of seed for planting and also fanning 
mills. This was done principally in the Pskov 
Government All the seed that is distributed 
is first analyzed or tested, so that the peas- 
ants are guaranteed the receipt of first-class 
material only. Notwithstanding the difficultics 
connected with obtaining seed for the 1917 crop 
because of the proximity of war operations and 
the derangement of freight transportation, 
4,120 tons were secured, and for the 1918 crop 
ibout 1,830 tons While the last preparation 
of the stock was in progress the who g£OvV- 
ernment was in the hands of the Germans. 
Part of the supply of planting seed was requi- 
sitioned by them, after which the preparation 
of seed was discontinued. 











Producers’ Societies 


Discussing other forms of producers’ 
societies, the report speaks of organiza- 
tions projected by the Goods Department. 
At last accounts it had an “unrealized 
scheme to set up a central organization 
for marketing tar, turpentine and _ simi- 
lar products derived by the process of 
dry distillation of wood.

Action of banks in calling loans on ma- 
terial held up On piers has tended to 
make consignees strive hard to get the 
material away. Co- ordinated efforts 
have brought some progress, but causes 
remain and, until they are removed, 
the rade Cam expect nothing but un- 
limited and leisurely delays. 

Fine chemicals were generally under 
in a few instances the price 
structure gave way and brought lower 
levels into effect. Prominent among 
such materials were antipyrene, cam- 
phor monobromated, camphoric acid 
and coumarin. ‘The other side of the 
case Was seen in the instances ot 
hydroquinone und glycerine, both ot 
which moved upward. 

The speculatve group — camphor, 
citric acid, Quinine, and menthol—were 
weaker tham ever. Price Considerations 
were dificult to observe unless a firm

In the case of 
camphor and menthol, firm orders 
were so scarce as to make a market 
impossible. Prices were all lower and 
tending toward further contractions.

COUMARIN.—Reduced to the basis 
of $6.50 per pound owing to the de- 

ine in raw materials as well as lack 
ceipustained demand sufficient to hold 
former selling views. The close 
wae quiet at the new position named 
above. 

CUTTLEFISH. -Offers from Italy 
continue to come in at prices against 
which spot goods compete only with 
difficulty. It is understood that bone 
is to be had here now on the basis of 
40@41c. per pound, the price being 
subject to shading with a firm order 
in hand. 

FORMALDEHYDE.— Rather quiet 
during the period and the open market 
shifted its views again. Sales went 
through early in the week on the basis 
of 54c. per pound but later, the market 
was named at 50@5lc. per pound. 

GLYCERINE.— Conditions on spot 
changed a trifle during the period. 
After the period of large buying of 
dynamite glycerine during the past 
two months, it was not surprising that 
pusiness developed a softer tone dur- 
ing the past period. Some trading con- 
tinued to be done in the West where 
munition makers find themselves still 
interested in offers. On spot, a similar 
situation was reflected. However, the 
market is reported firm despite the 
softer undertone. 

The altered pitch of affairs was due 
principally to a lull in buying. For 
the first half of July, it is estimated 
that from 15 to 20 cars of dynamite 
glycerine have been sold. — This is 
comparable with 50 cars estimated to 
have been purchased during the first 
half of June. 

Crude glycerine continued scarce. 
Producers are either not making any- 
thing or are operating on a reduced 
scale. For example, it is said that 
some soap makers are vperatiny on 
a 60 per cent. of normal basis. This 
has reduced supplies of crude and 
hence the price holds strongly. Gecds 
are to be had but in many cases, own- 
ers hold views fractionally above buy- 
ers’ judgment. Sellers apparently are 
content to await further developments. 

Indications are that for2ign murkets 
for crude have strengthened, particu- 
larly during the past fortnight. In 
London, there are estimated siocks of 
not more than 1,500 tons of crude—a 
stock considered very small. In 
France, transportation difficulties make 
it almost impossible to move stocks. 
Further, there is a shortage in drums 
which is intensified by the railroad 
rulings which prohibit movement of 
empty containers. In South America, 
similar conditions make for markets 
maintained without dilficultv at rather 
high prices. 

Altogether, the market is considered 
firm and likely to show moderate ad- 
vances in the future. Whether or not 
C. P. touches the 35c. per pound mark 
set for it by some operators, remains 
problematical and uncertain. 

Closing prices were as follows: C. P. 
28% @29¢.; dynamite, 28% @29\c.; 
soap lye, 18@19c.; saponification, 20@ 
2lc. per pound. 

HYDROQUINONE.—A further ad- 
vance in this material developed late 
Friday afternoon. The material was 
moved forward to the basis of $2.25@ 
2.35 per pound, the uplift amounting 
to lic. per pound. Firmness and 
Strength has marked the market for 
the past month, and the movement was 
rather to be expected. 
_ MENTHOL.—Dull and weak, accord- 
ing to all sellers who maintain a bright 
smile for the inquiring buyer. Buyers 
are scarce to the point of extinction, 
and as goods are constantly offered 
for shipment from Japan at prices 
pointing to the Japanese desire to in- 
terest the American trade, the spot 
position softens appreciably and prices 
fall. At the close of the period, the 
market was placed at $5.50@5.75 per 
pound. Sellers at $6 per pound were 
comparatively easy to find. No real 
business except purchase of one lot 
for speculative purposes was reported 
in the trade.

ORANGE PEEL.—Demand is limited 
to small proportions of a jobbing vari- 
ety. Apparently consumers are not 
much interested, and hence are re- 
stricting their purchases to the im- 
mediate needs encountered from week 
to week. At the close, bitter Curacao 
peel was quoted at 14@15c. per pound; 
sweet Malaga ribbons, 10@1ic.; sweet 
Trieste, 11@12c per pound. 

SASSAFRAS.—No very strong bull- 
ish views are held on spot, although 
some sellers expect to see higher prices 
prevailing on selected bark. At the 
present time, the price is 45c per 
pound for selected material and 28@ 
29c, per pound for ordinary bark. 

WAHOO. gark of root moved to 
70c per pound and quotations were 
noted up to and including 75c. per 
pound, according to quantity and sell- 
er. Demand is quiet and with offerings 
coming out from the primary market 
at slight concessions from previous 
prices, values may work slightly lower. 

WHITE PINE.—Steady, but not 
moving in quantities above the jobbing 
volume. Quotations adhered to the 
basis of 7@8c per pound, the price 
mentioned depending on quantity. 








Beans 


CALABAR.—Steady and well main- 
tained on the basis of 30@32c. per 
pound, according to quantity and seller. 
Demand is of a jobbing character and 
as supplies are fairly easy at the mo- 
ment, undercurrents remain quiet and 
without much movement. 

CASTOR.—On the spot, 6c. per 
pound has been quoted. Mail advices 
from Calcutta, India, stated that stocks 
and supplies of Madras Coast seeds 
almost nil. Offerings of Bengal and 
up-country sorts small. teady par- 
cels of Bengal and up-country kinds are 
being sold for local consumption at Rs. 
7 to Rs. 8 annas 8 per Bombay maund, 
weight, with gunnies, according to 
quality and quantity without guaran- 
tee or refraction or “Hoomkah”’ for 
prompt delivery, ex-sellers’ ware- 
houses in town, suburbs and Howrah 
Railway freighthouse on the “cash sys- 
tem” generally. Nominal rates for 
clean Bimlipatam and Cocanada seeds 
are about Rs. 20 and Rs. 19, respective- 
ly, per bag of two maunds with gunnies 
landed in Calcutta. There is no de- 
mand for export. Quality fair. 

VANILLA.—Conditions underwent 
no immediate change. Advices re- 
ceived from the primary market for 
Bourbon beans indicate a good cop 
but prices will be well maintained. In 
Mexico present stocks of whole beans 
are put at 50,000 pounds all held close- 
ly in hand. Cuts are said to be out of 
the primary market entirely. Demand 
here is reported steady. Importers are 
giving considerable thought to the 
consumption possibilities of trade with 
North European countries when the 
luxury embargo is raised. Ordinarily 
these countries take up 100 tons of 
each Bourbon crop. Within six months 
at the most it is believed that the em- 
bargo will be raised. Sweden, Nor- 
way and Denmark have already 
bought rather freely here but the 
g00ds are still awaiting shipment. 
Prices on spot held quotably un- 
changed as follows:—Mexican, $4.50@ 
5.50; Bourbon, $3@3.50; South Ameri- 
cans, $3.50@3.75 per pound.

Some factors be- 
lieve that the future progress of the 
market can be only in an upward di- 
rection. Others do not agree and are 
operating from the bear side. Con- 
sumers are not especially interested at 
this time. 

ELDER.—Some heavy rains have 
been in evidence during the past two 
weeks and whether or not the crop has 
been materially damaged cannot be 
learned at this writing. It is a fact 
that the spot market has broken to 
75e. per pound for fair quality goods 
but nothing is as yet offered from the 
new crop in the South. 

INSECT.—Open flowers are quoted 
at 62c. per pound. Undertone con- 
tinued weak, owing to conflict between 
Japanese and European sellers. Ship- 
ment prices have fallen off materially, 
and while normal prices are not pre- 
dicted for the immediate future, it 
seems certain that the consuming 
trade is correct in its bearish attitude. 
Demand is certain to be strong, how- 
ever, and some consumers show inter- 
est in future deliveries quoted at 75c. 
per pound for pure powder. On the 
spot, 85c. per pound is being quoted, 
but the price is subject to possibilities 
of shading. 


‘ LINDEN.—Under moaerate consum- 
ing request, in line with present 
tendency to confine purchases to the 
needs of the moment. With leaves, 
prices are noted at 30@32c. per pound; 
without leaves, the price stood at 48@ 
49c. per pound. The market closed 
quiet and without much interest. 
SAFFRON.—American saffron con- 
tinued to be quoted at 85c. per pound. 
Valencia flowers held quotably un- 
changed at $14.50 per pound, with the 
market rather dull because of demand 
being slack at the moment. As many 
Spanish goods have been rather weak 
in cables, it would not prove surpris- 
ing if further revisions developed in 
Valencia flowers in the near future. 


Herbs and Leaves 


BUCHU.—From all reports coming 
from the primary market—and they 
are not too plentiful—it seems that the 
Cape government has the material well 
under control and there is little chance 
for materially lower costs in the pri- 
mary market for some time to come. 
Several former factors on the _ spot 
have no stocks and have nothing com- 
ing. Supplies here are meagre and 
priced strong at $4 per pound inside 
for short leaves. The quotation is con- 
sidered nominal. 

BELLADONNA.—Easier, at 30@35c. 
per pound, depending on the question 
of test of herb or leaf offered. The 
trade has been urged to buy at this 
time, but so far as could be learned, 
consumers have shown but little in- 
terest and prefer to wait for offers 
direct from growers. 

HOREHOUND.—Demand is circum- 
scribed and devoted to the jobbing 
needs of consumers.

BAN LIFTED ON ALL IMPORTS EXCEPT 
CERTAIN DRUGS, DYES AND CHEMICALS 





Permits for Dyes Issued Only When -No Substitute Can Be Found 
in United States—All Other Commodities May Be Brought 
in Freely Without License 


WASHINGTON, July 15, 1920. 


New rules and regulations governing the importation of controlled commodities 
into the United States were issued today by the War Trade Board Section of the 


State Department. 


Under these rules the general import license which was required 


under rulings issued by the War Trade Board on August 15, 1919, has been revised 
and extended so as to permit the importation into the United States from all coun- 
tries of the world, without individual licenses, of all commodities excepting certain 


stated products. 


The exceptions are synthetic organic drugs, synthetic organic chemicals, dye- 
stuffs, products derived directly or indirectly from coal tar, including crude and in- 


termediate products and mixtures and compounds of such products. 
these excepted commodities individual import licenses wili continue 
This will control the importation of dyestuffs from Germany.

The text of the announcement follows :— 


The War Trade Board Section of the De- 
partment of State announces that general im- 
rt license PBF 37 (War Trade Board ruling 
825, issued August 15, 1919) as revised and 
extended now permits the importation into the 
United States from all countries of the world 
without individual import licenses of all com- 
modities excepting synthetic organic drugs, 
synthetic organic chemicals, dyestuffs, prod- 
ucts derived directly or indirectly from coal- 
tar, including crude and intermediate prod- 
ucts and mixtures and compounds of such 
products, for the importation of which com- 
modities individual import license will con- 
tinue to be required. ; 

All applications for licenses must be made 
in triplicate on Form M provided for the pur- 
pose. The rules and regulations must be 
complied with strictly. 


German Dye Imports 


Licenses for the importation of dyestuffs of 
German make or origin, similar or satisfac- 
tory substitutes of which are obtainable in 
the United States on reasonable terms as to 
prices, quality and delivery, may be granted 
in limited quantities for use of consumers to 
meet their own special manufacturing re- 
quirements, in conformity with special rules 
and raquirements as follows:— 

A letter stating clearly the requirements 
must accompany the application for license. 
Allocation certificates must be secured from 
the War Trade Board Section. On request, 
special forms will be furnished consumers for 
application for allocation certificates, which, 
when granted, will entitle the consumer, on 
import application therefor, to the War Trade 
Board Section, to license for the importation 


of such German dyestuffs as may be enu- 
merated on the allocation certificates. Such 
certificates must be transmitted to the War 
Trade Board Section with completed import 
application (Form M) for license in order to 
receive attention. Allocation certificates may 
be, at the option of the consumer, indorsed 


over to an importer or other person to accom- 
plish such importation, in which case the in- 
dorsee should complete and transmit import 
application (Form M), accompanied by corre- 
sponding allocation certificates, to the War 
Trade Board Section. 


Dyes from Non-Enemy Countries 


Import application (Form M) for licenses for 


the importation of dyestuffs and for interme- 
diates entering into the manufacture of dye- 
stuffs of non-enemy manufacture, must be 
confined to quantities not in excess of six 
months’ manufacturing requirements, f and 
must be accompanied by affidavits or signed 
statements from ultimate consumers to the 
effect, if true, that the dyes, indicating them, 


in the quantities asked for, are not in excess 
of their manufacturing requirements for a 
period of not exceeding six months from the 


date of receipt, and agreeing to notify the 
War Trade Board Section of the date of 
their receipt. In completing import applica- 


tions for license definite information must be 
furnished showing the name of the country in 
which produced and the name and address of 
the producer in order to have applications 
receive attention. 

Licenses are not being granted for the im- 
portation into the United States or its pos- 
sessions of synthetic organic drugs or syn- 
thetic organic chemicals of German make or 
origin if the same drugs or chemicals or sat- 
isfactory substitutes are obtainable in suffi- 
cient quantities from domestic sources on rea- 
sonable terms as to price, quality and de- 
livery to supply domestic requirements. Ac- 
cordingly applications for licenses for the im- 
portation of such commodities from Germany 
or of German make must show the chemical 
as well as the trade name or the chemical 
character or composition, as may be, of each 
article, together with all other information 
available which will serve to aid in its iden- 
tification, including the statement, if true, 
that the article or a satisfactory substitute 
for the purpose is unobtainable in the United 


States, or, if obtainable, is unobtainable 
either in sufficient quantities or in required 


quality or at reasonable terms or delivery; 
further, that the quantity asked for is not in 


excess of six months’ requirements for do- 
mestic consumption. Quantities of these com- 
Modities for consumption in manufacturing 


plants must be accompanied by affidavits or 
Signed statements from the ultimate consum- 
ers along the lines indicated. Appropriate 
Statements in accordance with the foregoing 
from three or more reputable persons should 
accompany import applications for licenses for 
the importation of drugs and medicines of 
German make or origin. 


Six Months’ Requirements 


On receipt of import application (Form M), 
accompanied by appropriate statements that 
the quantities are not in excess of six months’ 
requirements for their own use or for pur- 
Poses of sale to the trade, consideration will 

given the matter of granting licenses for 
the importation, in limited quantities afore- 
Said, of synthetic organic drugs and syn- 
thetic organic chemicals of non-enemy make. 
Definite information must be given the im- 
port application showing the name of the 
country in which the drugs or chemicals are 
Produced and the name of the producer 
abroad, together with the statement that no 
Part of the goods are of German make or 
origin, 
Licenses for the importation of controlled 
Commodities should always be obtained in 


advance of placing orders, and failure so to 
do cannot be accepted as a valid reason for 
granting licenses for the importation of any 
such commodities through any waiver of the 
rules and regulations governing 
tations. 

Native drugs and chemicals in their earthy 
state as mined or grown, and which have been 
subjected to no medical treatment whatever, 
may now be imported into the United States 
from any country in the world without a 
license, the same as before the war, and no 
formalities are now necessary with the War 
Trade Board Section in connection with the 
importation of such commodities. 


Cyanide Cas Poisoning in Foods Un- 


usual, Says U. S. Public 
Health Service 


WASHINGTON, July 16, 1920. 

The possibility of food fumigated with 
cyanide gas causing poisoning of persons 
eating such food is considered extremely 
remote by the United States Public 
Health Service, which conducted experi- 
ments with the problem of absorption of 
the gas by foodstuffs. A summary of the 
results obtained in the experiments has 
been made public by the service as fol- 
lows :— 

Bread and milk, when exposed to the cyan- 
ide gas in the concentration usually advised 
for fumigating tight compartments, did not 
absorb or adsorb sufficient cyanide to cause 
symptoms when fed to white mice. When a 
double amount of cyanide was used and the 
time of exposure was short, no symptoms 
were produced in the mice. When the double 
amount was used and the time of exposure 


such impor- 





was prolonged, symptoms and death of mice 
were produced if the bread and milk were 
offered to mice immediately on removal of 


the food from the fumigating chamber. After 
yne or two hours’ exposure of the food to the 
air no symptoms were produced. 
Comment.—It appears that the symptoms and 
death of the mice were caused by respiration 
of cyanide gas that was given off by the 
bread placed in the jar before sufficient time 
for aeration of the food had elapsed. No 
consumption of the bread by the mice which 
showed symptoms or death from cyanide poi- 
soning was observed. On the contrary, in the 
experiments which gave no symptoms in 
mice, a variable amount of the bread was 
eaten. The absence of symptoms in mice re- 
ceiving food that had been aerated for from 
1 to 2 hours after removal from the fumigat- 
ing chambers also suggests that a _ sufficient 
amount of cyanide fumes may be carried by 
the bread to cause symptoms if the food is 
used immediately, 


Industrial Alcohol Output of 20,000 
Gallons Reported by Successor to 
Whiskey Producer 


TORONTO, July 14, 1920. 
The Canadian Industrial Alcohol Co., of 
Corbyville, Ontario, successor to the 
Corby Distillery Co., is now devoting its 
entire attention to the production of in- 
dustrial alcohol. The output has reached 
20,000 gallons per day, as against 3,000 
gallons of whiskey per day before the 
war, when prohibition haq not endangered 
the prospects of the beverage liquor in- 
dustry. Molasses is the main raw ma- 
terial, this being brought from Cuba and 
delivered in tank cars, as grains are out 
of the question, owing to price. 
he company is the first and only or- 
ganization in Canada to turn its attention 
to the manufacture of alcohol for indus- 
trial purposes, but its success is expected 
to attract competition shortly from other 
distilleries which are now producing 
whiskies for export. At present the prov- 
ince’s dry law does not cover manufac- 
ture, export and import of liquors, but a 
referendum will be taken on the “bone 
dry” issue on October 25 next.

These factors are 
unable to get supplies of the materials 
which are in demand and are loaded 
with materials for which there is very 
little call. At the same time banking 
interests are very tight with their loans 
on these goods and as a result the 
dealers are forced to let go of supplies 
at considerable losses. Many of them 
are in no position to continue this 
course for any length of time. 

Alkali chemicals remain very 
There has been no renewal of either 
domestic or export interests since the 
Japanese panic eliminated that country 
from the field of purchasers. Buying 
abroad has been slack and some offers 
of returned resale material have been 
noted in the spot market. The market, 
of course, is weak on the better offer- 
ings, and this fact is having a con- 
siderable effect on domestic business. 
Buyers are not taking on supplies other 
than those which they need at the 
moment on a declining market. The 
slackness of the soap, textile and glass 
trades is also a factor in the weakness 
of the market and is making the de- 
mand very small indeed. Finer chem- 
icals are also in little request aside 
from a few materials which are in 
light supply and for which a consider- 
able artificial demand has sprung up. 
This demand is largely a dealer to 
dealer affair, and while there is some 
call from the actual consumers, the 
bulk of the business has been between 
resellers, many of whom getting 
the same inquiries.

POTASH CARBONATE—The cal- 
cined 80@85 per cent. grade is still 
obtainable at 17c. per pound. Sellers 
are well supplied with this grade and 
there is some difficulty encountered in 
getting full prices for the supplies 
which are available. Competition is 
keen and doubtless prices could have 
been shaded a bit on a firm offer for 
a large quantity of the material.

ACIDS 


Business in the acid list has been 
running true to the form of the gen- 


eral chemical market. Trading has 
been very quiet and dullness is the 
feature of the market. Action has 


been limited to the small lots needed 
for the immediate use of the buyers, 
and while makers are not receding 
from the prices which they have set 
for their sales and report considerable 
deliveries on contract and not a little 
spot business, second hands are un- 
able to make any headway. Most of 
them have small lots of acid for sale 
which they are offering at really at- 
tractive levels and which they are even 
asking bids in some directions. Buy- 
ers, however, are apparently little in- 
terested in most of the items listed 
and are buying in the same routine 
hand-to-mouth manner which they 
have pursued for the past month or 
more. The summer slump seems to 
have hit the mark harder this year than 
ever, and business is slower than it 
has been for some months. Probably 
the trade is more or less accustomed 
to the enormous demands of war times 
and many factors were hardly prepared 
for the slackness of business with the 
advent of more nearly normal con- 
ditions. 

Mineral acids appear to be in better 
supply than they were a month ago. 
The slowness of the market has given 
the producers an opportunity to catch 
up on their contracts and they are now 
able to offer in good volume for prompt 
shipment. Prices in the hands of these 
factors are pretty well maintained and 
no changes of any far reaching im- 
portance were noted. Some _ factors 
are offering nitric acid slightly below 
the levels which are quoted by others, 
but the remainder of the heavy acids 
are very steady at the levels reported 
a week ago. Finer acids are in little 
demand. Citric and tartaric remain 
very weak at the former levels. Heavy 
supplies are at hand and dealers are 
offering at prices which compare very 
favorably with those asked by the 
makers. This slackness is a surprise 
to the trade and many holders are 
understood to have been badly stuck 
with supplies which they bought 
abroad at very high prices compared 
with the present levels. Other fine 
acids are also in littl demand and 
some concessions are available on sup- 
plies in second hands. Makers are gen- 
erally very firm in their ideas of prices.

the prospects for supplies for the 
future, In some lines the outlook for 
supplies is not the most encouraging. 
The potash situation is one that is at- 
tracting a creat deal of attention, and 
rertainly it is one that cannot be 
looked upon with any degree of satis- 
faction. There was a belief last year 
that there would be a more plentiful 
supply of potash available this sea- 
xon, and instead of this it seems quite 
certain that there is going to be less 
available this year than last, and the 
price is certain to be higher, — The 
prices at which German potash is be- 
ing offered have already been = an- 
nounced and they are considerably 
higher than those named last Novem- 
per. So much higher, in fact, that the 
trade hesitates about placing orders 
It is true that some orders have been 
placed at the schedule named by the 
German producers, but the trade is 
holding back—in spite of the shortage 
of this material—and is far from satis- 
fied with the terms offered, 

More than this, there is a great deal 
of doubt as to whether Germany will 
be able to supply very much potash 
this year at any priec. A well-known 
fertilizer man Who has been in Europe 
for several months investigating the 
foreign situation writes that he is of 
the opinion that the Germans will not 
be able to export very much, as they 
have had so much labor trouble in the 
fields that production has been much 
curtailed. It would seem that other 
countries Which should be in better 
position to know what are the exact 
conditions in Germany than we are 
must be of the opinion that there is 
going to be a real scarcity of potash, 
for both Holland and England are re- 
fusing to issue export licenses for the 
shipment of potash out of those coun- 
tries. Holland is such a close neighbor 
of Germany, and has been so accom- 
modating to Germany in the matter of 
getting out German goods through the 
ports of Holland, that it would seem 
that Holland must think that the pot- 
ash situation is a peculiar one for it to 
endeavor to hold on to the German pot- 
ash that is now in Holland. As soon 
as the armistice was signed England 
took steps to get hold of all the Ger- 
man potash it could, and practically no 
sulphate of potash was permitted to go 
to any country except England. Since 
that time England has been well sup- 
plied, but it would seem that it must 
have come to the conclusion that too 
much of its potash was getting away 
from it. There is so much uncertainty 
about ship room out of German ports 
that there is sure to be a lack of defi- 
niteness about deliveries on orders 
placed for movement that way. 

French producers, as well as their 
German rivals, are having labor 
troubles, and new prices for Alsatian 
potash are still held up. It is certain, 
however, that they will be higher than 
those of last fall. If the development of 
the Alsatian fields under French con- 
trol had been as rapid as it was thought 
that it would be when the mines passed 
into French hands there would be 
a great field for the sale of French 
potash in this country right now. The 
delay in naming prices, however, has 
been the result of the fact that de- 
liveries of goods sold last fall were in 
terfered with, and that all deliveries 
have not yet been completed. 

As far as American potash is con- 
cerned, the outlook is not encouraging 
from the consumers’ standpoint, as 
most of the leading producers are sold 
up to next December. 

The potash situation is certainly 
most unsatisfactory

In England sulphate of am- 
monia for home consumption is quoted 
at £23 10s. per ton, but the export 
price is something of a mystery. Eng-

£50 a ton has been paid recently. Eng- 
land is making the same effort to fur- 
nish home consumers with cheap sul- 
phate of ammonia at the expense of the 
foreigner than Germany is making to 
furnish its farmers with potash at half 
the prices it charges the rest of the 
world, Since Japan stopped buying in 
this country and threw a large amount 
of sulphate of ammonia back on the 
market the export business has not 
been as active as it was before, but 
the reduction in the price promises to 
cause a renewal of the demand 

There is a good export demand for 
this season of the year for phosphates; 
and rock producers will be a long time 
in catching up with the business they 
had in hand.

NITROGEN FERTILIZERS 

BLOOD TANKAGE.—There has been 
little change in the tankage situation 
this week, the market having a very 
firm undertone at the same level it 
Was quoted at last week. There is no 
pressure of stocks on the market, and 
the demand is good for this season of 
the year. The price of competing 
materials is high enough to furnish a 
firm foundation for quoted — prices. 
Ground tankage, f. o. b. Chicago, is 
quoted at $7.75 and 10c. Concentrated 
is quoted at $7.: 


7.25. 

DRIED BLOOD.—There has been 
some blood received at this port from 
South America, and more is said to 
be one the way. This has made the 
local market a little easier, and the 
quotation is $8 this week, a decline 
of 25¢. In the main, however, the mar- 
ket is firm and domestic producers are 
not inclined to do any price cutting. 
The demand from feeders is light at 
this season of the vear, but there will 
be a demand for all there is in the 
market with the fertilizer manufactur- 
ers competing with the feeders later 
on, and producers can afford to wait 
until the demand brings the price up 
to their ideas of values—at least this 
is the way they seem to regard the 
situation. 

FISH SCRAP.—The reports’ from 
Chesapeake waters as to the catch are 
fairly good, but the scrap is being sold 
this season before the fish are caught, 
and the market holds well although 
there has been a little shading of the 
price of dried scrap this week. It is 
now quoted at $7.60 and 10c., f. 0. b. 
factories, but prompt delivery is not 
absolutely guaranteed. There is very 
little wet offering, and the price re- 
mans nominally unchanged at $6.50 and 
50c. Ground scrap is quoted at $100 
a ton. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The 
peculiar fact about the sulphate of 
ammonia situation is that while the 
price for bulk, f. o. b, factory, has not 
declined, but is very firm with little 
offering, there has been a_ decided 
break in the price of goods, f. a. s. 
New York, in double bags—in other 
words, a decline in the export price. 
brokers have for some time found it 
difficult to buy from producers at $5.50, 
bulk, f. o. b. works, and sales this week 
are reported at as high as $5.65. On 
the other hand, the price in bags, 
f. a. s. New York, has come down from 
$7@7.10 to $6.25@6.50. The reason for 
this has been a decrease in the « xport 
demand, and the fact that there has 
been a good deal of second hand goods 
on the market ever since the financial 
trouble in Japan Japanese buyers 
had placed large orders, and the goods 
they could not move to the Orient has 
been coming back on the market It 
seems that England has been going 
after more export business England 
has been furnishing its domestic con- 
sumers with sulphate of ammonia at 
about half of its export price, so it 
can be seen what a margin of profit 
there is in it if it can get an export 
business at the export prices it has 
been asking There are indications 
that there will be a decided improve 
ment in the export demand now that 
the price has been reduced, but it 
can hardly for the time being be as 
ictive as it was when Japan was buy- 
ing so freely. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—There is a 
free movement of nitrate of soda to 
this country at this time, and if it 
was not for the combination of Chil- 
ian producers the price would prob- 
ably be steadily declining. As it is it 
seems somewhat difficult to hold it 


steady. While the spot price is nom- 
inally $3.85, there are evidences that 
it is being shaded.

POTASHES 


The outlook for a liberal supply of 
potash for next season is not at all 
good. The supply promises to be small 
and prices high. Neither Germany or 
France have been able to live up to 
expectations as to potash production. 
The Germar companies by getting 
good American money for some of 
their goods last year have been able to 
pay large dividends in depreciated 
marks, but the potash industry of 
Germany is not living up to the claims 
made by the propagandists and will 
not be what it was before the war in 
very many years—if ever. The prices 
being asked for German potash are 
ridiculously high — it is consid- 
ered that it is demanded that the buyer 
pay for the goods in dollars in Ger- 
many and assume all risks of trans- 
portation at a time when ship room 
out of Germany is very hard to get. 
The news that Holland is refusing ex- 
port licenses to German potash makes 
the situation of the German produ- 
cers worse than ever, as most Amer- 
ican consumers who had any idea of 
buying German potash this year ex- 
pected to get it out through Holland. 
England is holding tightly to what it 
has, and refusing to grant export li- 
censes. France expected by this time 
to be doing wonders with the Alsa- 
tlan fields which the defeat of Ger- 
Many placed in its hands. Produc- 
on in this district has been inter- 
fered with by a political dispute as to 
who gets the profits, and labor trou- 
bles in France and also in Germany 
have greatly curtailed the output.

tion to the rolling stock of the railroads can 
be made. The check up on the movement asa 


result of the utter inability of the transporta- 
tion lines to handle the traflic offered has 
perhaps never been as great as it is now. 
Kiven during the war the fertilizer men ex- 
perienced no greater difficulties and were per- 
haps even better off than they are at present 
in the matter of facilities for making ship- 
ments Consequently it is to be regarded as 
ff the utmost importance for the buyers of 
mixtures to place their orders without delay, 
so that the factories know a long time in 
advance what wi.l be expected of them and 
can take advantage of every opportunity that 
may be offered to get shipments under way. 
In addition, it is to be said that the belief 
is becoming more pronounced rather than less 
definite that the manufacturers of mixtures 
will have takers for all of the supplies which 
they can possibly turn out Contrary to 
the expectations entertained by many users of 
mixtures that the range of prices might be 
expected to go lower, the quutations have been 
marked up, those on some of the materials 
having gone up perhaps 25 per cent This 
proves the wisdom of the advice given some 
time ago to buy early and not wait for any 
decline. 

FISH SCRAP.—Advices from down the bay 
are to the effect that the vessels of the men- 
haden fleet have been fairly busy throughout 
the last week, and that the catch was good. 
It might be overstating it to say that the 
hauls attained extraordinary proportions, but 
the fleet seems to be doing sufficiently well 
for the companies “operating the craft to feel 
decidedly encouraged. Of course, there are 
also statements made that the yield of fish 
has been indifferent, but these adviecs are 
declared by some members of the trade to err 
upon the side of conservatism.+ The weather 
has been favorable for operations on the 
fishing grounds, with temperatures moderately 
high, but with the humidity heavy, which 
helped the fishermen. The factories seem able 
to dispose of fish scrap readily enough, having 
orders ahead for large quantities of the am- 
moniate. The quotations remain around $7.50 
and 10, down the bay, a figure which, in view 
of all the circumstances, is to be regarded as 
reasonable 
TANKAGE.—The market for tankage has 
been decidedly quiet during the last week, but 
the interest in this material has continued 
unabated, with every prospect that the pro- 
ducers will experience no difficulty in dispos- 
ing of their supplies unless the obstacles im- 
posed upon distribuiion by the scarcity of 
railroad cars are more formidable even than 
they have seemed Western tankage is not 
cutting much of a figure in this market, 
which is relatively fully as firm as that in the 
States away from the Atlantic coast. There 
is every reason to believe that tankage will 
continue to command govod, even attractive, 
prices, and that such a thing as overproduc- 
tion is not to be feared. The current quota- 
tions continue around $8.30 and 10 for 11 and 
15 high grade ground tankage, c. a. f. basis 
Baltimore, with no indications whatever of 
a weakening in the trade, and the interest 
of prospective buyers active despite the sur- 
face appearance of uneventfulness. 

GROUND BLOUD.—No developments that 
might have caused even a slight weakening in 
the market for blood are to be reported. The 
interest down South in this ammoniate is as 
keen as ever, and the output of the packers 
in this section is being taken up rapidly 
enough when the difficulties under which ship- 
ments must be made are considered The 
prices quoted remain around $8.40, c. a. f. 
basis Baltimore, with no indication now that 
the sellers would be disposed to take mate- 
rially less. Of course, here and there figures 
are always shaded, but any concessions made 
are without moment 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—The question in the 
acid phosphate trade is altogether one of abil- 
ity on the part of the producers to take care 
of the orders that are being offered, with 
every indication that those buyers who delay 
will find themselves in the end without wants 
satisfied. The quotations are still at $18.50 
for 14 per cent. and at $20 for 16 per cent, 
but there is talk of sellers holding out for 
higher returns, and according to report sume 
business has been taken on the basis of $20.50 
for 16 per cent. In the Middle West the 
situation seems to be even stronger, with the 
asking prices as high as $21.50 and even $22. 
As far as can be learned no such figures are 
being realized here, but the fact remains 
that the inquiry is very active and that the 
domestic buyers have sharp competition from 
some of the foreign countries. The car short-

ket for sulphate of ammonia. Stocks come 
into the market with such infrequency that 
many members of the trade are without quota- 
tions, the market, for that matter, being ir- 
regular and prices depending largely upon the 
conditions surrounding sales. Foreign pro- 
ducers still have no surplus to spare, appar- 
ently, and such supplies as could be obtained 
would probably brimg upwards of $7. Judging 
from the lack of activity in the domestic 
market, the home production continues to go 
in large part to other countries. 

POTASH.—For some reason which no one 
here seems to know, importers’ potash prices 
are not yet out, and when they will be made 
public is uncertain. It is stated, however, 
that the orders outstanding for French potash 
are being rapidly filled, and that the near 
future may see the end of them, with the 
imports not so large as to produce an excess 
on this side, but with the trade seemingly 
in shape to take considerably more of the 
material. The figures mentioned remain at 

for kainit and manure salt, and at 
$2.60 for muriate, with domestic supplies per- 
haps around $2.50, 

BONE.—An active inquiry for bone, together 
with the fact that stocks are practically 
cleaned up in every division of the trade, has 
resulted in forcing the quotations higher. Sell- 
ers are now asking $53 for 3 and 5V0 ground 
steamed bone and as much as $59 for 4% and 
48 ground raw bone, a rise in both divisions of 
about $2, with steamed bone rather stronger 
relatively even than raw stocks. The supply 
appears to be very scant, and the readiness 
of the buyers to take up stocks explains the 
further marking up of the figures. 


ATLANTA 


ATLANTA, Ga., July 15, 1920. 

Vast improvement the last two weeks has 
brought good crop prospects, and they are now 
talking 2,000,000 bales for Georgia, against 
1,200,000 a month ago. All of which is hold- 
ing the fertilizer market generally pretty 
strong.

FISH OILS 


The fish oil market ruled quiet in 
the period, reflecting the dull tone of 
vegetable oil market. Quotations on 
principal oils in this group were much 
higher a year ago than now, and ob- 
servers are pessimistic. Costs today 
are higher in the producing end of the 
business, and yet buyers have views 
far below those of sellers. There is 
a feeling that some holders may have 
to sacrifice stocks to secure cash, es- 
pecially as banks and other financial 
institutions are urging liquidations. 
There continues to be a surplus of last 
season’s oil, holders of crude men- 
haden oil asserted. tefiners have not 
been noting demand of late, and this 
is keenly felt by crude handlers. 

High freight rates are expected to 
become operative the latter part of 
next month or early in September, sa) 
those who take an optimistic view, ex- 
plaining that this seems to presage the 
receipt of orders from consumers and 
others whose aim will be to secure 
deliveries before the rates are ad- 
vanced. There has been improvement 
in traffic facilities. 

There are a number of people who 
are of the opinion that the holding of 
menhaden oil will be again possible, as 
in the years that have preceded this. 
This oil has been a notable exception 
in times when other oils were sacri- 
ficed. Correspondents in a number of 
fishing-centers report intention § at 
present to withhold stocks from a weak 
market such as now. exists. One 
writes:—‘It is quite certain that the 
bulk of the menhaden oil produced in 
the Western gulf will not be offered on 
a 60-cent market, as at least two-thirds 
of the stocks in the gulf is in very 
strong hands, able to hold on specu- 
lation.” 

Most of the fish oils of the, minor 
sort are moving to a small routine de- 
mand only. Reports on these, as well 
as the others of the more important 
kind, are reported under’ separate 
headings below.

Settling Mexico’s Petroleum Problem 


Mexico’s long vexing petroleum question seems 
on the eve of being settled. For years American citi- 
zens and the citizens of other countries who had pur- 
chased large areas of petroleum lands in Mexico and 
started to drill oil wells lived literally on the crust of 
a volcano. One could never be certain of what the 
morrow had in store. Any Mexican bandit who 
could muster about him a gang of marauding cut- 
throats levied heavy toll upon foreign oil operators. 
Reigning governments (they change with rapidity in 
that turbulent country) were not loath to follow suit. 
Surrounded by all manner of restrictive and con- 
fscatory laws, drilling and boring for oil on the 
part of those who in perfect good faith had in- 
vested millions in Mexican oil lands were hampered 
and in many instances made impossible. American 
pioneers tell many tales of hurried rides across the 
border, fleeing for their lives before the hordes of 
bandits that either could not be controlled by the 
Mexican Government or worked hand in glove 
with it. 

All this, however, gives promise of being changed. 
The ousting of the Carranza regirne seems to have 
given birth to a new relationship, one that bids fair 
to work out to the satisfaction of the de la Huerta 
government and the oil interests. The new Mexican 
Government is not so dictatorial as the old. It 
shows evidence of a willingness to hear and heed 
the pleas of the oil interests for assurance that they 
will be permitted to carry on their work of develop- 
ment in freedom. 

President de la Huerta has promised that the 
rights of American holders of property in Mexico 
will be fully protected. He has made it clear, how- 
ever, that the government will insist upon the prin- 
ciple of national ownership of the soil, but has added 
that the controversies now existing because of the 
issuance of conflicting grants will be settled in a 
manner that will be just to all. 

The Carranza-Cabrera tax schedule, which was 
the one applied by the de la Huerta government to 
the shipments of oil during May and June, will be 
abolished, and another more equitable tax rate pro- 
mulgated. The Carranza-Cabrera schedule, which 
was inaugurated during the last days of the Car- 
ranza regime, represents considerable increases over 
the schedule of taxes heretofore paid by the oil com- 
panies, and the de la Huerta government does well 
to recognize its injustice. 

Negotiations now under way between the Ameri- 
can oil interests and the revolutionary Mexican Gov- 
ernment will doubtless be concluded by the time this 
issue of the Reporter reaches its subscribers. It is 
expected that the question of the ownership of land 
will be settled by the issuance of a decree by Presi- 
ent de la Huerta granting owners of oil properties 
a five-year period in which to file claims to land 

ich was theirs either by direct sale or lease. Fail- 
ure to file claims within the specified period will 
mean that others will then have the right to file 
claims to the same property. Such an arrangement, if 
carried out, will act as a decided stimulus to the 
evelopment of the oil resources of Mexico, for it 
means that when the claims are finally awarded, the 
night to drill for oil will become the exclusive and 
Permanent prerogative of the claimant.

- So far as can be learned, there have been no nego- 
tiations over the question of the non-retroactive feat- 
ures of the petroleum provisions of the Carranza 
constitution. Article 27 of the constitution will not 
be changed, it is understood, but will be given a 
much more liberal interpretation than in the past. 
This is akin to the attitude of the Carranza authori- 
ties, which led to considerable friction and dissatis- 
faction in the past. Whether the new administration 
will indeed take the broader view of the question re- 
mains to be seen. When oil companies bought oil 
lands or rights to produce oil on lands in Mexico, 
those rights were just as much vested rights as own- 
ership of a producing well. The petroleum national- 
izing provisions of the Carranza constitution should 
be interpreted as being non-retroactive as to all vested 
rights and not merely as to producing wells alone. 

President de la Huerta has admitted that the 
Carranza decrees contained many provisions that 
were unjust, and this must be taken as an indication 
of the attitude he will evince in the future. Intima- 
tions have been received that the new decree will give 
oil property holders preference in development, 
whether their property was acquired before or after 
the 1917 measures were enacted. Rentals will be 
charged for the lands, but it is believed that these 
will be materially reduced. 

As time goes on the United States will be forced 
to look more and more to outside sources for its 
petroleum supplies. Mexico is the nearest and most 
logical country from which these supplies can be 
expected. Our present oil imports from Mexico, al- 
ready large, will doubtless be greatly augmented as 
the new attitude of the de la Huerta government 
makes itself felt. In aiding Mexico to solve its petro- 
leum problem, American oil interests, therefore, are 
working in the best interest of the United States. 
With an era of peace inaugurated beyond the Rio 
Grande, much of the jingoistic talk of interference in 
Mexico’s affairs should disappear. All efforts should 
now be concentrated upon settling Mexico’s internal 
difficulties, so that the oil interests may carry out all 
their plans for development.

Fields Show Continued Activity 


Field reports from the several producing sections 
of the United States continue to show that producers 
are doing their uttermost to keep their output up to 
previous levels by replacing worn out wells with new 
ones or deepening and reworking old ones. Wild- 
catters, too, are shown to be doing their best to find 
new fields or pools worthy of extensive development. 
Scarcity of casing materials continues to be reported 
from some sections, though others indicate that there 
has been some improvement in that regard and they 
are able more readily to obtain their needs. How- 
ever, the shortage of this well-drilling necessity con- 
tinues acute in places and continues to impede or 
actually prevent furtherance of development projects. 
Other handicaps are noted in various instances, one 
being the weather in certain sections, which report 
that extreme heat has prevailed recently, with the 
result that workers have found it more convenient to 
lay off work than to continue at the risk of their 
health in the hot weather. This has been true of the 
coastal regions and the North Central Texas fields 
especially. But, on the other hand, there has seldom 
been so busy a period of activity as that reported for 
the last week from the high-grade fields east of the 
Mississippi River. 

Despite these handicaps, it can readily be seen 
that the men who are responsible for the nation’s 
supplies of petroleum are doing their best when a 
glance is given at the recently published figures of 
June work in comparison with the results obtained 
in May. The field reports for the month of June 
show that completed wells totaled 3,124, establish- 
ing a new high mark, being an increase of 141 over 
that of May, in which the previous record was es- 
tablished. New production obtained amounted to 
265,939 barrels, against 284,664 barrels in the 
previous month. The largest decrease was reported 
from the North Louisiana fields, about 37,400 bar- 
rels. Gulf Coast decreased 8,600 barrels and 
Kentucky-Tennessee 1,200 barrels. The largest 
gain was made in the North Texas fields, which 
added over 23,000 barrels to the previous month’s 
figures. At the close of the month there were | 1,087 


rigs and wells drilling. This establishes a new high 
record and is an increase of 223 over the May report. 
About 83 per cent. of the new production was ob- 
tained from the Mid-Continent field, which had apy 
proximately 68 per cent. of new work under way at 
the close of the month. Wyoming reported fourteen 
more completions, with a gain of 2,765 barrels in 
new production compared with May. At the close 
of the month there were 562 rigs and wells drilling, 
a gain of ten over the previous month’s figures.

Some of the fields in their current weekly reports 
show but little of especial interest. Others, notably 
the Kansas and West Texas groups, report progress 
with new developments which are of extreme interest 
to the oil fraternity. Another field report which 
is presented in this issue and is worthy of some close 
study is that from the Roumanian fields. Production 
figures are given for the year 1919 together with 
some other important data. 





Eastern 


Within the last week the high-grade oil fields 
east of the Mississippi river have scored one of their 
most notable recérds. There was a total of 200 
new wells completed showing a new daily produc- 
tion of 5,134 barrels. This represented a gain of 
89 finished wells and 1,014 barrels of oil. Drillers, 
operators and other workers in the fields returned 
to their work after a few days holiday and showed 
renewed vigor with the result that the week under 
review will go down as one of the most busy known 
to the high-grade fields in many a day. The results 
obtained speak for themselves and may be said to 
show emphatically that the oil man is most enthu- 
siastically interested in his work. The most intense 
work of the week was noted in the fields located 
in the western areas of Kentucky. Extension after 
extension has recently been found in that region, and 
the result has been that the rich pools in the State 
have been gradually opened up until today they are 
close to the border of Tennessee with the result that 
the activity is becoming pronounced in the latter 
State. Kentucky oil runs for the week aggregated 
204,974 barrels, a gain of 5,256 barrels over the 


previous week. 





Canada 


While all of the fields of Canada continue to show 
steady work being done, there has occurred but little 
of new interest. This is so of Alberta in general 
and of Ontario. There has been some talk lately of 
the possibility of discovering some new oil fields in 
Northern Ontario along the shores of James and 
Hudson Bays, and a special prospecting party has 
recently been started for there. This follows the 
issuance of a report of an investigation of the ter- 
ritory by a Dominion Government geologist. 





Kansas 


The weekly report on developments in the Kan- 
sas fields shows that there has been the usual amount 
of work accomplished, in so far as new work was 
concerned, and at the same time there were a num- 
ber of completions noted which were of more than 
passing interest. These latter were especially impor- 
tant in the Fox-Bush field, in southeast Butler county, 
where eight good wells were put on the pump and 
at the end of the week were producing 75 to 150 
barrels daily. At that time there were five more 
wells nearing the top or in the pay sand. Severak 
important tests were also reported as having been 
started for the purpose of extending the field. Allto- 
gether, it was stated the Fox-Bush field at the end 
of the week under review showed more work going 
on than any other part of the State. Outside of the 
Fox-Bush there were some other important reports 
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of progress. This was especially true of the Covert 
district, where much excitement was caused during 
the week by the drilling in of the ““Doctor’s Hope” 
well. Final work of drilling in was delayed for sev- 
eral days in order to allow a number of Kansas City 
doctors to reach the scene, and a barbecue was held 
when the work had been completed. In the Peabody 
district there were several wildcats under way which 
were last reported as holding the attention of the 
fraternity in that field, as they are regarded as of 
much importance. 





Kansas 

There has been much attention given recently by 
the oil fraternity in the Kansas fields to the work 
going on in the Fox-Bush field, which has more new 
work going on at present than at any time in its 
history. In fact this district has more work now 
under way than any other portion of the State of 
Kansas, and the natural result is that there aressome 
very high hopes held for the future in that district. 
Within the past month the district has provided a 
number of very good producers, and this has caused 
the belief that some very good ones are due to come 
in as a result of the present activity, which is being 
stimulated greatly by this feeling. Within the week 
covered in the current field report the, field gave 
eight good producers. A\ll produced from 75 to 
150 barrels daily. There are five more wells on 
top of the sand or nearing it. 





Nevada. 

A strong showing of oil and gas in the Fallon 
field of Nevada recently has caused considerable 
excitement in this newest of potential oil fields, and 
the result has been a spurt in leasing activity and the 
making of locations for tests by the numerous inter- 
ests which have acquired holdings in the field. 





North Louisiana 


The proven fields of the Northern Louisiana group 
showed comparatively few completions for the week, 
though there has been much work going on. In fact, 
it is stated that at no time previous in the history of 
oil in the State has there been so much activity as 
there is at present under way in the Homer field. A 
number of s=:all ccmpletions has been reported 
from that { el: .- the v.cek, and there have been some 
few fairly in~>> ones recently. There is also much 
work goin~ terward in the wildcat regions of East 
Texas, West Louisiana and Arkansas, and many of 
the tests which are going down have reached interest- 
ing depths, with the result that some exciting news 
may be received at most any time now. This serves 
to keep the workers in a high state of excitement, 
with many fully prepared at all times to start a rush 
to the scene of a new field as quickly after the receipt 


‘of the news as may be possible—and generally it is 


pretty quick.

North Central Texas 
Extreme hot weather has had the effect of stop- 


ping the development of many projects in the North 
Central Texas fields within the last week, but despite 
this condition the weekly report shows that there was 
considerable work accomplished. ‘The greatest ac- 
tivity noted was in the Stephen county region where 
the greatest interest of the operators is apparently 
centered at this time. Their attention has been at- 
tracted to this county lately by reason of the estab- 
lishment of a three-mile extension to the Ward tract 
wells and the bringing in of a big gusher on the 
northwestern edge of the Breckenridge pool. In 
addition to this, the operators have been giving much 
attention to the Kemp-Munger-Allen pool lately 
They regard this region as of exceptional importance 
just now because of the recent extensions of the new 
Bogar-Ard-Maer district. The total daily average 
production for the North Central fields during the 
week under review was 203,484 barrels, which com- 
pares with 200,204 barrels in the previous period, 
or a gain of 3,280 barrels daily.

Roumania 


Nothing of new interest has occurred in the 
Roumanian fields since the last report received from 
the Reporter correspondent at Bucharest} it is stated. 
Uncertainty as to the future of the export trade of 
the country continues to dominate all operations with 
the result that there has been a let-up in activity. 
Another factor has been the appointment of a govern- 
ment commission to fix prices both for export and 
domestic business. Because of the prevailing con- 
ditions production has assumed a stationary status 
and new work has not been actively pushed to any 
great extent. April production for the Roumanian 
fields was placed at 91,095 metric tons as against 
79,151 in March, the increase being large, due to 
the bringing in of some large eruptive wells. 


West Texas 


One of the most productive oil areas in the West 
Texas wildcat field is believed to be on the verge 
of opening up west of Callahan county in Glasscock 
and Mitchell countries. Two tests have struck oil 
in these counties with no gas at the first showing of 
oil, but a strong pressure gradually becoming notice- 
able since. Considerable work is being done in 
Howard, Tom Green and other counties, but nothing 
of an especially interesting nature had been reported 
up to the end of the week. 








REFINED PRODUCTS 


The market ruled fairly steady in the week, stocks 
of some items continuing to be scanty. There has 
been some improvement in traffic conditions. Interest 
was manifested in the announcement of the State 
Department granting trade privilege with Russia, 
for it will bring nearer to fruition the obtaining of 
heavy medicinal oils. At present, even with the 
most favorable conditions, it is thought that none of 
this oil will be available from Russia for about a 
year from now. There are a number of firms—at 
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least one in New York—which has had this type 
of oil held up at Riga since pre-war days, It js 
expected that a representative of the Russian ojj 
people will arrive shortly from Russia, and that he 
will make his headquarters for a time in New York 
city. The market here in this type of oil is strong 
but what effect the advent of new oil will have 
can not be conjectured, except from the standpoint 
that it will lower prices on domestic heavy medicina| 
oil which is now being used here, as well as ey. 
ported to Germany in place of the Russian oil which 
had been in the hands of the German capitalists when 
it was available. It was explained that light wil 
soon be thrown on the effort to release property jg 
Russia effected by the control ordered by the Soviets 
Word has reached people interested in California oils 
here, among them handlers of heavy medicinal oils, 
that, due to the shortage there, it has been found jm. 
possible by a big interest to continue to supply the 
Reno section, and that dependence has been placed 
on other refiners in a number of instances. Prices jp 
Reno have been advanced 5c. per gallon on gasoline. 
Some grades of waxes have been augmented be. 
cause of easing up in rail situation, etc. 

Clients of refiners are given preference in supply. 
ing needs, it was stated to a representative of the 
Reporter on the 14th by a man who was discussing 
the buying at present of blended oils. “‘Later on,” 
said he, ‘these buyers may not be able to get blended 
oils, and when they seek supplies of certain large 
refiners they will be told there is nothing available 
but stocks for steady trade.” 

A refiner’s agent has this to say anent tank cars 
and the zone system of charges :— 

‘The extreme scarcity of tank cars and their high 
cost, both on purchase and rental basis, make it 
necessary that bulk prices bear some relation to the 
distance of the destination from the shipping point, 
Please note from slip enclosed, as well as price list, 
that hereafter our bulk prices include the free use of 
tank cars in the first postal zone and that there will 
be a one-half cent extra charge made for destinations 
in the second postal zone, with one-fourth cent addi- 
tional charge for destinations in each additional postal 
zone. Bulk buyers will assist the present situation 
materially by seeing that cars are unloaded promptly 
and rushed back to shipper without delay.” 





Chicago Refined Products 


The Chicago market for refined products has 
been consistently firm throughout the past week 
despite many unfavorable conditions. Railroad em- 
bargoes and impediments to transportation have tied 
up much material, but the demand has been s 
insistent that these goods have been moved when it 
was well nigh deemed impossible. ‘This has had 
the effect of keeping prices up to previous levels 
while at the same time keeping any slack from the 
market. Fuel oil has held steady throughout, with 
naphthas strong, but kerosene rather dull but steady in 
tone. Gas oil holds its own as to price and tone 
despite the off season.

190 Producing Wells 


While the spring weather was very bad 
nd delaye¢ the shipment of necessary 
field equipment, during the past month 
eater activities than were ever known 
pefore have been going on there. It is 
reported that there are about 190 produc- 
ing wells, including capped wells (thirty) 
and about fifteen new wells in process of 
arijling and some twenty derricks erected 
Shere drilling is to be started.

When these new lines are completed (in 
sixty or ninety days) it is claimed that 
the pipe line capacity will be 60,000 
parrels a day. The potential production 
from the capped in wells is believed to be 
such that oil will be immediately avail- 
able for the lines. ‘ i 
ying the possibilities from_cappe 
oles well located on section 15, called 
the Wild Bill claim, was released a few 
weeks ago and reported ran better than 
4000 barrels a day for some time, then 
settled down to better than 2,500 barrels. 
The well on section 25, which was re- 
ported as good for 20,000 barrels from 
the lower sand at the time it came in has 
been flowing about 4,000 barrels a day, 
pinched in to the limit. 


Pipe Line Runs 


During June, 1920, the pipe lines have 
reported from the field as running 35,000 
parrels a day, some 26,000 barrels from 
current production and 9,000 barrels from 
storage, With storage about used the last 
of June and current production running 
35,000 barrels. The releasing of capped 
wells will allow for storage to be filled 
up again. 

The Midwest Refining Co., which does 
all of the operating for the principal con- 
trolling factor, that is the Salt Creek 
Producers’ Association and its_ subsid- 
jaries, the Midwest Oil Co., the Wyoming 
Associated Oil Co. and the Wyoming Olr 
Fields Co., has a very large equipment of 
motor trucks which bowl over the forty- 
five miles of what is called a road at 
great speed and heavily laden with casing 
and rig timbers. The contrast and the 
added speed with which operations may 
be handled, as compared with the old 
sixteen-horse hitch transportation facili- 
ties used in the past is quite marked. 

A concrete road about seven miles out 
from Casper makes one believe he is in 
the country of good roads but the balance 
of the way to the field more than offsets 
the seven miles of good road. This road 
is part of a State highway to be built 
some time in the future. 

The Midwest has quite a large gasoline 
from gas plant, nine units, and the gaso- 
line produced is sent on to the refinery 
at Casper, through a 2-inch line. An- 
other installation is to be made of equal 


size. 
Largest Independent 


The E. T. Williams Oil Co. is the larg- 
est independent operator in the Salt 
Creek field, as you may see from the 
production returns.

Glass Sand Found 


At Lovell, in the northern part of the 
State, there has been erected a very fine 
and substantial glass factory to run by 
gas from the Byron and adjoining fields. 
it was reported that the people who 
started this plant went shy on money, 
but $175,000 of Kansas City capital has 
been raised and work is to proceed. Be- 
sides the gas a very important point to 
consider is the fact that northern Wyom- 
ing has quite sizable deposits of excel- 
lent glass sand. 

There has also been erected a tile fac- 
tory at Lovell. The large sugar beet 
factory erected by the Great Western 
Sugar Co., at Lovell, some three years 
ago also uses gas from Byron. The car- 
bon black plant of Larrabee Brothers has 
been removed from Lovell to Thermopo- 
lis, Wyo. 


At Cowley, Wyo., is the Iarge carbon 
black plant of the Midland Carbon Co., 
securing gas from Byron, but the gas is 
first run through the absorption plant 
(Sayboldt) operated by the Eastern Fuel 
Co. There is also a small oil refinery 
at Cowley. 


Gas Wells at Mantua 


At Mantua are located the gas wells of 
the ‘‘McMahan Gas Field,’’ which are 
coming into prominence through the 
agitation for supplying Billings with gas. 
Several of the leading interests of Bill- 
ings feel that the time is at hand to pipe 
gas from Wyoming into Billings, not 
only as a source of supply for the sugar 
beet factory and householders, but as a 
means of inducing oil refining and other 
industries to Billings. Billings is a very 
live city, a very important railroad center, 
the N. P. and G. N. and the Burlington 
entering there. This has led to the estab- 
lishment of distributing warehouses by 
the principal jobbers, and some four to 
five hundred traveling men go out from 
Billings every week. 


It has been the general line to laugh 
at the possibilities of Billings as a re- 
finery center, the reason being given that 
there is not enough oil near by. Taking 
the history of the oil business, it hardly 
pays for any one to sneeze at some 
place where they are not operating. A 
couple of years ago all the large operating 
companies sent their geologists to look 
over the Osage field, and every one 
turned it down, as a result a few men got 
together and drilled in the field; now all 
the large companies are breaking their 
necks to buy in. 

The principal trouble with the northern 
part of the State of Wyoming has been, 
ever since the Big Muddy field came in 
in 1916, of the controlling companies to 
try and shut off and ridicule prospects 
that might tempt independent refiners to 
come in ang develop a new field and 
build a refinery. 


To Make Billings Refining Center 


This summer (1920) has seen a great 
race for Montana, and as some of the 
representatives have wended their way 
back from their journeys north, realiza- 
tion that it’s time to watch their step and 
fine-tooth comb the northern Wyoming 
section with the end in view of making 
Billings a refining center. 

Regarding the matter of supplying gas 
to Billings at the present time is a de- 


cidedly different matter than was the 
case in 1915 and 1916. The high price 
of coal, the fact that even ‘dry’ gas 


has possibilities through the absorption 
process, means that all the gas may be 
washed, thereby producing a profit and 
leave the gas in a better condition for 
fuel. To show how the feeling on this 
matter is, the idea is to even go to 
Oregon Basin, as source of part of supply 
for Billings. Another important matter 
along chemical lines is the proposed de- 
velopment of the lime deposits of the 
Big Horn Basin. 


Elk Basin Field 


The Elk Basin field which is in both 
Wyoming and Montana, is holding up in 
good shape through cleaning out of the 
wells, and plans are on foot for coor well 
drilling, which offers great possibilities. 

A structure just across the line from 
Wyoming, at Warren, Montana, is about 
to be drilled, ang it is reported that oper- 
ations ate to be resumed on the well, 
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down about 1,400 feet, on the Little 
Polecat structure. 
Around Thermopolis activities are in- 


creasing on the Hamilton Drive, Warm 
Springs Dome, Zimmerman Dome and rig 
up to try again on the Owl Creek. 

At Midway Dome, half way from 
Casper to Salt Creek, the Midwest Refin- 
ing Company is down about 1,800 feet on 
a well contracted to go 4,500 feet. This 
structure is reported about 8,000, and 
should it come in is in line for the Mid- 
west pipe line. 


Lance Creek Field 


The Lance Creek field seems to be a 
deaq one for the present. The produc- 
tion is reported to be about 600 barrels 
a day. The gasoline plant erected for 
the Ohio Oil Co. is hung up, and it is 
doubted whether it will ever be finished. 
There doesn’t appear to have been any 
justification for the enormous sums of 
money wasted in this field. The Ohio 
started a well on the strength of their 
geologist’s report, expecting to find oil 
at 1,900 feet, but nothing appeared, and 
work was continued to better than four 
thousand feet, when oil was struck, and 


all the large companies fell all over 
themselves to get aboard. It was only a 
game for the large companies, but the 


way they jumped in, considering also the 
title situation, amazed every one. The 
losses charged off must be great. 


The Big Muddy field, were one to judge 
by the number of derricks standing, might 
be considered a world-beater, but it is 
anything but that. 


The McWhorter Refinery at Lusk, near 
Lance Creek field, is being changed over, 
as new interests are in control. Mr. 
McWhorter, who controls the McWhorter 
process, has interesteg some people, and 
it is reported that a string of small re- 
fineries are to be erected in Wyoming, 
to handle black oil, from which results 
unobtainable by any other process may 
be secured. A small plant is reported 
erected at the Moorcroft field. 


Additions to Refineries 


The additions being made to the re- 
fineries of the Midwest and Standard of 
Indiana at Casper are of the highest 
type of construction and leads one to be- 
lieve that these interests have faith in the 
life of Salt Creek field. The new plants 
of the Midwest and Standard of Indiana 
at Laramie are going ahead with speed 
and will handle the crude from Rock 
River field. 


It is reported that Rock River and 
other oil is being sent by tank car to 
the Wood River Refinery of the Standard 
Oil of Indiana. West and Hazlet, oper- 
ating the Lost Soldier field (Blair Oil 
Company), produced 267,431 barrels of 
oil in 1919. 


Midwest Practically Controls 


When considering the possible compe- 
tition of the large independent com- 
panies for oil in the Rocky Mountain 
section it is well to bear in mind that 
the Midwest Refining Co. has practically 
the whole of the production of Salt 
Creek field tied up under a twenty-year 
contract, made in 1914, whereby the 
producing companies are only being paid 
about $1.50 per barrel for crude, equal 
and in some cases better than Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Until some new field is brought in by 
one of the large operating companies, 
where the possible supply may approxi- 
mate the Salt Creek, and the cost of 
producing the oil will not exceed the 
price allowed by Midwest, to the Salt 
Creek, it will be uphill sledding to de- 
velop any great marketing organization 
to compete. 


Other Operations 


The Matador Petrolewm Co. (name 
under which the Rozanna Co. is operat- 
ing since June ist), is under the general 
management of Max Bell, formerly_of 
the Unitegq States Geological Survey. Re- 
cently Mr. Northrup of the U. S. G. S. 
became associated with Mr. Bell. There 
is every indication that the Matador is 
preparing to push development. 

The Carter Oil Company has _ several 
wells in process of drilling, but have no 
important oil development as yet, although 
have several gas wells. The Associated 
Oil Co. of California is getting in shape 
to try Wyoming development. . 

The Union Oil Co., under the manage- 
ment of Charles N. Sherman, located at 
Manville, Wyoming, has been drilling for 
the past couple of years, but no im- 
portant results as yet. This company 
is now giving some attention to the 
Osage field. 

The Prairie Oil & Gas Co., operating 
through West and Hazlet as the Kasom- 
ing Oil Co., with headquarters in Chey- 
enne, has its principal operations in the 
Lost Soldier field, but operates also in 
Salt Creek and other places. The Glen- 
rock Co., besides their activity in Salt 
Creek, is planning to do some deep well 
drilling in the Pilot Butte field. 





H. L. Roosevelt, Cousin of Franklin

During the Spanish War 
he served at sea as a naval cadet and 
was commissioned a second lieutenant in 
the marine corps on December 18, 1899.

A company is te 
be formed, it was stated, for the ex- 
ploitation of new oil fields in the southern 
part of the commonwealth and the gov- 
ernment will own one-half of the stock. 
Aliens will not be allowed to own stock 
in the corporation. 


During the past five months the short- 
age of fuel oil in Australia has become 
acute and fears are expressed for the 
development of the merchant marine as 
well as keeping an emergency supply on 
hand for the naval vessels which have 
been built. 
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SCOTCH OIL INDUSTRY 


General Trend in 1919 Similar to the 
Previous Year, Says Con- 


sular Report 


WASHINGTON, July 15, 1920. 


In a report on 1919 trade and industry 
in Edinburgh, Scotland, recently from 
the American Consulate there the oil 
situation in 1919 is discussed as fol- 
lows :— 

The general trend of the oil industry closely 
resembled that of 1918. Like that year, the 
products of this enterprise were in constant 
demand, and correspondingly high prices were 
dominant owing to the high cost of produc- 
tion. The year started with a tremendous de- 
mand for oils and gasoline, still occasioned 
by war requirements, and it is estimated that 
wages advanced in this industry 20 per cent. 
over those of 1918. 


Burning oils in January, 1919, retailed at 
2s. 6d. ($0.61) per gallon, a gain during the 
year of 9d. ($0.18) as compared with the cor- 
responding month of the previous year. Motor 
naphtha found a_ favorable market and re- 
tailed at 2s. 6d. ($0.61) per gallon in January, 
reaching 3s. 2d. ($0.77) the end of December. 
This made a gain of 8d. ($0.16) in 12 months. 
Motor gas was controlled by the government 
and went up practically 1s. im the retail sell- 
ing price during the year, apart from war tax, 
which is 6d. ($0.12) per gallon. The price for 
motor gas in January, 1919, was 2s. 2d. ($0.53) 
per gallon, retailing in December for 3s. 2d. 
($0.77) per gallon. 

Lubricating oils of different grades naturally 
differed correspondingly in retail price, but a 
good brand of machinery oil found a market 
in January for 3s. 6d. ($0.85) per gallon, sell- 
ing in December for 4s. td. ($1.09) per gallon, 
a gain of Is. ($0.24). Cylinder olls in general 
went up 2s. at the close of the year, retailing 
for 5s. 6d. ($1.34) per gallon. Paraffin wax 
and candles also increased accordingly, selling 
for 10d, ($0.20) a pound in January and re- 
tailing for 1s. 2d. ($0.28) per pound in Decem- 
ber, an increase of 4d. ($0.08). 

Benzol was suggested as a_ substitute for 
motor gas, and the question was raised why 
it should not be taxed while the gasoline or 
petrol market suffered under the war duty 
clause. The retail price for this product was 
between 2s. 6d. ($0.61) and 2s. 9d. ($0.67) 
throughout the year, the difference being prin- 
cipally due to the prevailing railroad rates in 
the district. 

The organization of the Scottish oil com- 
panies formed two years ago to meet foreign 
competition continued to bring good results 
and seems permanent. At the present time all 
these companies are absorbed by the Anglo- 
Persian Oil Co. Wages have in all cases 
reached an unprecedented level, which adds 
p touch of uncertainty in the present year. 
During 1918 considerable interest was shown 
in proposals to drill for petroleum, as the 
estimated resources of Scotland's oil-shale 
fields were given as sufficient to maintain the 
present output for 100 years. Drilling was ac- 
cordingly carried on throughout 1919, but 
nothing wag discovered to warrant much en- 
thusiasm. Drilling is still going on in the 
lothian fields, with no apparent success. The 
average yield in 1919 is the same as for 1918, 
namely, 1 ton of oil-shade producing about 22 
gallons of oil and 45 pounds of sulphate of 
ammonia.

WILL HURT MANY 


Witnesses at Hearing Say It 
Would Deprive Millions 
of Fuel 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., July 15, 1920. 
The Steptoe gas law enacted by the 
West Virginia Legislature’ prohibiting 
the transportation of natural gas from 
this State until all the requirements of 
consumers here are met would, if upheld 
py the Supreme Court as legal, ruin 
many gas companies and virtually cut 
off the supply to many cities and thickly 


communities throughout Ohio 
Pennsylvania, according to 
by officers of various 
companies before Levi Cooke, Washing- 
ton lawyer, who is acting as master in 
the case and taking testimony for the 
highest tribunal of the nation. 

The validity of the law is being con- 
tested by the States of Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania and witnesses were heard in 
the offices of the Peoples’ Gas Co. at 
pittsburgh for the past several weeks. 
The scene has now been shifted to Ohio 
and the hearings will be continued be- 
fore the master in the Supreme Court 
room in the Ohio State Capital at Co- 
jumbus at 10 o’clock on July 20. At- 
torney A. C. Steptoe, of West Virginia. 
father of the statute, opposed adjourn- 
ment and objected to “the short daily 
sessions and numerous adjournments” 
which have featured the hearing so far. 
Confidence was expressed that the tak- 
ing of testimony could be concluded be- 
fore October 1, the time limit recently 
get by the Federal Supreme Court. 

A population of 1,600,000 in Ohio will 
find natural gas a thing of the past if 
the Steptoe act is enforced, according to 
testimony given by Martin B. Daly, of 
Cleveland, president of the East Ohio 
Gas Co. The company has 348,000 sub- 
scribers in 14 Ohio counties. including 
Cleveland. Mr. Daly testified that his 
company serves chiefly domestic con- 
sumers and it procures 80 per cent. of 
its supply from West Virginia, through 
the Hope Natural Gas Co. He stated 
also that if the act went into effect his 
company, a $47,000,000 corporation, 
would be wrecked financially. 

Other witnesses from the States of 
Ohio and Pennsylvania, all interested 
either in gas distributing companies or 
municipal government, gave testimony to 
the same effect as Mr. Daly.

The 
lowest rate is 60 cents, at Indianapolis. 
Gas rates in Washington which ad- 
vanced June 1 from 95 cents to the 
present rate, are very near the top of 
the scale, according to comparative 
figures issued by the Department of 
Labor. The rates have been higher in 
10 other cities than at present in Wash- 


ington, while rates in 35 cities were 
either lower than or equal to those in 
effect here. The rate in Norfolk. Va., 


was the highest in the country on April

Gasoline Tank and Air Service Sta- 
tions To Be Taxed in Trenton, 


New Jersey 


TRENTON, N. J., July 14. 


Gasoline tanks and air service stations 
will be taxed under an ordinance of the 
City of Trenton effective on August 1 
next in order to aid in wiping out 
a deficit of about $200.000 in the mu- 
nicipal treasury caused by elimination of 
liquor license fees by prohibition.

Kentucky Gasoline Sales Tax to Be 
Collected By Wholesalers, Con- 


ference Decides 
LOUISVILLE, July 15, 1920. 


At a conference between gasoline whole- 
salers and the Kentucky State Tax Com- 
mission, the decision was reached that 
after August 1 the State tax of one cent 
per gallon on all gasoline sold in the 
State would be collected by the whole- 
saler. At present it is being collected 
by retailers, and it is estimated that not 
half the retailers have reported to the 
Tax Commission. With some 8,000 small 
dealers in the State collecting the tax, 
the possibility of the State getting all the 
money due it was regarded as small. 
Wholesalers will pay the tax to county 
clerks in the county where the gasoline 
is sold. Retailers will still be required to 
submit reports which will serve as a 
check. The money from the tax goes 
to the State road fund. It is expected to 
produce $450,000 annually. 





Land Leasing Law Provision Covering 
Title Disputes Improperly Used, 
Says Land Office Chief 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 13, 1920. 


Section 18a of the new oil land leasing 
law is giving trouble. This section pro- 
vides that the government may, within 
a year, compromise with oil operators in 
cases where the land office has ques- 
tioned the validity of a title to a tract 
of petroleum land. J. H. Favorite. chief 
of the field division of the General Land 
Office, declares that oil men without the 
slightest rights to petroleum land are 
using this section in an effort to get some 
land from the government. 

“They set up a faint claim to a piece 
of land,” he said, ‘‘and then offer to com- 


promise, hoping to get something. They 
figure they have nothing to lose and may 
gain something. 

“I believe that section was inserted 
for the benefit of the naval reserve tract. 
In cases where an operator has a well in 
the naval reserve and a piece of land 
outside, the title of which the govern- 
ment has questioned, the land office might 
be willing to give the man a good title 
to his outside land if he will give up his 
well in the naval reserve. This would 
get many private operators out of the 
naval reserve, who are now draining it. 
Individuals generally do not place any 
great value on their wells In the navat 
reserve. They can hold no land there, 
only the wells. If the wells go bad they 
may not drill others. 

“But if operators do as they are be- 
ginning to do they will cause much pro- 
tracted trouble by offers to compromise 
a lot of worthless cases.” 
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TO EXPAND REFINERY 


Prudential Oil Corporation to Spend 
$1,500,000 on Enlargement of 
Fairfield Plant 


BALTIMORE, July 15, 1920. 
The statement is made by the office 
of the Prudential Oil Corporation here 


that not less than $1,500,000 will be spent 
by the company in an expansion of its 
Fairfield plant near this city, as a result 
of which the output of the establishment 
in the way of refined oil will be_ in- 
creased by more than 50 per cent. That 
the corporation had in mind large addi- 
tions appeared recently when application 
was made for a permit to erect an oil 
refining still and a dozen tanks or oil 
containers. Work on these improve- 
ments has been started and J. O. Jensen, 
vice-president of the company, in speak- 
ing of the enlargement plans. said that 
the other betterments will be undertaken 
as soon as possible and pushed with the 
utmost vigor. 


The Prudential Corporation's property 
at Fairfield covers about 100 acres, and 
the plant is ultimately to cover the en- 
tire tract. There are also ten acres of 
reclaimed land on the waterfront, but 
this land will be the last to come under 
the improvement plan. The company al- 
ready has 140 large container tanks, and 
this number will be iuu:icreased by 2v. 
There are 16 refining stills and elfght 
others will be added, with room for 20 


more. The new improvements will bring 
the capacity of the plant up to 6,000 


barrels of refined oil a day. 


The dock, which is now under con- 
struction, will be sufficiently large to 
berth the biggest tank steamer to make 
this port. These vessels are of about 
15,000 tons, with a capacity of 4,500,000 
gallons of oil. 


INDUSTRIAL. ALCOHOL INTERESTS 
DISPUTE MANNING STATEMENT 


Assert Former Bureau of Mines Director Erred in Saying No Gas- 
oline Substitute Can Be Made from Vegetable Waste—- 


Have Substitute on Market 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 14, 1920. 


Industrial alcohol interests apparently 
take issue with Dr. Van H. Manning, 
former Director of the U. S. Bureau of 
Mines, with regard to the nation’s future 
supply of motor fuel in the event that the 
predictions of a serious scarcity of pe- 
troleum products become matters of fact. 
In a letter to Representative Nutson of 
Minnesota (published in full in a previous 
issue of the Reporter), Dr. Manning ex- 
pressed the opinion that research work 
aimed at production of alcohol in large 
quantities from vegetable waste material 
is not the proper step nor the practical 
one toward protection against a gasoline 
famine, if such a condition ever arose. 


He stated that alcohol could never be 
produced from vegetable waste, molasses, 
ete., in sufficient quantities to supply the 
enormous gasoline demand as much of 
such material which is not usable as food 
is entirely suitable for stock feed. He 
also mentioned the great difficulty of col- 
lecting all the nation’s vegetable waste at 
points where it should be treated for 
alcohol. 


As a matter of fact, he said, there is 
little danger of an actual famine in pe- 
troleum or any of its products for many 
vears to come if experts are put to work 
on the invention of a process which will 
enable oil operators to greatly increase 
their production by getting several times 
as much oil from each well as they now 
do by present operating methods. Authori- 
ties differ on estimates as to the probable 
percentage of a well’s content of oil 
which is brought to the surface. Some 
say not over 10 to 20 per cent. is gotten, 
while other estimate that as much as 40 
to 50 per cent. is obtained. None of the 
authorities estimate that over half of the 
oil which could be extracted is ever 
brought to use. This means that 50 per 
cent. is left in the ground which cer- 
tainly seems a question to call for expert 
attention in the country-wide oil con- 
servation problem. 

Another way to meet the situation, it is 
pointed out, is the development of a more 
thorough extracting and refining process 
which will make possible the recovery of 
a greatly increased volume of gasoline 
and other refinery products 

These two features, officials of the 
Bureau of Mines say, are the solution of 
the petroleum problem of the near future; 
while the cast deposits of oil shale repre- 
sent the reserve to be utilized in case of 
the need of a petroleum substitute. 


To Use Breweries 


In connection with the claims of the 
industrial alcohol interests, it is reported 
here that breweries and distilleries, which 
have been sort of a drug on the market 
since Mr. Volstead’s famous dry act has 


shown how _ tight it 
are to become an adjunct of the motor 
car. A recent report says that these 
plants are not going to be turned into 
other industrial manufactories, storage 
warehouses, or anything of that nature. 
Instead they are going to function with 
gall their old-time zeal manufacturing a 
substitute for gasoline, which is composed 
of 90 per cent. industrial alcohol and 10 
per cent vegetable oils. This substitute, 
the inventor claims, is free and independ- 
ent of all mining industries, and any 
vegetable containing starch, sugar or 
cellulose can be utilized for its manufac- 
ture. 


It is claimed that the new fuel. which 
at the present time is being extensively 
tried out, can be sold for less than half 
the present price of gasoline, certainly 
most welcome news to the motorists, if 
true and practicable. The following tests 
have been given to demgnstrate the value 
of this substitute, according to reports: 
First, a typical motor, such as is used in 
many different makes of automobiles, was 
run with the substitute. Then the ex- 
haust and priming cups were opened wide 
and the engine run at high speed. The 
fumes were discharged directly into the 
room, and yet there was no odor, and no 
disagreeable effects were felt, thus proving 
the fuel gave off no poisonous fumes. 


Burns Without Smoke 


A small quantity of the fuel was placed 
on the floor and lighted. It burned with 
a bluish flame. No smoke was given off, 
as was the case when a similar amount 
of gasoline was burned, thus proving, the 
inventor claims, that the fuel would not 
cause carbon. 

The alcohol is made by one formula 
only, which on completion of the process 
of distillation need not be treated in any 
special way in order to be utHizable. The 
secret consists of the yeast or bacteria 
usel in the fermentation of the vegetable 
matter. 

Fibrous or cellulose material is first 
cut into pulp, then placed in a compression 
cooler, where, upon the addition of 
sufficient water, it is boiled uder a_ pres- 
sure of 50 to 60 pounds for three hours 
The juice obtained is put in fermentation 
tanks and the bacteria added.

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DUTCH OIL LAWS 
TO BE CHANGED 


Will Enable American Interests 
to Operate in East Indies 


Possessions 


WASHINGTON, July 13, 1920. 


It is hoped by officials here that the 
laws of the Netherlands or of the Dutch 
East Indies will be modified so that 
American oil interests will be enabled 
to do business on a more satisfactory 
basis in the Dutch East Indies. The 
American Minister at The Hague is un- 
derstood to have been busy for some time 
with officials of the Dutch Government 
over the situation as regards Americans 
and the oil resources of the Eastern col- 
onies of that government. The latest 
information received is that the laws 
covering the situation have been or are 
being changed. The exact effect of the 
change has not yet been made known 
to officials of the State Department. 


The report transmitted by the Presi- 
dent to the Senate some time ago showed 
that the American oil interests as sucn 
could not enter the development of oil 
resources of the Dutch East Indies. This 
condition applied to nationals of other 
countries also, it is stated. The only 
way for them to do business in the Dutch 
East Indies was to organize a corpora- 
tion under the laws of nose colonres of 
Holland or under the laws of the Neth- 
erlands proper. These taws prescribed 
the methods of organization, number of 
officials and directors, tneir nationality, 
stock control, etc. While Americans, for 


example, could be inte,sested financially 
in such a corporation the control re- 
mained in the hands o. Hollanders or 


Dutch colonials. it is said. It 
hoped that these conditions 
loosened up. 


Measures were taken for the protec- 
tion of Dutch colonial oil resources dur- 
ing the war, it is said. The Dutch col- 
onies have been fearful of their own 
safety and future, according to inform- 
ation received here, what with the am- 
bitious plans of Japan and the conflict- 
ing interests of the British Empire and 
Germany. Oil lands in the Dutch East 
Indies have been placed in reserve and 
permission to develop them 1s a matter 
of license, license being granted only to 
Dutch corporations. Permits to explore 
or prospect for petroleum, !t Is sala, ao 
not carry with them the title to discov- 
eries that may be made or the right to 
develop oil deposits. 

Only recently, it is said, American 
concerns have been getting interested in 
Dutch East Indies petroleum; as inter- 
ested as they can under existing laws. A 
fly in the ointment, it is sata, ts the fact 
that the Dutch Shell concern ts a Dutch 
corporation, though reported to be con- 
trolled by British interests. It is report- 
ed to be allowed to operate in the Dutch 
colonies, while its American rivals are 
not.

Nigeria’s Oil Concessions Subject of 


Consular Report 
WASHINGTON, July 13, 1920. 
; A report has been received here from 
Consul W. J. Yerby at Dakar, Senegal. 
regarding mineral oil concessions and 
rights in Nigeria. It is based on in- 
formation which the consul from the cen-

borhood of the Lekki Lagoon mentioned 
above, and a license was also granted to 
the British Colonial Petroleum Corpora- 
tion in respect of an area of 100 square 
miles on the Rofutoro and Lafogbo 
rivers in the Benin district. Neither en- 
terprise Was commercially successful.”

Court, has handed down his findings in 
the case of the Peerless Carbon Black 
Co, against BE. N. Gillespie and others, a 
case in which the plaintiffs sued for pos- 
session of property which is held to_be 
worth one million dollars, located in Big 
Sandy district, Kanawha county. 

The further findings of the court are 
to this effect, that it was the further duty 
of the defendants to deliver to the plain- 
tiffs all gas produced from the property, 
including casinghead gas until the above 
amount had been delivered; and that it 
was a violation of such duty for the 
company to use gas in its operations, or 
to permit gas to be wasted. Also, that 
on or prior to March 29, 1920, the de- 
fendant company was in default in the 
performance of said duties under the said 


covenants of said contract, which de- 
fault had continued for more than 20 
days prior to said date. It was also 
found that the plaintiff on March 29, 
1920, declared the sub-lease to. said 
Gillespie to be forfeited, and thereupon 
re-entered and took possession of the 


property in controversy and has _ since 
remained in continuous possession there- 
of. This re-entry and possession were 
rightful, and the forfeiture was actually 
incurred by the defendants for breacn 
of the covenants and duties. 


Provisions of the Decree 


According to the findings of the court 
the following provisions are given in the 
decree which has been handed down. It 
is ordered that the defendant shall pay 
all rentals due under its sub-lease; also 
that it shall give proper security for its 
faithful compliance in the future with 
the covenants of the contract as con- 
strued by the court as follows:— 


That two wells are to be commenced 
at once in what is known to be the gas 
territory upon the said Brown property, 
and work prosecuted diligently to com- 
pletion, and if not sufficient gas is pro- 
duced to deliver 4,000,000 production 
under the contract, additional wells to be 
drilled promptly on the Brown property 
until such production is obtained, if such 
amount is capable of being produced 
from the property. All gas to be pro- 
duced from either oil or gas wells, ac- 
cording to the decree is to be properly 
conserved and delivered under the con- 
tract, without diminution by waste or 
use, including casingheau gas. Also. the 
gathering lines shall be extended to all 
wells so drilled so as to bring the gas 
to the junction point with the plaintiff’s 
lines as at present located. 

It is also provided in the decree that 
the defendant shall give proper security 
to indemnify and protect the Peerless 
Carbon Black Co. for lawful claims for 
damages by reason of breaches of con- 
tract committed by the defendant com- 
pany, or for which it is responsible. Also, 
the giving of proper security to pay all 
damages occasioned by the breach of 
contract by E. N. Gillespie or the Guffey 
& Gillespie Oil Co., such damages to be 
ascertained by the court or by a jury on 
an issue out of chancery after the com- 
pletion of at least two wells required by 
the decree to be drilled by the defendant 
compahy upon what is shown by the rec- 
ord t0 be gas producing territory. Re- 
lif of forfeiture is to be conditional not 
only upon the giving of the security re- 
quired by the court, but also upon the 
actual payment of damages when so 
ascertained.

has filed a claim with the Collector of 
Internal Revenue for $4,300, which the 
company paid as income tax, declaring 
that the tax return made by the company 
was used in an effort to show the public 
that it was a flourishing concern and 
that the corporation had never made any 
money in any of its branches. The col- 
lector has forwarded the claim to Wash- 
ington. 

It has been the policy of the Govern- 
ment to rebate any amount overpaid in 
making an income tax return, but what 
the policy will be in this case cannot be 
forecast because of the charge of At- 
torney Sachs that the report of earnings 
was purposefully returned in the wrong 
amount. It is believed that this is the 
first case of its kind to come up. The 
officers of the company, who are stated te 
have turned in the false report, are under 
indictment in New York for allegeg mis- 
use of the mails. 


Pelican Oil Co. of Kentucky Awarded 
Judgment of $235,000—Stock- 
holders Advised to Recover 
from Officers 


LOUISVILLE, July 15, 1920. 


Judgment awarding the Pelican Oil Co., 
Louisville, Ky., $235,000, was returned a 
few days ago by Judge Wallace against 
E. D. Noe, G. E. Butterworth and Charles 
W. Stoecker, original ineorporators and 
first officers of the Pelican Company, in 
eonformity with a report of E. L. Will- 
iams, Court Commissioner, who recom- 
mended that the stockholders of the com- 
pany recover this amount from the former 
officers of the concern.

SUED BY EX-COMMERCE SECRETARY 





William C. Redfield and Partner Ask $5,000,000 for Alleged 
Failure to Deliver Mexican Crude at 45c. per Barrel

Redfield. former Secretary 
and Harley P. Wilson, 
comprising the firm of Redfield & Wilson, 


of 50 Broad street, have begun suit in 
the New York Supreme Court against 
the National Petroleum Corporation, of 
60 Wall street, this city, for damages of 
$5,000,000 The action reveals that since 
his retirement from the President's Cab- 
inet. Mr. Redfield has interested himself 
in the oil business and had negotlated 


“a contract with the National Petroleum 
Corporation for a large part of its output 
from what is known as the Barrigan 
lease. The contract, which he asserts 
was broken by the defendant, called for 
a delivery of 2,000 barrels of crude oil 
per day beginning July 1, 1920, with the 
plaintiff having the privilege of increas- 
ing this amount to 5,000 barrels daily 
within a stipulated period. 

The oil was to be delivered from the 
Garrigan lease consisting of approximate- 
ly forty acres located in the municipal- 


ity of Panuco, County of Ozuluma, Vera 
Cruz, and the contract price was to 
fluctuate as the Mexicaa taxation rose 
and fell. The price mentioned in the 
contract was 45c. per barrel. The con- 
tract. dated January 28, 1920, gave to 


tedfield & Wilson perpetual rights in the 
production of the wells located in the 
leasehold, being applicable to any wells 
driven during the lifetime of the agree- 
ment. 

While Redfield & Wilson assert they 
were ready and willing to accept any de- 


livery of oil, they allege that the Na- 
tional Petroleum Corporation on March 
26 last served notice that it had made 


other ‘Ceemecmaes for the disposition of 
the oil. 

Beginning July 1, 1920, says the plain- 
tiffs, the defendant agreed to sell and de- 
liver and the purchaser agreed to accept 
and pay for, 2,000 barrels of oil per day 
and within a period of the first twenty- 
four months from and after the date of 
the execution of the agreement, the plain- 
tiffs were to have the privilege of calling 
upon the defendant for the delivery of 
said oil in increasing quantities up to 
but not exceeding 5,000 barrels per day. 

At the expiration of the said period of 
the first twenty-four months from the 
date of the execution of the agreement. 
the plaintiffs were to be requested to 
designate to the seller a fixed amount of 
said oil, which they were willing to ac- 
cept and pay for, and which the defend- 
ant undertook to sell and deliver, which 
said fixed amount should not be less than 
2,000 barrels per day and not more than 
5.000 barrels per day. Thereafter during 
the life of the agreement, the defendant 
agreed to sell and deliver and the plain- 
tiffs agreed to accept and pay for the 
amount so designated. 

The price to be paid for said oil was 
45 cents per barrel loaded by defendant 
free on board plaintiff's tank steamers 
at the National Petroleum Corporation’s 
docks at Tampico, Mexico, which price 
was to be subject to increase or deduc- 
tion by any future increases or reduction 
in the existing rate of Mexican taxation 
affecting said oil. The agreement was to 
continue in full force and effect during 
the life of any well drilled on the Barri- 


gan lease at the time of the execution 
of the contract, or which at any time 
thereafter might be drilled and the de- 


fendant’s obligation to sell and deliver 
the oil was to constitute a first call on 
the production of all such wells as might 
be drilled on the lease. or up to the 
amount to which the plaintiffs. under the 
provisions of the contract, were entitled. 

Redfield & Wilson appended to the 
complaint a copy of the agreement which 
was marked Exhibit A, but for a greater 
certainty as to its provisions and terms 
seid that reference was made to an exe- 








MEXICAN DE FACTO GOVERNMENT 
ATTITUDE ON OIL NOT DEFINITE 





No Confirmation of Reported Promise to Lift Restrictions—Oil 
Companies’ Propositions Not Accepted 


WASHINGTON, July 13, 1920. 

There is no confirmation here of the 
report from Mexico City that the revolu- 
tionary government there will lift re- 
strictions imposed by the Carranza gov- 
ernment upon the foreign oil interests 
operating in Mexico. The report quotes 
President De la Huerta as making such 
a statement. The lifting of the Carranza 
restrictive decrees applying to the oil in- 
dustry was one object of Mexican attor- 
neys representing American oil companies 
in a proposition they submitted to the 
revolutionary authorities shortly after the 
ousting of Carranza was accomplished. 
The understanding here, however, has 
been that that proposition was not ac- 
cepted. 

De la Huerta’s discussion of the oil 
restrictions and negotiations with respect 
thereto are regarded here as interesting, 
but not conclusive in their application to 
the policy of the revolutionary govern- 
ment. It is pointed out that it has not 
been able to accomplish many things 
some of its leaders had in mind. The 
Mexican Congress recently was prorogued 
without enacting but one of the measures 


recommended by the revolutionary ex- 
ecutive. 
Ignacio Bonillas, former Carranza 


Mexican Ambassador to Washington, and 
Presidential candidate of the late gov- 
ernment, is quoted in an interview here 
as predicting a new revolt in his country. 





Former American Ambassador to Mex- 
ico, Henry P. Fletcher, has written to the 
State Department urging that recognition 
of the Mexican revolutionary government 
be withheld pending the receipt of satis- 
factory assurances as to its policy with 
regard to the protection of life, property 
and other rights of Americans in Mexico. 


In any event he suggests that recogni- 
tion be extended only to the revolution- 
ary government as de facto. 


This is believed to be the idea of the 
State Department, which is reported as 
contemplating de facto recognition to the 
provisional government of De la Huerta. 
It is possible that recognition may be 
withheld until the installation of the reg- 
ular government with the expected in- 
auguration of General Obregon as Presi- 
dent in December, but tue desire to clear 
up certain situations and obtain posses- 
sion of certain property may produce re- 
sults earlier than that. 

Dr. Calderon, the new Mexican Am- 
bassador, has assured the State Depart- 
ment that his government wants to meet 
all the proper obligations of a govern- 
ment. but Ambassador Fletcher thinks 
that Mexican assurances should go fur- 
ther, to the extent of promising not to 
deprive Americans of property without 
compensation and that such properties 
as they were deprived of during the Car- 
ranza regime without compensation 
should be returned to them.

Furthermore, the re- 
cent advances in crude have not as yet 
been fully reflected in the prices of re- 
fined products.” Mr. Welch was asked 
by one of the members who it was that 
settled the price of gasoline, or, in other 
words, how it was arrived at. He replied: 

“No one person and no single group 
of persons settles the price. Nobody set- 
tles the price except the producer, the 
consumer and the law of supply and de- 
mand.” Mr. Welch was asked why gas- 
oline prices advanced or declined at about 


the same time throughout the country, 
and why those prices were reasonably 
uniform. He replied :—The recent ad- 


vances in the prices of gasoline have been 
a mere reflection, and not a complete re- 
flection, of the recent advances in crude 
So far as the advances being more or less 
uniform are concerned, here again you 
have a mere reflection of a national sit- 
uation because crudes throughout the na 
tion advanced So far as uniformity is 
concerned, can you buy coal. or clothes. 
or shoes, or automobiles or any other ar- 
ticles of common use at prices which are 
substantially different throughout the 
United States, freight and other costs 
considered? By the way, who is it who 
determines what the uniform scale of au- 
tomobile prices throughout the United 
States shall be? No one, the prices are 
determined by competition.” The export 
of gasoline had very little effect upon the 
situation, according to Mr. Welch, for, as 
he says, “up to the last two or three 
years, we, perhaps were practically bal- 
ancing on our exports and imports, broad- 
ly speaking, not in terms of specific com- 
modities, but the total At the present 
time, however, we are going to have to 
mport vast quanities of oil.” 











When questioned as to the tendency of 
the oil companies to use cracking proc- 
esses, he said that “some of the oil com- 
panies have cracking processes that are 
idle because they can’t get the product to 
erack. On the other hand, companies 
which have crude available are putting in 
cracking processes, and undoubtedly there 
will be more cracked gasoline in the fu- 
ture than in the past.” When asked about 
the availability of storage stocks of gas- 
oline, Mr. Welch replied :—‘“Except where 
there is a slack demand, I do not regard 
the fluctuations in the stocks of gasoline 
as being particularly important. Where 
the demand is slack there may be a tem- 
porary recession in price in various locali- 
ties, not justified by general conditions, 
because of the fact that gasoline is a 
liquid commodity and the storage facili- 
ties are therefore limited. You cannot pile 
it up like so many cords of wood. 3ut 
where consumption is equal to or greater 
than demand, the fluctuations in the 
stocks of gasoline are not particularly 
significant. These stocks are mere work- 
ing stocks. It is the supply of “crude” 
which cuts the figure. The available stor- 
age of gasoline is very small in compari- 
son with the demand You will find that 
if we relied upon our storage stocks of 
gasoline, even when they are the largest. 
we would be living a mere hand-to-mouth 
existence.”’

At no time since the discovery of oil 


in the now world-famous Homer pool has drilling been more active than at present, 
and the small number of completions is due to several causes, chief among which

that numerous wells, both in the proven fields and in wildcat territory, were 
begun after the cessation of the unusual winter rains, late in the spring, and will, 
in all probability, be completed “in a bunch.” 


The Gulf Co. alone now has at least 


five wells that are due in this week, and will no doubt be included in next week's 


completion report. 


All other big companies have wells, also, that are now at a 


critical stage, and liable to come in any day. 
All over East Texas and West Louisiana and in Arkansas wildcat wells are 
peing drilled, many of which have reached interesting depths, and some of which, 


it is confidently believed. will come in producing within the next few days. 


Most 


wildcats, it is true, are failures, but out of the great number drilled some are sure 
to find oil, and in this way oil fields are extended and new territory opened. 


De Soto Parish Leads 


De Soto parish, Louisiana, is now recog- 
nized as among the most important oil and 
gas producing areas in the state. The num- 
ber of wells being drilled in that parish is 
constantly increasing and the number of 
successful completions, thus far, has greatly 
outnumbered the failures. 

Viewed from almost any angle, the pres- 
ent outlook indicates that the development 
of the oil resources of the section within a 
radius of 190 miles of Shreveport, La., has 
just commenced, and the oil industry of 
North Louisiana is indeed and in truth, only 
in its infancy. 


Oil Property Sold 


One of the most interesting features of 
the past week was the confirmation of the 
current report of the sale of the Frost Oil 
Co. part of the Bill Rowe Oil Co., Inc., 
properties in Bossier parish, the Bethany 
district of East Texas (Panola County), 
and Wich county, Texas, and part of 
the personal property of W. H. Rowe, in 
Oklahoma, consisting of a total of approxi- 
mately 2,760 acres in proven territory, with 
1,500 barrels daily production. It has been 
sold to Juseph A. Chown, of London, Eng- 
jand, for $2,500,000 cash. Part of the pur- 
chase price is to be paid on transfer of 
title and the balance in deferred payments. 


W. H. Rowe and Joseph Levy, counsel for 
Rowe, individually and for the Rowe and 
Frost Oil companies, returned from New 
York the earlier part of the week, having 
effected the sale while there on negotia- 
tions thereto. Of the purchase price, 
$1,400,000 was paid for the Frost Oil Co. 
properties, consisting of six acres in provven 
territory in the Homer pool, principally in 
section 31-21-7, and 115 acres elsewhere in 
Claiborne semi-proven territory, aside from 
interest in 1,500 acres of leases in Webster 
and Bienville parishes. 


The Bill Rowe Oil Co. properties con- 
sist of 200 acres in section 22-19-13, Bossier 
parish; 1,000 acres in the Bethany district 
of East Texas, and 974% acres in Witchita 
county, Te ‘ The Frost company com- 
pleted a varrel well on its Shaw lease 
in section ‘ 1-7 last week, and the Bill 
Rowe Oil Co drilling in section 22-19-13 
Bossier, having tested a show and gone 
deeper a day or two ago. The same com- 
pany also completed two wells on _ its 
Witchita county leases a short time ago. 


Pipe Line Bill 


The Douglas Pipe Line Bill, making all 





























pipe lines in Louisiana common carriers, 
has been signed by Governor John M. 
Parker and xpected to prove of great 
mportance to the development of the oil 
industry in louisiana.

Goose Creek Again Scores Largest Completion in 
Coastal Regions—Field Drawing Much 
Attention—Quiet Generally Because 
of Unusual Hot Spell 


HOUSTON, Texas, July 13, 1920. 


The past week has been very quiet, while the Fourth did not come on a working 
day, it influenced the drilling operations for the week. as many of the field workers 
took this excuse for a few days lay-off, which the sweltering weather prevailing 


made most timely. 


tests being shut down for a period of from three days to two weeks. 


Wildcat workers especially took a short vacation, many of these 


These, of 


course, being tests that are not at_a critical stage of development. 
Yet the Gulf Coast got one good flowing well when early in the week a gusher 


was completed at Goose Creek with an 


initial flow of from 3,000 to 4,000 barrels. 


This makes the second week that Goose Creek has completed the largest well in 


coastal fields. 


results as well, and has a daily production in excess of 17.000 barrels. 


Not only is Goose Creek showing a lot of activity but it is getting

bia has not shown up very well lately, having had but 3,000 barrels new produc- 


tion in the month of June and has had no large well so far in July. 


Lack of new 


wells has declined the daily production of that field until Goose Creek leads again, 


for the first time in over a year. 


With the number of tests in the former field at 


producing depths and several testing, Goose Creek may not have that honor long 
as, while West Columbia is showing a decline from its output a year ago, it is far 
from dead and may come back with a big producer most any time. 


Field Showing Form 


Goose Creek, however, is showing consider- 
able form this summer. Its big well for the 
week was completed by the Gulf Coast Oil 
Corporation, and the Crown Oil & Refining 
Co. No. 29 on the Gaillard 2l-acre lease is the 
fourth good well these interests have com- 
pleted since March. The wells are old ones, 
completed in the 2,400-foot sand in the halcyon 
days of the pool, when many big gushers were 
completed at that depth. They are now being 
deepened to the latest or 3,400-foot sand, at 
which depth most of the best producers are 
now completed. Last week the Humble Oil & 
Refining Co. completed a well on its Jones- 
Stateland lease, out in the bay. on submerged 
land, which had an initial production of 1,000 
barrels. Besides these big wells, the field is 
being systematically developed by working 
over old wells in all parts of the field as well 
as starting a number of new ones On the 
east side of the pool on the Ashbel Smith 
tract E. F. Simms & Co. worked over No. 
38 Smith at 2,200 feet, pumping 75 barrels. 
On the west side the Texas Co. worked over 
No. 12 Isenhour, pumping 200 barrels around 
2,300 feet, and the Maj : Oil Co. worked 
over No. 5 Dolan, making 150 barrels at 2,600 
feet. To the north of the field the Powell Oil 
Company is drilling No. 1 Scorrega below 
2,900 feet. 

The Crown Oil and Gulf Coast companies are 
placing No. 28 Gaillard on the pump. The 
Texas Co. has made a new location on the 
Isenhour, while out in the bay the Gulf Pro- 
duction Co. is drilling four tests on submerged 
tand, and the Humble Oil & Refining Co., two. 
Near Morgans Point, across the bay from 
Goose Creek, the Allison-Hugo Syndicate is 
drilling a test on Atkinson Island at 3,800 
feet, which is the deepest test now drilling in 
this district. The theory being that, as good 
wells have been found in the shallow waters 
of the bay on the Goose Creek side around 
3,400 feet, the pay may be picked up on the 
island at a deeper level. Another interesting 
sland test is that of Spangler et al on the little 
Spillman island, now drilling below 3,400 feet. 


Production Figures 


As before stated, Goose Creek is now leading 
‘n daily production of the fields with an esti- 
mate of 17,100 barrels a day for the past week. 
West Columbia averaged but 11,835 barrels last 
week, which brings its daily production down 
to the lowest mark it has reached for over a 
year. Hull is showing better all the time, for, 
although it had approximately 2,000 barrels 
a day the first few days in July, it is still 
producing 10,250 barrels a day, although it 
has had no big wells for over two weeks. 
Humble shows for 8,000 barrels a day, and 
the other districts as follows:—Sour Lake, 500 
barrels; Vinton, 3,200 barrels; Damon Mound, 
3,050 barrels; Saratoga, 2,000 barrels; Batson, 
1,300 barrels; Edgerly, 1,350 barrels; Spindle- 
top, 850 barrels; Jennings, 650 barreis; Somer- 
set and Piedras Pintas, or the San Antonio 
district, 525 barrels; Barber’s Hill, 375 barrels; 
Blue Ridge, 150 barrels; Markham, 280 bar- 
rels, and miscellaneous, 450 barrels, a total 
of 66,945 barrels a day for the past week in 
all coastal districts and some scattered pro- 
duction, including Anse Le Butte and Welsch 
in South Louisiana, the old Dayton pool in 
Matagorda county and some small wells in 
Orange county, South Texas.

None of the wells are making over 500 bar- 
rels a day now and several have ceased to pro- 
duce. In fact, the daily production of the 
Humble Oil & Refining Co. at West Columbia 
is less right now than it has been for over a 
year, estimated at about 7,000 barrels a day.

Stephens county operations held the center of the stage in the interest of North 
Central Texas operators during the past days, almost to the exclusion of_ other 
fields, although there were several developments of importance in the Kemp- 
' Munger-Allen district of Wichita county. The Stephens county situation was in- 
} teresting chiefly because of the establishment of a three-mile extension to the north- 
f west of the Ward tract wells of the Guif Production Co., the development of a sen- 


sational gusher on the northwestern edge of Breckenridge, the Goodwin tract well 


: of Walker & Perkins, and the revival of the big production in the Ward tract well 
i of the Plateau Oil Co.. about two miles south of Breckenridge, and the develop- 
‘4 ment of a long extension of the North Stephens county pool to the south. The long 
i northwesterly extension of the Breckenridge pool, which is regarded by many 
; operators as the most important development in that part of the territory for many 


months, was marked by the Ball tract well of the Roxana Petroleum Co. It had 
been showing oil for sometime, but was drilled in only during the past several days 
; and started flowing 800 barrels daily with the drill seven feet in the sand. Right 
; in line with this extension the Pratt tract well of the Stephens County Oil Syndi- 
cate, two miles nearer the city, reached the sand and showing for a good well, it 
; being directly on a line between the Ball and Ward tract wells, which previously 
have been the outpost of production. 


The Goodwin tract well is proving by far the best well so far on the north- 
eastern edge of Breckenridge. When it first was drilled in it made 1,500 barrels 
daily, but has increased to 6.000 barrels daily and possibly will make even more 
later. The Ward tract well came in weeks ago for 9,000 barrels daily, but had 
dropped down to around 2,500 barrels. It is located near the Stker tract sensation 
and the owners believe it ought to do better. When the tools were again put into 
the hole and agitated the flow increased to around 7,000 barrels daily.

PRODUCTION. 


The North Central Texas field shows a fair 
increase for the week over the previously re- 
ported week in new daily production, the aver- 
being 26,484 barrels, against 200,204 
barrels for the week previous, a new daily 
gain for the week of 3,280 barrels. It is very 
interesting again to see the fields around or 
above the 200,000-barrel-a-day mark, as it has 
been below that for quite a_ long period until 
the past couple of weeks. It means that the 
good wells being developed are just about pro- 
ductive enough to maintain the average daily 
production, and operators will consider them- 
glves lucky if the production can be held at 
around the 200,000-barrel mark, by all the 
active drilling now being done, The largest 
gain is credited to the Stephens county field, 
as is usually the case, for that county is con- 
sidered the best oil proposition of any county 
in the North Central Texas area. The daily 
production of the Burkburnett fleld for the 
week in review was 88,090 barrels, against 
8,139 barrels a day for the previous week, a 
net daily gain of 2,951 barrels. In Eastland 
county the week’s daily production averaged 
8,580 barrels, against 29,415 barrels for the 
previous week, a daily loss of 835 barrels. 
Stephens county’s average production for the 
week was 56,190 barrels, against 51,555 bar- 
rels for the previous week, a net gain daily 
of 4,635 barrels. Comanche county’s daily 
average for the week was 13,695 barrels, 
against 16,640 barrels for the previous week, 
a daily loss of 2,945 barrels. The Electra 
field’s daily average amounted to 10,265 bar- 
rels, while that of the previous week was 
10,230 barrels, a net increase of 35 barrels 
aday.

NEW WELLS. 


The week shows a nice gain in the number 
of finished wells, a few more dry holes and 
gas wells and less new production. The pro- 
duction end of the week’s work is the only 
despairing portion of the development, for 
were the wells larger in production they would 
bring more income for the expenditure. But 
the oil gas is a hazardous one at its best, and 
the investor must take things as they come—hit 
or miss. Some exceptionally good wells were 
finished during the week, but the best wells 
are those that were recently drilled in and 
their production reported, that when after 
given a shot of nitroglycerine more than 
doubled their initial output, hence the smaller 
new wells of the week were more than offset 
by the increase in former reported wells. Dur- 
ing the week a total of 110 wells was com- 
pleted, with five gas wells and 23 dry holes, 
the new daily production being 13,087 barrels. 
When compared with the previous week's 
figures of 64 wells finished, 3 gas wells, 17 
dry holes and 14,192 barrels new production, 
which is an increase of 46 in completed wells, 
2 more gas wells, 6 more dry holes, but in 
production a daliy decrease of 1,105 barrels.

Receiver Asked For. 


The Farmers & Mechanics National Bank 
asked for a receiver of the Mason Big Three 
Oil Co. in a suit filed in the Seventeneth Dis- 
trict Court of Texas. The bank alleges fraud, 
dissipation of the company’s assets by W. P. 
Mason and also failure to meet debts by him 
in the petition. The suit is filed against the 
company and W. P, Mason, R. L. Brown and 
Curwin Bush as trustees of the company. The 
petition alleges that the company owns va- 
rious and sundry assets in the form of pro- 
ducing oil wells in the Burkburnett fields of 
the value of $50,000 and that the location is 
not known specifically to the plaintiff, but is 
to the defendants. 

It is further alleged that the wells have 
been producing for the past six months, but 
that no dividends have been paid the stock- 
holders. The plaintiff recites that W. P. 
Mason claims the company is indebted to hin, 
but that no information and belief that the 
bank does not believe this. The petition states 
on June 4 Mr. Mason borrowed $13,186.50 on 
demand and gave $41,250 worth of stock in 
the company as security. The bank further 
alleges that the stock was transferred with- 
out knowledge of the stockholders, It also 
says that he was concluding or had con- 
cluded the sale of the assets of the company’s 
producing oil wells. He is alleged to have 
concluded the sale and to have obtained a 
large portion of the money. The bank also 
alleges that he practiced fraud in the sale 
of the wells, as he sold one at less than its 
value and got more for the one in which he 
personally had the largest interest. The 
bank also claims that none of the stockholders 
knew anything of the sale, and since then 
Mason has gone to Cglifornia. The petition 
tells of another note Mason made to the bank 
for $5,000 and recites that he is insolvent ana 
prays for a receiver. 

In a judgment entered at Austin in the Fifty- 
third District Court against the Gulf Produc- 
tion Co. and others, the State of Texas obtains 
title to 160 acres of oil land in Stephens 
county, valued at approximately $8,000,000. 
P. K. Shuler of Waco, co-plaintiff, is awarded 
$200,000 as his share of the oil produced from 
the land by the Gulf Production Co., he holding 
the mineral leases. The State is also awarded 
$80,000 as its royalty from the sale of the oil 
produced.

The best that the North Central Texas field 
could do for the week in the gas end of the 
game was the completion of five gas wells 
that showed an initial volume of 116,008,000 
cubic feet a day, which is remarkable for that 
small number of wells. Any time a gas well 
will show above 10,000,000 cubic feet a day 
it is considered a prize, and no doubt some 
of the Eastern cities wish that they had some 
of the wonderful Texas wells to make use of 
the coming winter, but Texas is about as hard 
hit for natural gas as are the Eastern States, 
for the fact that the recent big gas wells 
are remote from gas lines to handle the 
product, and the laying of gas lines is very 
expensive at this time.

Well Draws Attention. 


A well completed during the week which 


attracted some attention was the South 
Penn Oil Co.’s No. 7 on the Copeley heirs 
tracts, located in Lewis county. This well 


is some distance away from the wells which 
were completed there about twenty years 
ago and is reported good for fifteen barrels 
a day. In the early days of that field it 
was not an uncommon thing for the pro- 
ducers to get wells which had from one to 
three million cubic feet of gas per day and 
that would flow from a hundred to fifteen 
hundred barrels of oil at the same time, These 
wells held up for years both in production 
of oil and gas but most of the old ones 
have practically quit producing oil though 
they still have a good gas pressure. Most 
of the late completions in that section of 
the state during the past couple of years 
have been small producers of oil or fair gas 
wells. The one big well in the county was 
that of the Reserve Gas Co. on the Edward 
Gaston which was completed into the Gor- 
don sand and started off at better than 100 
barrels a day, but has since declined until 


now it is only making a little better than 
twenty barrels a day. 


Kanawha county’s principal contribution 
to the report this week is the completion 
of a well on the David Weaver farm which 
is reported to be good for twenty-five bar- 
rels a day. The completion of two wells 
on the Ida L. Weaver tract, on Jordan's 
creek, in Big Sandy district, both of which 
are showing for about five barrels a day, is 
of considerable importance, since it Was ex- 
pected that these wells would show a con- 
tinuation of the fleld toward the south and 
west in that section. The Ohio Fuel Oil Co.’s 
well on the Fitzwater, which also came in 
a dry hole, practically settled any possi- 
bility of the extension since the Weaver 
wells came in so small and one well on the 
George D. Rucker farm was dry. There is 
a lot of new work being started in all sec- 
tions of the county, but it is all in districts 
that have been defined and when the wells 
are completed they will be of importance 
only because of the amount of their pro- 
duction.

Ritchie County Leads 


Ritchie county had probably more wells 
completed than any other in the state dur- 
ing the week, but unfortunately they were 
about of the same calibre as the wells which 
have been drilled in in that section of the 
state for the past two months. The main 
producers are listed at 5 and 10 barrels a 
day and there are but three of these. The 
others are either gas wells or dry holes. 
One gas well that may prove of importance 
was completed by the Carnegie Natural Gas 
Co. on the Little Kanawha Log & Tie Co. 
tract and is reported to be good for better 
than a million and a half feet of gas. It 
is said to be located some distance ahead of 
developments and it is possible that some 
oil production may be found close by. Sev- 
eral new wells will be started immediately 
in this section by the Carnegie and some of 
the other big producers who have large 
acreage in that part of the state. 


Drilling conditions in all sections of the 
state are better this summer than for sev- 
eral years, The reason for this is that there 
has been a considerable amount of rainfall 
each week which has kept the mountain 
streams well filled with water. In years 
past there was usually considerable dry 
weather during June, July and August and 
in some sections of the state a large drilling 
of wells have been shut down because of 
the inadequate water supply during these 
months. Some of the larger concerns have 
water lines laid for miles from the principal 
streams and these not only furnish their 
own water, but sell to other concerns, but 
the greatest trouble has been in the sections 
where test wells are being drilled and no 
pipelines have been laid. 

Just what will be done in the near future 
to bring about greater drilling in the oil 
fields of the eastern section of the country 
the talent is unable to predict. In spite of 
the fact that the operators in New York, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and West Virginia have 
been punching the earth full of holes for 
the past six or eight months they have not 
been able to locate a big pool and the supply 
in the storage tanks continues to dwindle. 
Many wildcat wells have been completed 
in the undeveloped counties of West Vir- 
gniia without result, as well as the old 
fields being drilled over. The operators in 
western Pennsylvania are drilling over the 
old territory again and over in Ohio the 
deep and shallow sand sections are being 
combed for new and better producers with- 
out results. 

All the indications are that unless the 
southern counties of West Virginia can pro- 
duce more oil than they have been and, 
better wells are completed there, the supply 
of what is known as the high grade ‘white 
sand” oil will become so scarce that an- 
other raise in the price will have to be 
made to stimulate drilling. There has not 
been an advance in the price of this grade 
since early last spring, though a number 
of the western grades have gone up con- 
siderably. The oil of the eastern fields 
stands, however, in a class by itself. There 
is more by-products obtained from it than 
any other oil found in the world from gaso- 
line to dyes and wax and the refineries are 
clamoring for a greater supply. It may 
come in the near future, but it will not be 
at the present price, which has remained 
for months at $6.10 per barrel, the pro- 
ducers claim. 


More Wells Drilling 


Records show that at present there are 
more wells drilling in West Virginia than 
at any time for ten years, but most of these 
are located in the old flelds. The high 
price of labor and materials keeps the 
producers from going into virgin territory 
where their expenses are much heavier on 
account of getting material in, building new 
roads and keeping drillers and tool dress- 
ers in the wilder country, During the past 
week offers of $11 and $12 per day have 
been made for drillers here, but there are 
few to be had and these can get all the 
work they want in the fields that are close 
to the cities and will not go out into the 
mountains unless they are compelled to. 
Material continues high and hard to get for 
the small operator, but the large concerns 
who placed orders a year ago have their 
yards well stocked and have all they will 
need for some time to come. 


Braxton county came to the front the 
latter part of the week with another pro- 
ducer on the Chris. L. Engle farm, located 
in Otter district, near Chapel, but it is not 
in a class with the others that have been 
completed in that section. The well was 
completed in the Big Injun sand, it is 
said and is good for about fifteen barrels 
a day in that formation. The well is located 
within about two miles of the other wells 
that have been completed on the Engle 
farm, which started off at better than 100 
barrels a day each, but have since dropped 
to small producers. The fact that this 
well is considerably ahead of developments 
has given the operators in that section hope 
that a new pool has been found and there 
has been quite a scramble for leases in the 
neighborhood. Locations have been made 
for a number of other wells and there will 
be considerable drilling started in a short 
time. Near Rosedale, in the same county, 
a salt sand pool was developed some time 
ago that was of considerable importance. 

In Freeman’s Creek district, Lewis county, 
the Carnegie Natural Gas Co. has completed 
a test through the Gantz sand on the C. A 
Bailey farm and will have a five barrel 
pumper in that formation. In Cove dis- 
trict, Doddridge county, the Carter Oil Co. 
has started to drill No. 6 on the John Wan- 
street farm, and in West Union district of 
the same county, G. B. Travis has started 
to drill a test on the Arthur G. Fisher lot. 
In Troy district Gilmer county, the Con- 
nings Oil and Gas Co. has the rig completed 
and is putting in the tools at a location on 
the J. A. Thompson farm. On Long Beach 
Run, Union district, Tyler county, Cassis 
& Co. have completed Neo. 3 on the John- 
son heirs through the Keener sand and 
have a producer that will be good for 
about five barrels a day. In the same dis- 
trict the Worden Oil & Gas Co, has moved 
in a drilling machine to a location on the 
Blanch Morris farm and will start drilling im 
mediately The Welling Oil Co.'s test on the 
Henrietta Brooks tract has been completed and 
is a duster in ail the sands penetrated.

Little in the way of new development is

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Bureau of Mines Experiment Station 
to Be Moved to Reno, Nev., to 
Study Complex Ores 


WASHINGTON, July 14, 1920. 


The Bureau of Mines’ experiment sta- 
tion, which has been located in a rather 
unsettled and inadequate manner at 
Golden, Col., is to be at once removed to 
Reno, Nev., where it will continue its 
invaluable work in connection with the 
Mackay Mining School of the University 
of Nevada, occupying a 330,000 modern 
building contributed by the university, 
it is learned here 

In assisting the country’s’ industry 
with its mining problems the bureau’s 
experts at this station are devoting par- 
ticular attention to the vast deposits of 
complex ore in that sectywn which is saia 


to contain several rare and valuable 
minerals such as radium, thorium, meso- 
thorium, and other’ radioactive  sub- 
Stances, some of whien are urgently 
needed for therapeutic use in the treat- 
ment of cancer, ete. Dr. S. C. Lind is 
superintendent of the station, having 
succeeded Dr. Moore who is now chief 
chemist of the bureau, located in the 


Washington office.

Crude oil production of the Union Oil 
Co. of California ang its controlled com- 
panies for the six months ended June 30 
amounted to approximately 4,175,000 net 
barrels, an increase over the same period 
last year of 145,000 barrels. Altogether, 
thirteen wells were brought in during the 
six months, with a settled production of 
about 2,400 barrels per day. At the 
present time the company has fifty-one 
strings of tools in operation in California, 
Texas, Wyoming and Mexico. Sales 
during that period amounted to approxi- 
mately $29,360,000, an increase in value 
of $3,960,000, or about 15 per cent.
